AN UNEXPECTED HITCH 


Yanses Disappointment to Those In- 
terested In the Defender, 


Cradle Stuck by Swelling of 
the Ways’ Woodwork. 


Bow May Have to Be Pontooned to Carry Out 
the Launching. 


BristoL, R. I, July 1.—The abrupt 
termination of what promised to be a suc- 
cessful launch of the Defender Saturday 
afternoon at the Herreshoffs’ yards has 
caused widespread talk among the thou- 
sands of people who had gathered at that 
time to see the beautiful craft take her first 
plunge. 

All efforts to release the boat have 
proved futile, and she ¥s still fast in the 
same position into which she sank during 
the unsuccessful attempt to launch her. 

At intervals during Saturday night and 
yesterday, when the tide served, both tugs 
and divers were at work, under the direc: 
tion of the Herreshoffs, applying every 
means in their power to release the yacht, 
but each time as the tide receded the 
work had to be abandoned. 

The fears felt by the builders and others 
that the yacht may become injured by the 
strain of her position have not abated, 
and after a thorough inspection of the 
boat’s postion by the divers, the builders 
were convinced that the bow of the yacht 
must be lightered by pontoons to relieve 
the strain as much as possible during the 
further work of getting her into deep 
water. 

Steel hawsers were attached to the 
cradle yesterday afternoon, and tugs took 
them aboard and started to pull at the ob- 
structed mechanism. ‘The strain was too 
great, and the gearing on one tug broke 
and the hawser held by the other snapped 
asunder. From this it is feared that the 
work of releasing the boat will be much 
more difficult than was anticipated up to 
that time. 

The mooted question seems to be 
whether an unlucky beginning presages 
good luck later in the history of the craft, 
or whether it is the forerunner of a series 
of mishaps which may be the lot of 
America’s representative yacht, a status 
in yachting from which the American cup 
defenders for years 

Have Been Singularly Free. 

When the boat stopped everyone thought 
she had stuck in the mud. Others be- 
lieved that the end of the cradle had pro- 
truded beyond the ways and rested on the 
bottom, and even the Herreshoffs were of 
this opinion. The tugs Adquidneck and 
Bay Point hitched on, and they began 
pulling steadily and strongly. ‘Their 
efforts were unavallable, and so Cornelius 
Vanderbilt's yacht Conqueror sent outa 
line to the Defender and then all threo 
steam craft in united efforts once again 
attempted to move the stationary hull. 

After the strain had been applied for 
half a minute there was a loud noise, a 
snapping of ropes anda creaking of ma- 
chinery, and then a portion of the con- 
querors stern was seen to fly into the air 
and fallinto the water. The strain had 
boen too great for the windlass bits of this 
yacht, and they were completely carried 
away. 

The sub-marine diver, W. J. Duncan, 
thoroughly inspected the cradle and ex- 
amined her position. Then he reported 
that the boat was not in the mud, but 
that the cradle had stuck fast in the ways. 
Mr. Duncan's theory was that the piles or 
joists had swellen after being placed in 
the water, so that when the cradle came 
down, the ways were so tight they would 
not allow it to pass through. 

Nat Herreshoff takes the unexpected 
hitch solely to heart, which is not at all 
surprising. 

Must Wait Longer. 

Operations were resumed at the Her- 
reshoff dock by Nat Herreshoff and a gang 
of workmen at 1:30 this morning. A 17- 
inch hawser from the tug Right Arm 
was made fast to the cradle. Smaller 
cables were run out from the other craft, 
and the word given fora grand pull. The 
tugs responded, straining and snapping, 
but the hull did not move. For nearly an 
hour this work was continued without ef- 
fect, and at 2:26 a. m. Captain Her- 
reshoff gave orders to cease operations. 

It was decided to try pontoons, and a 
number of 40-foot lighters have already 
been ordered. With these placed in posi- 
tion under the hull at low tide itis hoped 
to lift the Defender out of her cradle so 
that she may be towed clear of all obstruc- 
tions as the tide rises this afternoon. 

The Defender’s Dimensions. 

The exact dimensions of the Defender 
are as follows: Length of mast, 98 feet; 
diameter of mast at heel, 33 inches; diam- 
eter of mast at step, 18 inches; depth be- 
tween kelson and deck, 12 feet; length of 
splices on top of mast, 19 feet; length of 
boom, 100 feet; diameter of jam, 12 inches; 
length of bowsprit, 42 feet; length of top- 
mast, 64 feet; length of gaff, 64 feet; 
length of spinnaker pole, 75 feet; length 
of club topsail yards, 52 feet; length of 
boat over all, 124 feet; length of water 
line, 89ft. 6in.; breadth of beam, 24 feet. 


TWO FIREMEN KILLED. 


Floor of a Burning Building at Worcester Un- 
expectedly Gave Way. 

WonrcestEr, July 1.—A fire in the rag 
shop of the Hubley Manufacturing com- 
pany in Brackett court yesterday caused 
the death of two firemen and injured 
eight others, and caused a financial loss of 
about $4000. The dead are: W. F. Brig- 
ham, a member of hose 4, and Lieutenant 
J. J. Boyle of the same company. 

Hose 4 was one of the first pieces of ap- 
paratus to reach the fire, and attacked it 
onthe top story. Without warning the 
floor collapsed and fell, carrying the two 
floors underneath it into the cellor. Tho 
men went down with it and were buried 


under the rulnsana bales of rags. Loyle’s 
back was broken under the crush of the 
timbers, and Brigham was smothered 
under the piles of rags. The rest of the 
men escaped with their lives, but it took 
the rescuing party three hours to get to 
them and remove them from the debris, 


Shot His Wife. 


BrivGEPortT, Conn., July 1.— Henry 
Mallin shot his wife yesterday afternoon 
at the home of her mother on Pem- 
broke street, and then attempted to end 
his own life. He went to see his wife, 
with whom he has not lived fora long 
time, and while in the house suddenly 
pulled a 82-calibre revolver. Three shots 
were fired, the first bullet striking her be- 
tween the shoulder blades, the second go- 
ing wide of the mark, and the last aimed 
at his own heart. A suspender buckle be- 
neath the sweater which he wore turnéd it 
aside, and he was not injured. The in- 
jured woman was taken to the hospital, 
and the physicians believe the wound will 
not prove fatal unless complications set 
in, Mallin had been drinking. 


Neglected Their Duty. 

WoOrceESTER, July 1.—Fe= the past six 
weeks empliges of the secret service of the 
United States postal department have 
been in Worcester, and as a result of their 
investigation seven carriers are to be sus- 
pended and one may be discharged. Post- 
master Greene has made repeated demands 
for more carriers, and the authorities sent 
agents here tosee if they were needed. 
They found some of the carviers loafing on 
their routes. The summer yacations have 
been declared off. 


A Ten Per Cent Advance. 

LEWISTON, July 1.—Anoc*her of Lewis 
ton’s largest corporations has voluntarily 
increased the wages of itsemployes. This 
time it is the Lewiston bleachery and dye 
works, and the increase will average 10 
percent. The bleachery is the fourth of 
the large corporations in Lewiston to an- 
nounce an increase in wages within two 
weeks. The increase in these four corpora 
tions amounts to over $10,000 a month. 


Graspec Live Wire. 
SPRINGFIELD, July 1.—Arthur Collins, 
16 years old, met with a sudden and terri- 
ble death last evening. In company with 
some other boys he had climbed upon an 
embankment, and there caught hold of a 
live electric wire. The shock threw him 
backward and he fell several feet. He 
struck on the back of the neck, breaking 

it and causing death instantly. 


Lease Ratified 

Concorp, N. H., July 1.—On the vote to 
lease the Concord and Montreal to the 
Boston and Maine 34,538!'¢ votes were 
given in the affirmative and 10,047 in the 
negative, and the lease was declared rati- 
fied. On the resolution to increase the 
capital stock of the road 89,3061¢ votes were 
given in favor and 1434! against, and the 
resolution was adopted.

EDITORIAL COMMENTS. 


t AN UNUSUALLY large number of little 
toads were noticed in our city yesterday. 
They were tiny little fellows, just big 
enough to hop an inch ortwo, Where so 
many came from so suddenly was a mystery. 
Some thought they must have come down 
in a shower. 


THE TELEGRAPH aud telephone poles of 
the city are being disfigured to an out- 
rageous extent, with announcements of 
various kinds, contrary to the ordinances 
of the city. It gives the city a bad appear- 
ance and should be discontinued. In 
marked contrast are the neat little bill- 
boards of H. L. Kincaide recently put up. 


THERE Is arumor going about that the 
Braintree street railway will sell its plant 
to the highest bidder. The Times cor- 
respondent, in an interview with Super- 
intendent Beatey, was informed that a 
meeting of the stockholders was to be 
held, but what the outcome would be he 
could not say.—Brockton Times. 


It would be a good thing for the citizens 
of Braintree and Quincy, if the Boston and 
Quincy road would purchase it. There 
would be better service, less changing of 
cars, and as cheap if not cheaper fares. 


AN EFFORT is being made to get outa 
full vote on the sewer act. Many promi- 
nent citizens, including nearly every physi- 
cian of the city, have signed an appeal to 
the voters to vote yes. Public health and 
the progress of the city demand that a 
sewerage system be established, and it will 
not be a burden upon anybody if the sys- 
tem covers the whole city and the method 
of payment is equitable. The objection to 
the act of 1891 was the expense, but the 
new act authorizes the issue of bonds to an 
equal amount, and it is acknowledged al- 
ready that the sum is not sufficient to put 
in twenty-five miles of collecting sewers. 
The estimate for the intercepting sewers 
and the disposal system alone is $319,067.80, 
and collecting sewers will cost from $6,000 
to $10,000 per mile. It is easy to compute 
how few miles can be constructed within 
the $400,000. If abutters on ten or fifteen 
miles of street are to be assessed one-half 
the cost they may find the assessment bur- 
densome. The system should provide for 
as many miles of sewer pipe as the city bas 
water mains. With sixty miles of sewer 
mains and the rental system, there would 
be no assessments and the payment 
would be easy.

Able Arguments in Debate at High 
School Graduation. 


VERY INTERESTING FEATURE. 


Faxon’s Block 
QUINGy, ' 
Resolved, That the New Education 


is Superior to the Old. 


The debate at the graduation of the class 
of 95 of the Quincy High school was con- 
sidered the best feature. Friday the LEb- 
GER printed the opening argument of Miss 
Daisy Claire Bemis, and Saturday gave 
the first negative by Miss Ellen M. Greany. 
Today appears the second affirmative by 
Miss Alice Farnum Sampson, to be fol- 
lowed by the other argument: 

What need is there of sayiug more to 
show that the present education is superior 
to the old after what my colleague has al- 
ready said? But to continue the proof, 
let us turn to the methods of work em- 
ployed. 

Who thinks of learning dry text books 
by heart in these modern times ? But there 
were days when the stern and severe 
teachers made parrots of their scholars by 
compelling them to learn the lessons word 
for word, tbus destroying all the pleasure 
of study and ali the entbusiasm of the 
pupil. 

Yes, dry Latin grammars were learned 
in the same way, and probably before the 
class had reached the pleasant period of 
translation, half bad dropped out in pure 
disgust. But today grammar and trans- 
lation are studied together, and what is the 
result? Larger classes in the various 
languages and great enthusiasm in the 
perusal of the story in whatever language- 
it may be. I have only to refer to my 
classmates, and am sure of a hearty en- 
dorsement of this statement. 

There is literature,—was there ever a 
more delightful study in the way it is taken 
today ? A gentleman once remarked that 
in the model family the parents should 
help the children in difficult lessons, men- 
tioning the study of Milton’s ‘ Paradise 
Lost.’? Ishould like to see the parents 
help them. Our class has but a short time 
ago studied ‘* Paradise Lost,” and if mem- 
ory does not fail me, I am quite sure I 
studied it by myself. Ah, friends, that 
must have been uttered in a dream, for 
how could we be helped when the methods 
are changed, and for the better ?” 

It is the same in botany and astronomy. 
Experimental work is done. Classés find 
out for themselves the secrets of the plants, 
and use their own eyes to study the heaven- 
ly bodies, and very pleasant sport it is on a 
delightful evening. No text books are 
then in sight. Those are used merely for 
reference. 

But let us turn to the training of the 
character. What sympathy existed be- 
tween teacher aud pupil of the former 
ages? Little more on the part of the 
teacher than to see that the lessons were 
committed word for word, as has been 
said already. But there was one bond of 
sympathy existing between them and that 
was the birch rod. Those rural school- 
masters prided themselves on their ability 
to wield the rod, shame to say! Dd ever 
a flogging produce penitent and sorrowful 
thoughts in the culprit? No. It only 
aroused all his animal nature and that 
against his teacher. Today itis a teacher's 
joy to say he does not practise corporal 
punishment. At last, the rod and accom- 
panying rosin are going out of style.

THE SEWERAGE SYSTEM. 


The Report of Engineer Noyes Made 
to the City Council. 


The acceptance of the sewer act 1s the 
important business now before the voters 
of the city, and the investigation and re- 
port of Engineer Noyes on the subject will 


be of value. The Lepcer presents it in 
full below:

GENTLEMEN:—In accordance with your 
request for me to make an examination 
of the various plans which have been pro- 
posed for the disposal of the sewage and for 
providing for the drainage from the City of 
Quincy, and to report my conclusions there- 
upon, I have made, so far as the time at my 
disposal would permit, an examination of 
the topography and a superficial examination 
of the geological formation of the various 
drainage areas within the limits of Quincy, 
and my conclusions as to the character of 
the material and of the difficulties to be en- 
countered in the construction of the sewers 
are based upon the information thus ob- 
tained, and upon a somewhat limited amount 
of information obtained from persons who 
have made excavation or have knowledge 
of the character of the materials excavated 
within the areas referred to, and I herewith 
respectfully submit a report, giving the re- 
sults of these examinations and the conclu- 
sions reached. 

I have received through the courtesy of 
Messrs. H. T. Whitman and E. W. Branch, 
your local engineers copies of the town re- 
ports of Quincy for the years 1834-5, 1885-6, 
1886-7, a copy of the city documents of 
Quincy for the year 1889, and a copy ofa 
report and plan made to you by Messrs. 
Whitman and Branch, under date of March 
4th, 1895. These reports and plans contain, 
so faras known, all the literature and in- 
formation available upon the question of 
providing for the disposal of the sewage and 
for the drainage of Quincy. 

The first document referred to, contains a 
report of a special committee on sewerage 
for the Town of Quincy, and the plan con- 
sidered was to provide drainage for a small 
portion of the town; but for the portions 
having the largest population, It was pro- 
posed by this plan to collect and discharge 
the sewage at two points, namely, into deep 
water near the shipyard at Quincy Point 
and into the canal which is tributary to the 
Town river, just below the tide mill dam. 

The second document contained a report 
of the selectmen of the town, and was ac- 
companied by a report and plan made by 
Eliot C. Clarke, C. E., upon a proposed 
system of sewerage. It provided for taking 
the drainage from the portions of the town 
containing the largest population, and it was 
propesed to discharge the sewage into deep 
water at three points, namely, into the Wey- 
mouth Fore river at Quincy Point, into 
‘Town river below the tide mill dam and into 
the Neponset river. 

The third report contained in the city 
document for the year 1889, made by Percy 
M. Blake, C. E., also provided for taking 
the drainage from the portion of Quincy 
having the greatest population. By this 
plan it was proposed to collect and carry by 
gravity the sewage from a part of the city 
having the largest population at two points, 
and by the use of pumps to carry the sewage 
in pipes and discharge the same into deep 
water, off either Gull Point or Nut Island. 

The report and plan submitted, made by 
Messrs. Whitman and Branch, under date of 
March 4th, 1695, provides drainage for all 
portions of Quincy, except that portion 
known as Houghs Neck and Squantum. 
This plan provides for sewers which will 
collect and carry the sewage by gravity toa 
point near Merry Mount park, from which 
point the sewage will be raised by the use of 
pumps, carried in pipes and discharged into 
either the conduits of the Boston main 
drainage works at Squantum, and finally 
disposed of into deep water off Moon Island, 
or discharged into deep water off Nut 
Island. 

Topographically considered, Quincy is 
divided into five principal drainage areas, 
namely, that of Billings creek, receiving the 
drainage from portions of the villages of 
Atlantic and Montclair, and discharging 
into the Neponset river; Sachem brook, 
receiving the drainage from the villages of 
Wollaston and Norfolk Downs, and dis- 
charging into Quincy bay; Furnace brook, 
receiving the drainage from a principal 
portion of Quincy Centre and from the vil- 
lage of West Quincy, and discharging into 
Black creek, which is tributary to Quincy 
bay; that of Town brook, receiving the 
drainage from a portion of Quincy Centre 
and from the village of South Quincy, and 
discharging into Town river bay, tributary 
of Weymouth Fore river, and that of the 
brook taking the drainage from a portion of 
Quincy Point, and tributary to Bent’s creek. 

There are a large number of other minor 
watersheds, the drainage from which dis- 
charges directly into the tidal estuaries 
bounding Quincy on three sides. A con- 
siderable portion of these watersheds is 
elevated only a few feet above high tide 
level, but the land is suitable for building 
purposes, and has been to some extent 
already improved. 

Since the first three plans, namely, that of 
a committee of the town in 1884-5, that of 
Eliot C. Clarke in 1886-7 and that of Percy 
M. Blake in 1889 were made, large tracts of 
land have been improved, streets laid out and 
constructed, and there has been a large in- 
crease in the population of the city, and any 
plan to be now considered feasible should 
provide for taking the drainage from all 
portions of the city. 

In order to collect and discharge the 
sewage from all portions of Quincy, it will 
be necessary to have a number of points of 
discharge, or to collect it at one or more 
central points and pump the sewage to an 
elevation which will permit of its discharge 
into deep water where the tidal current will 
be sufficient to carry the sewage discharged 
away from the shores of Quincy, as well as 
from any other place where it would be 
likely to cause a nuisance. 

Examinations made and _ conclusions 
reached by the State Board of Health, as set 
forth in their letter of advice to a, committee 
on sewerage for the Town of Quincy, under 
date of July 6th, 1888, indicates that there 


would be, from a sanitary standpoint, serious 
objections to discharging any considerable 
amount of sewage into the waters of the 
Neponset river or the Town River bay, and 
it may also be safely assumed that it will 
not be permissible to discharge sewage at the 
numerous points it would be necessary to do, 
if the collection and discharge were effec'ed 
by gravity. 

The plan proposed by Messrs. Whitman 
and Branch provides for a more nearly per- 
fect system for taking the drainage froma 
larger portion of the territory than either of 
the other plans, and in view of the changed 
conditions of development and population, 
it is, in my opinion, a moze feasible plan 
than any other yet proposed. 

The report referred to describes at some 
length the details of the plan proposed. I 
have, through Messrs Whitman and Branch, 
made estimates of the area of the territory 
contributing to the different intercepting 
sewers, and of the probable future popula- 
tion to be provided for in each section. I 
have also estimated the probable cost of con- 
structing the system, as far as can be 
determined from the examination which 
have been made. 

The site proposed for the pumping station 
and to which it is proposed to collect the 
sewage, appears to liave been well selected. 

I have advised increasing slightly the 
size of the intercepting sewers to provide for 
@ population somewhat larger than that 
originally estimated for, and to provide for 
the infiltration of a certain amount of ground 
water. Most of the intercepting sewers will 
be below tide level and below normal level 
of the water in the ground, and even with 
the best of care being used in constructing 
the sewers, there will be more or less leakage 
of ground water which should be provided 
for, 

The grades or inclinations for the sewers, 
as proposed by the plan, will in general give 
a velocity of flow sufticient to make the 
sewers nearly, if not quite, self-cleaning, 
and the sewers will have as great a slope as 
will be permissible, and at the same time be 
laid low enough to take the drainage from 
the extreme outer portions of the city. 

Our further examinations haye indicated 
that the drainage from Quincy Point 
can be best provided for by a sewer to be 
laid from the main intercepting sewer at 
Glencoe Place through the valley of the 
brook tributary to Bent’s creek This sewer 
will extend to Washington street at Wharf 
street, and will provide for taking the 
drainage from substantially all of the ter- 
ritory at Quincy Point.

MILTON TOWN MEETING.

That a committee of five be appointed 
to consider the question of the town’s pur- 
chase of the property of the Milton Water 
Co., also to consider the question of en- 
tering the Metropolitan Water Supply sys- 
tem and report in print before December, 
1895. 

The sum of $16,000 was appropriated for 
the purchase of land at East Milton for a 
public playground and putting the same in 
proper shape; also $15,000 for purchase of 
land for the same purpose on Buck street, 

It was also voted to accept the act en- 
titled, ‘‘ An act to authorize the Town of 
Milton to construct one or more systems of 
sewerage.”’ 

The matter of employing a civil engin- 
eer and fixing his salary was referred to 
the next annual meeting. 

The following sewer commissioners were 
elected: Elliot P. Whitneg 3 years, Theo- 
dore P. Whitneg 2 years, and J. Albert 
Simpson 1 year.

A GAIN IN RECEIPTS. 


Interesting Figures Gleaned From the 
Public Debt Statement. 


Decrease In the Number of 
National Banks. 


Outline of Operations of Some of the More 
Important Bureaus. 


WASHINGTON, July 1.—The treasury de- 
ficit for the fiscal year just closed is found 
by today’s debt statement to be approxi- 
mately $43,250,000. This added to last 
year’s deficit of nearly $70,000,000 makes 
the excess of expenditures over receipts of 
the government this fiscal year, exclusive 
of postal revenues, amount to nearly $313,- 
000,000, and the expenditures $356,250,000, 
of which pensions took $141,391,623. Last 
year the aggregated receipts, exclusive of 
postal revenues, were $397,722,019, and the 
expenditures $367, 279. 

The receipts this year, therefore were 
$15,278,000 greater than last, and the ex- 
penditures about $11,275,000 less. The 
postal service deficit, is about $11,000,000, 
which is considerably in excess of that of 
any recent year. 

The internal revenue department of the 
government has contributed this year to 
the receipts nearly $143,000,000, as against 
a little more than $147,000,000 last year. 
The customs this year makes a better 
showing than last by about $21,000,000. 
Last year the receipts from this source 
amounted to nearly $132,000,000, and this 
year they approximate $153,000,000. 

Today’s debt statement shows an avail- 
able cash balance of about $195,000,000, of 
which about $107,500,000 is gold reserve. 
This reserve includes payment in full for 
the last bond issue, but the statement 
shows a counterdebt charge of only $31,- 
157,700 in bonds, or one-half of the whole 
amount issued. 

In explanation of this seeming error, it 
issaid that the formal transfer of the 
London half of the bonds has not yet been 
made, 

The expenditures for Jnly will be ex- 
ceptionably heavy. Pensions and interest 
alone are expected to 

Amount to $20,000,000, 

During the fiscal year the number of na- 
tional banks in existence has decreased 
from 3775 to 3722. Forty-one national 
banks have been organized during the 
year, 60 have gone into voluntary liquida- 
tion and 36 have been placed in the hands 
of receivers. The national bank circula- 
tion has increased $4,837,791, from $207,- 
853,244 on July 1, 1894, to $211,691,035 July 
1, 1895. From July 18, 1894, to May 7, 
1895, the nearest dates to the year obtaina- 
ble, the loans and discounts of national 
banks have increased from $1,933,589,352 to 
$1,976,604,445, or about $48,000,000. During 
the same time individual deposits have in- 
creased from $1,677,801,200 to $1,690,961,299, 
or about $13,000,000. The lawful money 
reserve held by banks shows a heavy in- 
crease from $64,105,757 to $438,931,970, or 
nearly $75,000,000. 

The operations of some of the more im- 
portant bureaus of the treasury depart- 
ment during the last fiscal year are briefly 
outlined as follows: 

There were employed under the light- 
house board in the construction and main- 
tenance of aidsto navigation, 32 steam 
tenders, 6 steam launches and 2 sailing 
tenders. In supplying lighthouses and 
vessels and caring for buoys these tenders 
steamed 205,580 miles. There are 3422 per- 
sons employed in the lighthouse establish- 
ment, at a cost of about $100,000,000. Ten 
new fog signal stations and 47 new lights 
were established duying the year. 

Work of th¢ Revenue Service. 

The year has been one of unusual interest 
and importance to the United States rey- 
enue cutter service. It has performed 
special services of a conspicuous nature. 
Among these are noted the search for the 
Ivanhoe, supposed to have foundered on 
Sept. 28 last off Cape Flattery, on the 
Pacific, in which three of the vessels, viz., 
Grant, Rush and Corwin, joined. In its 
winter cruising operations, during the un- 
usually severe weather of the last season, 
it rendered services to distressed shipping 
of more than ordinary value and import- 
ance. The Dallas alone assisted during 
the month of February 20 vessels im- 
perilled by ice, and during the month of 
March 23. Six vessels have been manned 
and fully equipped and dispatched to the 
Behring sea to protect the seal herds and 
the government interest in Alaska and the 
seal islands. 

The reports of the operations of the life- 
saving service show that during the last 
year the total number of disasters to ves- 
sels at sea and on the great lakes was 
about 550, of these 478 were on the Atlan- 
ticand gulf coast, 170 on the great lakes 
and 12 on the Pacific coast. The value of the 
property involved is given approximately 
at $7,645,000. The property lost is es- 
timated at $1,254,000. Of the 4618 persons 
on board vessels in distress only 25 were 
lost, asagainst 68 last year. The value of 
the property lost decreased during the 
year nearly one-half. The total number 
of vessels lost was 55, as against 91 last 
year. 

The records of the immigration bureau 
show the number of immigrants who ar- 
rived in this country during the year to be 
approximately 255,327, a decrease for the 
year of 30,304. Of the whole number of ar- 
rivals about 2500 were debarred from land- 
ing and deported to the port whence they 
came. 

The total number of government build- 
ngs now under construction by the super- 
vising architect of the treasury is 44, con- 
templating a total expenditure under ex- 
isting limit of cost of $18,700,013. The 
number legislated for but not commenced 
is 82, involving an expenditure of $13,381,- 
182. The total number of completed build- 
ings now under the control of the treasury 
department is 296. 

During the last 12 months the officers of 
the secret service haye made more arrests 
of counterfeiters than during any other 
in the history of the service. 


Jury Disagreed. 

DeEtrolt, July 1.—The jury in the trial 
of Dr. Dennis J. Seaman, charged with 
the responsibility of Emily Hall’s death 
on account of acriminal operation, came 
into court yesterday afternoon and an- 
nounced a disagreement, The jury was 
discharged and another trial of the case 
will be begun. 

Itallans In a Bad Fight 

ScRANTON, Pa., July 1.—A fight among 
drunken Italians at Pecksville last night 
caused the death of one man and the fatal 
wounding of two others. All parties had 
been drinking, and the origin of the row 
isnot known. Knives and pistols were 
freely used. 


PEIXOTO DEAD. 


Ex-President of Brazil Succumbs to Combina 
tion of Diseases. 

RIO DE JANEIRC, July 1.—The report of 
the death of ex-President Peixoto of Brazil 
has reached here. It is impossilie to get 
details, owing to the distance from Rio de 
Janeiro to Piexoto’s home. 


EX-PRESIDENT PEIXOTO. 

The ex-president expected to leave his 
home for Rio de Janeiro Saturday after- 
noon, when he was attacked with the 
fatal disease, a combination of beri beri 
fever and abscess of the liver. He was 
comatose until 9:30 o’clock p. m,, when he 
died. Physicians were at once summoned 
from Rio de Janeiro to embalm the body. 


Doty’s Scandalous Doings. 

SAN FRANcIscO, July 1.—The Chronicle 
says that by the next vessel that sails for 
Tahiti the state department will forward 
a stern reprimand to J. L. Doty, consul at 
Tahiti. The marriage of Consul Doty to 
a native Tahiti girl was according to na- 
tives’ rites. The only legal marriages re- 
cognized by the French government, which 
has dominion of Tahiti, is that performed 
according to French laws. The news of 
this mock marriage, together with reports 
of Doty’s inattention to business, have 
reached Washington, and the reprimand 
is the result. 

In Insurgent’s Behalf. 

NEw York, July 1.—Rev. J. A. B. Wil 
son spoke yesterday on ‘The Liberation of 
Cuba and the Duty of American Patriot- 
ism.”’ He declared that Cuba was appeal- 
ing to America for help. The example of 
our liberty had a widespread effect, and 
he declared our flag secured no mere re- 
spect by the Spaniards in Cuba thana 
dishrag. He declared it was a duty of 
ours to liberate Cuba. He closed by ap- 
pealing fora Moses from Washington to 
lead the Cubans out of bondage. 


Wolsley’s Chances Are Slim. 

Lonpon, July 1—The Chronicle gives 
prominence to a rumor circulated that 
General Lord Roberts will be the new 
commander-in-chief of the army. The 
Chronicle says that undoubtedly the Lib- 
eral cabinet had intended to appoint Gen- 
eral Wolsley, who has strong claims te 
this position as an administrator and a 
reformer. It is believed, however, that 
Lord Salisbury has never forgotten a 
certain speech of General Wolsley on 
army reform. 


Killed Wife and Another. 

PiTTsBURG, July 1.—Harry Mason isin 
jail here for the murder of his wife and 
Isaac Adrain. Mason had accused his 
wife of unfaithfulness, and said he would 
kill herat the earliest opportunity. Mason 
attacked his wife in a boat, but the others 
pulled him off, and in the fight the oars 
were lost. Then Mason deliberately upset 
the boat, drowning his wife and Adrain. 


Prospect of Another War. 

TAcoMA,July 1.—Norwegian steamer Os- 
ear II, I8days from Vladivostock, Siberia, 
brings news that the indications are good 
for another Oriental war. Captain San- 
derson says,unknown to the outside world, 
Russia has massed 80,000 men at Vladiyo- 
stock, and it is believed in Siberia that 
the preparatious are being made for an 
advance upon Japan. 

Side Doors Closed. 

NEW YorK, July 1.—Since the inagura- 
tion of Mayor Strongit has been almost 
impossible, in many sestions of the city, 
to procure liquor on Sunday. The climax 
of “Dry’’ Sundays was reached yesterday, 
however. Those who were daring enough 
to attempt to offend the excise laws by 
selling liquors were generally arrested 
without delay. 

Lightning Struck a Church. 

Corpova, Md., July 1. — Lightning 
struck the rear end of the Baptist church, 
which was well filled, inflicting considerable 
damage and severely shocking the congre- 
gation. In a horseshed, adjoining the 
church, Arvel Randell and two horses 
were instantly killed. 

Marti Again. 

Key WEsT, July 1.—The British 
schooner Attica, Captain Arteaga, 44 tons, 
10 days from Nassau, has arrived here. A 
Cuban authority said that one of the five 
passengers of the Attica may be Jose 
Marti, notwithstanding all the news of 
his death. 

Corbett and Sullivan Partners. 

CHICAGO, July 1.—John L. Sullivan and 
James J. C@bett will probably be in the 
same theatrical company next year.

FATE OF BUCHANAN, 


Wife Murderer Still Hopes to Escape 
the Electric Chair. 


The Execution Not Likely to 
Occur Today. 


Warden Sage Wants Further Advice From 
Attorney General. 


Sine Srve, July 1.—Warden Sage ap- 
pears determined not to execute Dr. Bu- 
chanan untilhe is certain that no com- 
plications will result, and the case is still 
enveloped ina tangled web of lega! techni- 
calities. 

“I do not propose to execute Dr. Bu- 
chanan until the attorney general gives 
me a written opinion as to the effect of 
the papers of appeal now in their hands at 
Albany.” 

Warden Sage was the speaker, and he 
was so angry that his voice trembled as he 
spoke to the group of reporters. At the 
door leading from the drawing room into 
the office the face of a woman, anxious 
and troubled, appeared, and as the warden 
made his emphatic statement she smiled 
and withdrew quickly. It was Mrs. Bu- 
chanan, and she had just left her husband. 
Warden Sage made the statement ac- 
credited to him after meeting his mes- 
senger, Whom he had sent to Albany, at 
the train, 

Frank D. Burroughs, the messenger, 
who has been in Albany for two days 
with copies of the paper served on the 
warden and presented to the United States 
courts, returned last night with word that 
the attorney general’s department at Al- 
bany declined to give an opinion in the 
matter, other than the verbal one that 
it would be all right to proceed. Mr. 
Burroughs had not seen the attorney gen- 
eral, but had talked with Deputy Attorney 
Hasbrouck, who had declined positively to 
write any opinion. 

As soon as the messenger returned to 
Sing Sing and made known this fact, fur- 
ther stating that the attorney general was 
out of the city, Warden Sage sent him 
right back to Albany to await a written 
decision. Then he dictated a telegram to 
Attorney General Hancock at Syracuse, 
informing him that he would not execute 
Buchanan until he received an opinion of 
the effect of the legal papers served upon 
him by counsel for Dr. Buchanan. 

Sage’s Statement, 

When this had been dispatched, the 
warden made this statement: “I have 
been served with papers that are said to 
actasastay. When similar papers were 
served some time ago, Deputy Attorney 
General Hasbrouck wrote an opinion, in 
which the attorney general concurre? 
saying that the papers shay 3 
stay. When thabs 7 ae act ass 
sent them ato; vapers were served, I 
withs ™ muce to the attorney general 
>. a request for an opinion. So far he 
has given none. He is the legal adviser of 
the state, and I do not propose to act in 
his stead.” 

“Will youexecute Buchanan if the at- 
torney general does not give an opinion?” 
was asked. , 

“T don’t ses why I should assume a legal 
responsibility that the law, officer of the 
state shrinks from.” 

The warden does not expect any opinion 
or answer from his telegram until late to- 
day, and it is therefore reasonable to be- 
lieve that there will not be an execution 
till tomorrow at the earliest. 

Dr. Buchanan grew restless Saturday 
night, and it \vas 3.0’clock when he dozed 
off into fitful slumber. At 8 o'clock he 
was awake, anda few minutes latter he 
was visited by Mrs. Buchanan. She took 
aseat just outside the wire screen, and 
talked tohim ina low tone of voice. He 
could not keep still and he paced the floor 
constantly.

IN ABOUT SIX WEEKS 


The Defender Will Be Ready to Make 
Her Trial Trip. 


Launching Is Accomplished 
Without Injury to Boat. 


Steam Tug Performs the Work Without the Aid 
of Pontoons. 


BristTon, R. 1., July 2.—At 2.40 o'clock 
yesterday afternoon the tug Right Arm, 
which had n near the Defender since 
morning, steamed up alongside and, with 
three hawsers, carefully pulled on the 
yacht. The big hawsers tightened, but 
the Defender did not seem to move an 
inch. For some time the smoke puffed 
from the Right Arm's stack, and at 2.55 
o'clock the Defender suddenly slid off the 
ways and int» the water, amidst the toot- 
ing of whistles from yachts and vessels in 
the harbor. It was not expected by the 
public that an attempt would be made to 
pullthe Defender off without the aid of 
pontoons, but Captain Herreshoff decided 
to make another attempt without their 
aid. The Defender now rides gracefully 
in deep water.

Asthe result of an examination after 
the Defender reached deep water, Messrs. 
Herreshoff and Iselin were informed that 
the vessel was not in any way injured 
by her 50 hours’ stay at the end of the 
ways. 

The cradle separated from the keel and 
floated alongside. It was badly scratched 
and splintered, showing that had not the 
builders piaced it under the craft, she 
would have been seriously damaged in the 
attempt to launch her. 

Bolts Protruded. 

The cause of the trouble as given out 
was protruding bolts used in the con- 
struction of the ways. The bolts extended 
beyond the frames, so that when the 
cradle came down upon them, they pene- 
trated the wood to the depth of from an 
inch to an inch and a half, holding it fast. 

Immediately after the launching the 
Defender was towed to the dock, where 
preparations were made for stepping the 
mainmast, which was soon towed down 
from Walker’s Cove, where it had been 
resting for several days. The mast was 
then successfully and easily stepped. 

Before this time the yacht floated with 
her indicated water line 20 inches above 
the surface at her bow and eight inches at 
her stern. The weight of the mast 
brought her down about three inches at 
the bow, but unaltered her position at the 
stern, so she floats 17 inches above her 
water line at that part. But the main 
boom and several tons of rigging are to go 
into her yet, so it is figured that the 
weight of her mast is of right displace- 
ment. 

The opinion was given on good authority 
that it will be six weeks before the De- 
fender will be ready for a trial trip.

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IN THE DEATH CHAIR 


Dr. Buchanan Paid the Penalty For 


Murdering His Wife. : 


Mrs. Buchanan Piteously Ap- 
peals to the Dead. 


A Brief History of the Famous Legal Battle te 
Evade Execution. 


S1Ne Srna, July 2.—Dr. Robert Buchanan 
was putto death by electricity at 11:89 
o'clock yesterday forenoon for poisoning 
his wife. 

The condemned man had his eyes closed 
when he entered the execution room, and 
did not again open them. After he had 
taken his seat in the chair, he sat mction- 
less, and appeared almost unconscious of 
what was going onabouthim. Thestraps 
were adjusted by the guards, and Electri- 
clan Davis took a final survey of the ar- 
rangements. 

Two contacts were made, bnt all the 
physicians and electricians claim that the 
second contact was merely precautionary 
and that the victim died instantly. There 
were no burns and no unpleasant features 
and every physician present declared the 
execution a success. The body has been 
claimed by friends, and the case will go 
down into history as a cause celebre. 

Buchanan’s Fight For Life. 

Some three years ago a young physician 
named Buchanan poisoned his wife, a dis- 
reputable but well-to-do woman, in order to 
possess himself of her property and to take 
& new spouse. A year later he was con- 
victed on the charge, after a remarkably 
long and sharply contested trial, full of 
the legal, medical and chemical intricacies, 
His lawyers took an appeal to the highest 
court in the state, and it, after months of 
delay, affirmed the verdict. 

The murderer was duly sentenced, and 
for a time he seemed to submit tohis fate; 
but as the day of execution approached, a 
lawyer, who is said to be seeking noto- 
riety, undertook to save him from death, 
As every recourse to the state courts was 
exhausted, he applied to the federal tri- 
bunals ina fashion familiar in such pro- 
cedure, but without success. As Bu- 
chanan was by birth a Nova Scotian, the 
lawyer then invoked the aid of the British 
embassy. When Sir Julian Pauncefote 
refused him, he turned forthwith to the 
Masons, of which fraternity the murderer 
was a member, 

Balked in this quarter, he sought to se- 
cure statements from medical men cast- 
ing doubts upon the expert testimony that 
had contributed much to Buchanan’s con- 
viction. Failing in this venture yet again, 
when the day of execution was close at 
hand he finally pretended that he had re- 
nounced all hope of the salvation of his 
client, and, aided by the murderer’s fam- 
ily, besought the governor to grant Bu- 
chanan a week's respite, during which he 
might prepare himself for death. 

As any humane magistrate would do, 
Mr. Morton complied, and the execution 
was accordingly deferred until May 1. 
No sooner, however, was the reprieve 
granted than Buchanan and his lawyer 
set about the devising of new pretexts for 
application to the federal courts, and they 
so far succeeded that yet another post- 
ponement of the execution become neces- 
sary until the supremne court could give 
fresh decision upon a request for its inter- 
yention. This failed also, and Dr. Bu- 
chanan was resentenced, and finally ex- 
plated his crime in the electrical chair. 

The question of Buchanan's guilt en- 
tered little into these devious proceedings. 
The obstacles raised have been mere legal 
subterfuges designed to prolong the exist- 
ence of a condemned man, in the hope 
that by hook or by crook his sentence 
might be commuted to imprisonment for 
life. 

A Pitiful Scene. 

New York, July 2.—The body of Dr. 
Robert W. Buchanan was brought to this 
city by Undertaker Huhus. Mr. Huhus 

laced the body ina casket covered with 
Black cloth and silver handles. A large 
crowd were on hand, and the undertaker 
allowed everybody who so desired to pass 
through his establishment and view the 
remains. 

At 10 o’clock Mrs. Bachanan arrived. 
She slipped through the crowd unobserved 
and passed into the room. When she 
reached the side of the casket she leaned 
forward, and in a most pitiful manner 
said: ‘Oh, Rob; dear Rob; speak to me. 
Rob, Rob, open your eyes; look at me, 
Rob!” 

Leaning forward, the poor woman kissed 
the face of her dead husband again and 
again, repeatedly calling upon him to 
speak to her. Every moment she grew 
wilder and more hysterical, until at last, 
unable to control herself, she almost 
shrieked in anguish: “Oh, Rob; I love you 
60; speak to me, dear Rob!” 

After some difficulty, her friends suc- 
ceeded in getting the unfortunate woman 
out ofthe room. She was taken to an- 
other room, where every effort was made 
by her friends to soothe and quiet her. 

Arrangements have not yet been made 
for the funeral, but the burial will prob- 
ably be in Greenwood.

Resolved, Thit the New Education 
is Superior to the Old.

There was uothiog very orna- 
al about these tu be sure, but yet they 
rmed the corner-stone of the best edu- 
cation. Asa method is very often judged 
by its results, surely then the old system 
must meet with approval, for how many 
heroes and men of the brightest minds 
have been educated by it? Heroes! I say, 
for 1 consider Patriotism a prominent 
feature of education. 

To be sure, we now have better school- 
buildings and equipments than formerly, 
but the best education does not depend 
upon these things. We now have a great 
variety of studies, but it would seem that 
if we had fewer, and should take each one 
more fully, it would be more to our advan- 
tage. The lessons now are made attractive 
by pictures and models, but these leave 
only a fleeting impression. They do not 
train the mind to hard study, but rather 
distract the attention. 

The teachers often do most of the work, 
and thereby the pupils lose the benefit of 
hard study. It isa wise saying that “A 
chiid’s mind is not a receptacle into which 
the teacher can throw knowledge. It 
grows from within rather than from with- 
out, and this growth must be effected by 
the scholar himself.” 

One of the aids to a good education is 
the library. Now we are provided with 
many and well equipped libraries. They 
contain books of science, books of explana- 
tion, classical works, translations and 
lighter reading. But which of these is the 
scholar likely to choose? Generally the 
lighter reading which is positively’ ia- 
jurious. He has not tie concentration to 
apply himself to heavier reading. Is not 
the present system at fau!t in this respect ? 
By its attractiveness it makes the lessons 
but does not train th? reasoning 


easier, 
powers, 

Another charac modern 
is generally considered as 
an advantage is the freedom from expense, 
but it is questionable whether such freedom 
is for the best good ornot. In one sense 
it ought to make no difference, but yet it 
seems that a person derives more benefit 
| from a book for which he has to pay, than 
{from one he receives without trouble. If 
|} be buys his books, he will always have 
lthem to refer to. He thinks of them as 
| friends and they are a comfort to him. 

A good teacher is one of the chief aids 
ip getting a good education. One of the 
first requirements in obtaining a position 
|as teacher is graduation froma Normal 
Neither Normal school 
nor college cau make a teacher out of one 
| not adapted to the profession, for teachers 
| are ‘born and not made.’’ Some who have 
not had the opportunity of attending 
| Normal school make better teachers than 
| others who have had that advantage. 

Whatever good methods are used in the 
new system have been already used before, 
particularly in Germany, which received 
them from the ancient philosophers of 
| Greece. In all these instances the old 
| system was superior to the new.—Mary A.

THE SEWERAGE SYSTEM. 


The Report of Engineer Noyes Made 
to the City Council. 
[Continued } 


It has seemed advisable that the proposed 
sewers leading from the pumping station to 
the various villages be considered as main 
or intercepting sewers and be included in the 
estimate for the same. We have therefore 
estimated that the sewer from the proposed 
pumping station through Merry Mount 
avenue, Wedster street, Atlantic avenue to 
Woodbine street, be considered a main in- 
tercepting sewer to provide drainage from 
Norfolk Downs, Atlantic, Wollaston and 
Montclair; that the sewer through Wood- 
bine street, Willet street, Faxon street to 
Squantum street be considered as intercept- 
ing sewer to provide drainage for Norfolk 
Downs and Atlantic; the sewer through 
Woodbine street and Farrington strest to 
Central street be considered as an intercept- 
ing sewer for Wollaston and Montclair; the 
sewer to extend from the proposed pumping 
station to Coddington street and through 
Newcom> and Canal streets, Washington 
street and Elm street to Glencoe Place be 
considered the intercepting sewer to take the 
drainage from Quincy Centre, South Quincy 
and Quincy Point; that the sewer from 
Glencoe Place to Quincy street at Water 
street and through Water street be 
considered as the intercepting sewer to 
take the drainage from South Qtincy; 
that the intercepting sewer from Glencoe 
Place and in the valley of the brook 
discharging into Bent’s creek to South 
street, and in South street, from the brook 
te Washington street at Wharf street be 
considered an intercepting sewer for Quincy 
Point; that the sewer from the main sewer 
near the pumping station through the valley 
of Furnace brook to Crescent street be con- 
sidered an intercepting sewer for West 
Quincy. The other sewers may be consi- 
dered as lateral or collecting sewers. 


The following is a memorandum of our 
estimate of the cost of these intercepting 
sewers: 

Intercepting sewer to provide for 
Norfolk Downs, Atlantic, 
Wollaston and Montclair, 

Intercepting sewers to provide 
drainage for Norfolk Downs 
and Atlantic, 

Intercepting sewers to provide

Total estimated cost of the in- 
tercepting sewers, not includ-

A careful numeration of the streets in the 
territory requiring sewers in the immediate 
future indicate a total length of between 
twenty-three and twenty-four miles. 

The estimate made by Messrs. Whitman 
and Branch, namely, a cost of about $6,000 
a mile, exclusive of cost of ledge excavation 
and land damages, is in my opinion a safe 
one. 

The estimate of the cost of the pumping 
station, which includes pump, wells, screens 
and pumping machinery complete, is based 
on the estimate made by Mr. Percy M. 
blake in the report heretofore referred to, 
and provides for a duplicate pumping plant, 
capable of delivering sewage at the rate of 
2,009 gallons per minute, or a little less than 
3,000,000 gallons per day of twenty-four 
hours, 


In view of the large territory which has 
been improved, and for which drainage will 
be required, I am of the opinion that a 
pumping plant, having a pumping capacity 
of about 5,(00,000 gallons per day should be 
provided. The estimate made for a pump- 
ing station will provide for a substantial 
brick building, but in view of the location 
selected, namely, Merry Mount park, and 
the general desire to make all public build- 
ings attractive in appearance, I am of the 
opinion that such buildings as it would be 
finally thought best to erect would exceed 
somewhat the estimated cost. 

A pamping plant of the capacity here 
proposed, has recently been installed and a 
pumping station constructed for the sewage 
disposal works of the City of Brockton. 


The pumping station cost about $17,000 
The pumping plant about 24, 000 
Making a total of about $41,000 


The estimate of the cost of the force main 
and connection with the Boston main 
drainage works at Squantum, and for the 
ultimate discharge of the sewage into deep 
water off Moon Island, appears to be liberal. 

The following is a summary of the revised 
estimates of the plant proposed by Messrs. 
Whitman and Branch, providing for con- 
nection with the conduit of the Boston main 
drainage works at Squantum: 
Force main and out-fall, $51,000 00 
Pumping station and pumping

From a study of the direction and velocity 
of the currents in the harbor, it appears prob- 
able that the sewage from Quincy may be dis- 
charged into deep water off Nut Island fora 
long number of years, without creating a 
nuisance; but the estimates made indicate 
that if equitable arrangements can be made 
with the authorities of the City of Boston for 
receiving the sewage of Quincy at Moon 
Island, the cost of disposing of the sewage 
at Nut Island, (which cost should include 
the cost of the force-main from the pumping 
station, the cost of the outfall sewer and of 
the storage reservoirs at such time as they 
may be required, and the extra cost for 
maintenance), will be largely in excess of 
the cost of discharging the sewage at Moon 
Island through the condait of the Boston 
main drainage works, and the plan for dis- 
posing of the sewage st Moon Island, is 
without doubt, the most feasible. 

In making the investigations, I have been 
impressed with the apparent rapid develop- 
ment and opening-up for building purposes 
of what has been unimproved territory, and 
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before this development has been carried too 
far and buildings have been erected so as to 
interfere with the proper drainage of these 
territories and before buildings are con- 
structed in such location or at such elevation 
asto greatly increase the ultimate cost of 
obtaining drainage, a comprehensive plan 
for collecting and disposing of the sewage 
and for the drainage of the city should be 
adopted. 

Iam also impressed with the importance 
of having the g-ades for the streets deter- 
mined, and a basement or cellar grade estab- 
lished for all sections of the city, below 
which grade basements or cellars shall not 
be constructed. 

In cities where the level of the ground 
water is contro led by the level of the water 
in the tidal estuaries, the basement or cellar 
grade is ordinarily fixed as being a certain 
number of feet above tide level, but in a city 
where the surface of the ground has a great 
variation in level, as is the case with Quincy, 
this reference to tide level could only be ap- 
plicable to the territory in the immediate 
vicinity of the shores of the tida! estuaries, 
but with the elevation of the sewers and 
drains in the various streets fully estab- 
lished, the basement or cellar grade can be 
made to bear a certain relation to the sewers 
or drains which are to receive the drainage 
from them. 

By having the system of sewers deter- 
mined upon, the future development of the 
city in the laying out and construction of 
new streets can be effected in locations 
which will permit of the construction of 
sewers or drains at the least possible cost. 
Even if the sewers and drains are not actu- 
ally constructed for a long time in the future, 
the knowledge of where the location of 
the sewers or drains can be constructed to 
the best advantage will, in many cases, in- 
fluence the direction with which the streets 
will be laid out, so that the cost for land 
damage, in many cases, will be greatly re- 
duced if not entirely obviated.

FOURTH IN AUSTRALIA, 


How Independence Day Is Observed In the 
Antipodes. 

There are two days in the year, out- 
side the regular holidays, which Aus- 
tralians recognize as anniversaries to be 
honored These are St. Patrick’s day 
and the American Declaration of Inde- 
pendence, and every Englishman or Scot, 
who would have to look in an almanac 
to find ont on what day St. George’s or 
St. Andrew’s day falls, knows at once 
what the 17th of March and the Fourth 
of July mean to some of their fellow 
colonists. 

On the Fourth of July the stars and 
stripes wave side by side with the Aus- 
tralian flag from the town halls of Syd- 
ney, Melbourne, Adelaide, Brisbane, 
Auckland and other Australian cities, 
while every one who can anyhow man- 
age to raise an American flag for the oc- 
casion will hoist it. The tram cars run- 
ning from Sydney to Botany, end from 
other cities to wherever the celebration 
is to be held, will be decorated much as 
they are in New York, and speeches will 
be made in honor of Washington, Frank- 
lin, Hamilton, Jefferson and other Amer- 
icans who did so much to secure for 
British colonists all over the world the 
freedom they now enjoy. 

The omnibus horses will carry the 
stars and stripes and the union jack on 
their heads, and the people will crowd 
to Botany and other places of resort, 
some to hear the speeches and others to 
enjoy themselves in other and perhaps 
more congenial ways, for it is not every 
one who cares to listen to a long speech, 
however interesting it may be The 
bands will play the ‘‘Star Spangled 
Banner,’’ ‘‘Hail, Columbia,’’ ‘‘Home, 
Sweet Home,’’ ‘‘Away Down Upon the 
Swanee River,’’ ‘‘Marching Through 
Georgia’’ and ‘‘ Yankee Doodle,’’ so that 
an American might, for the time, al- 
most fancy himself in his own land —

THE NOISY CANNON CRACKER. 


American Article Makes More Sound Than 
Its Chinese Prototype. 

Were you ever in a fireworks factory? 
Well, let me tell you how the noisy can- 
non cracker is made. First, brown paste- 
board is cut up in pieces about 5 by 12 
inches. These are covered with paste 
and deftly rolled around a stick bya 
boy and then slipped off, and we have 
the cases—i. e., cylinders some five 
inches long and a little more than half 
an inch in diameter. Strands of cotton 
are covered with powder, which is thor- 
oughly rubbed in, and cut in lengths of 
about three inches. These are the quick 
matches. Around one end of each match 
is rolled a covering of paper. This end 
is placed in a hole in a short solid metal 
cylinder on a workman’s bench. Over 
the black end of the match as it stands 
upright he puts one of the cases, into 
which he pours a small quantity of dry 
New Jersey clay and pounds it down 
with a long wooden rammer, thus mak- 
ing a plug in one end of the pasteboard 
case, in the center of which is the match, 
with its covered end protruding. Now 
the case goes to another workman, who 
pours in a charge of powder, and thence 
to a boy, who puts some glue around 
the inside of the open end of the case 
and inserts a little wooden plug, thus 
loosely confining the powder in the mid- 
dle of the pasteboard tube. All that re- 
mains to be done is to paste a colored 
printed cover on the case and the cannon 
cracker is completed and ready to be 
boxed up.—Boston Herald.

This is the season of the year when 
the American eagle, glorious bird of 
freedom, alighting on the topmost sum- 
mit of the Rocky mountains, spreads its 
wings until one dips in the Atlantic 
ocean and the other is laved in the wa- 
ters of the Golden Gate.

Big Boom In Vegetation In All New) 
England States. 


Indications Now Point to 
Successful Harvests. 


Fruit, Vegetab!es and Grain All Benefited by 
Heavy Rains. 


Boston, July 2—The New England 
weather service, in co-operation with the 
United States agricultural bureau, issues 
the following bulletin for the week end- 
ing July 1: 

The month of July opens with very fa 
yorable prospects for all farmers in New 
England. ‘he abundant rains and damp, 
cloudy weather, although delaying farm 
work and causing a little local damage ta 
cherries and garden crops just coming up, 
have given a boom to all vegetation and 
have caused remarkable growth in field 
and garden crops. From % to }3 inch of 
rain came in the extreme north, from 34 te 
1% inches in central and from 2 to3 or 
more inches in she southern sections. At 
Groton, Mass., 2.74 inches of rain fell on 
the 28th. At Block Island, R.L, there 
was recorded the unusual amount of 3.54 
inches from 8 p. m. of the 30th to 8 a. m, 
of July 1. Later reports of the hailstorms 
on the 23d give considerable damage in 
Bethlehem, N. H., where hailstones 544 
inches in circumference were found. In 
Warren, Mass., some corn and potata 
fields were ruined, and grass and grain 
laid flat. One farmer had 175 panes of 
glass broken. Some of the hail was as 
large as hens’ eggs. Considerable local 
damage was done in western counties by 
hail on the 25th. 

Two Days of Soaking Rain. 

Pasturage is excellent in Maine, and in 
some counties there is a prospect of nearly 
or quite an average hay crop. Cloudy and 
foggy weather prevailed generally until 
the 27th; then a steady, soaking 
rain fell most of the time for two 
days. The top of the ground is 
thoroug?.ly soaked, and all crops are grow- 
ing very fast. Haying and hocing have 
been delayed, and some hay was caught 
out and considerably injured. Potatoes 
and corn are growing fast. Potato bugs 
are reported by several to be much more 
numerous than usual. The weather 
bureau observer at Eastport reports that 
notwithstanding the long continued 
drought which prevailed up to the begin- 
ning of this week, early vegetables from 
up country were in the markets there 
fully a week earlier than usual. 

Corn Breaks the Record. 


Farmers in some parts of New Hamp. 
shire are remarking that they never saw 
corn grow so fast before as it has in the 
past week, and also that it is larger than 
they ever remember for the first of July 
The heaviest rain came in the southern 
counties, and there the greatest good has 
been done to all crops. The hay crop has 
been increased, according to some esti- 
mates, from 25 to 50 per cent, and pastures 
are exceptionally good. The strawberry 
season was short, and correspondents do 
not report favorably for a large blueberry 
or raspberry crop. The prospect for apples 
in valleys is still less encouraging. Grass 
has rusted some in Coos county, and one 
correspondent there reports small grass- 
hoppers thicker than ever before known. 

Crops Pushed Ahead. 


Probably less rain has fallen in Vermont 
than in those states farther south during the 
week, but enough cloudy, rainy weather 
has prevailed to delay haying and to keep 
all crops growing very fast. Corn has 
made such rapid growth that it is tender, 
and fears are expressed that a high wind 
will break down much of it. One corre- 
spondent from Addison county states that 
potatoes are two weeks in advance of the 
past 15 years. The potato buds have in- 
creased very fast during the dull weather. 
Some say that oats never looked better at 
this time of year; they are heading out; 
while in places winter rye is ripe enough 
tocut. Grass has thickened up much. 

Young Plants Damaged. 


Considerable hay has lain out since the 
first of the week in all sections of Massa- 
chusetts and has been greatly damaged; 
the heavy rain, too, has slightly damaged 
plants that were just coming up, like cu- 
cumbers and squashes, and has injured 
tomatoes and heavy grass and grain in 
places. It has done great good, however, 
and has caused a boom in the growth of all 
vegetation and a material increase in the 
hay crop. New seeded pieces and low 
lands have been especially benefited, and 
upland fields that have not been cut must 
undoubtedly thicken up to some extent. 
Apples and pears are looking well, and the 
fruit is hanging on well on the trees. 
Currents and cherries are coming on, and 
are reported plenty and very fine. Straw- 
berries are still in good supply on late 
land. Cranberries have not done well 
this week. On the Cape, where the sandy 
soil is dependent on frequent showers, 
most crops were backward, but are now 
growing fast. 

A Promising Outlook, 

The heavy rain on the 28th destroyed the 
last pickings of strawberries in some 
places in Rhode Island, but it was of great 
benefit to other crops and was gladly 
welcomed. Not much hay has been cut in 
this state yet, but mowing wil! begin as 
soon as the weather is favorable. All field 
crops appear to be very promising, 

Potatoes Barely Saved. 

A good deal of the grass on old fields has 
been cut in Connecticut, and that remain- 
ing has been greatly benefited by the rains. 
It has already begun to thickeA up, and 
pastures have been greatly revived. Con- 
siderable hay that was cut near the first 
of the week has lain out during the con- 
tinued wet weather and is greatly dam- 
aged. Haying will probably be general 
during this week. The top of the ground 
has been well soaked and all field crops 
have been greatly benefited. Some report 
that it came just in time to save potatoes, 
as they are right in blossom. Berries 
were drying up, but will probably mature 
now with fair size. Raspberries have been | 
damaged by rain and cherries have decayed | 
badly; so much so in places as to make the 
crop almost a failure. A large crop of| 
currants, peaches and pears is promised. 
Correspondents in Fairfield county report 
that apples have passed the first dropping | 
stage with enough left for a good crop. 
Turnips and cabbages are being set out. 
Winter grains are nearly ready for har-| 
vest. Oats are pushing ahead fast and are! 
pronounced better than usual. Tobacco] 
has been greatly benefited. Mr. GC. P. 
Augur of Westville reports that a maggot 
has attacked the corn on turf ground and 
seems likely to prove a serious pest; one 
or two fields have been entirely ruined. |

"XNOCK-QUT DROPS,” 


Latest Device Employed by Crooks to 
Fleece the Unwary, 


Dose of Chloral In Beer Does 
the Business. 


Victims Recover Consciousness and Find That 
They Have Been Robbed. 


Boston, July 3.—When the police ar- 
rested two men Monday night on the 
charge of administering what is commonly 
known as “knock-out drops” to Pliny H. 
West, they did not know that anybody 
else had taken the same sort of drops and 
been robbed in Boston in years. Now it 
appears that somebody has been putting 
“knock-out drops”’ in beer and other liquor 
which Boston men have afterward taken 
and lapsed into a state of unconsciousness 
while the thieves relieved them of their 
valuables. 

The men arrested on the charge of rob- 
bing Mr. West gave the names of Linsey 
C. Boyd and John J. Martin. Yesterday 
& well-known Boston business man read 
the account of the arrest, and then went 
to police headquarters and told a story to 
Inspector Watts that made the capture of 
the men seem more important than it had 
up tothat time. The man was asked to 
look at the alleged robbers, and he at once 
identified them as the ones who robbed 
him on June 13: 

How the Trick Is Done, 


He said that he met the men on Court 
street. They seemed respectable, and 
when one of them suggested that the en- 
tire party take a drink, the business man 
agreed, and they stepped into a saloon. 
The business man took beer. It had no 
sooner reached his stomach than he began 
to feel as if he wanted to go to sleep, and 
pretty soon he became unconscious. The 
next thing he knew he found himself in 
the Quincey House, with his money and 
watch gone. 

When the police came to look up the rec- 
ord of Boyd, they found that he is wanted 
on the charge of robbing William H. 
Walker of Canada at Hotel Thorndike 
last August. Walker met Boyd on the 
Public Garden, and the two went over to 
the Thorndike to .takeadrink. They be- 
came very well acquainted in a little 
while, and then Walker lost conscious- 
ness. When he came to, his watch and 
$233 in cash were missing. . 

The police have a lot of pawn tickets 
which were foundin the possession of the 
men when they were arrested, and with 
these they hope to recover a large quan- 
tity of property which it is thought was 
stolen from persons in this city by tho 
use of ‘“‘knock-out drops.”” 

About the Knock-Out Drops, 

The drug used by these men was chloral, 
andin all cases so far developed it has 
worked very successfully for the law- 
breakers. It was only a month or two ago 
that eminent chemists in New York came 
forward and said that no such thing as 
“knock-out drops’’—that is, a preparation 
that would deprive an intended victim 
temporarily of consciousness and action 
without resulting in any serious injury— 
was in existence. 

They told the New York police, who 
were discussing the matter, that a prepara- 
tion that would accomplish what was in- 
tended, would also cause the victim’s 
death. The police responded by bringing 
a@ patrolman who had taken a dose of 
something described as ‘‘knock out drops,” 
andafter losing consciousness and power 
of action, had remained in that state for 
about two days, at the end of which time 
he became himself again, with no trouble- 
some results. 

During the late discussion, moreover, & 
New York police officer offered to give 
$100 to any man who would takea dose 
of ‘knock-out drops” that the officer had 
in his office. No one was willing to try 
it, an¢ when it was tried on animals it 
made them unconscious temporarily, but 
left them at length unharmed. 


TRAINS CRASHED. 


Engineer’s Error Causes a Serious Raliroa¢ 
Accident Near Boston. 

Boston, July 3.—There was a collision 
on one of the Dorchester branches of the 
New York and New Haven railroad last 
night that only by chance escaped being a 
serious calamity. Two local trains, 
loaded with passengers, who were on their 
way home from work, crashed together at 
Shawmut Junction, a small station be- 
tween Cedar Grove station and Dorchester 
Lower Mills. 

The smoking car and passenger car of 
the outward bound train were wreéked 
and the engine was badly damaged. Five 
persons were injured, one of whom, 
Michael Garvey, may die, 

An inward train was returning from 
Mattapan to Boston and was being side- 
tracked on the Neponset branch to allow 
atrain from Boston to pass. The latter 
train was a quarter of a minute ahead of 
time, but that quarter minute should 
have been spent at Cedar Grove station. 
Engineer Russell had never taken the 
train out before, and did not know that he 
should have stopped. He rounded the 
curve just as the Mattapan train was on 
the points. His engine struck the second 
passenger car near the front end at an 
angle of 45 degrees, tearing off the steps 
and corner. The next car was a combina- 
tion baggage and smoker. Tho engine 
struck it with tremendous force, tearing 
away the platform, forward trucks and 
several feet of the side. 

The forward part of the engine was de- 
molished, the smokestack being torn off. 
Engineer Russell bravely clung to his 
pons and escaped with only slight bruises.

Boston, July 3.—Miss Gertrude Whit- 
ney, @ young lady who was employed at 
the Boston, postoflice, mysteriously disap- 
peared July 14, 1888, leaving parents and 
friends inignorance of her whereabouts. 
Her parents have just reoolved a letter 
from their missing daughter, accompanied 
by a photograph ofa handsome boy. The 
letter stated that she married the man she 
ran away with from Boston in 1888. They 
had been engaged before the elopement, 
and are at present living in St. Louis. 
The young woman’s parents have grieved 
over their lost daughter fur years. She 
was 19 years old when she left home. 


; Run Down by a Horse.

STICKS OF DYNAMITE 


Successfully Used by Western Ban- 
dits to Hold Up a Traia, 


Three Men Had Everything 
Their Own Way. 


Took Things Easy and Scooped In the Sooty 
at Their Leisure. 


PoRTLAND, Or, July 8—A Southern 
Pacific passenger train was held up and 
robbed ata point known as Riddles, in 
the Cow Creek canyon, between Ashland 
and Grant’s Pass. The robbers took 
jewelry, money and other yaluables from 
the passengers and rifled the mail pouches. 

Taking the firemen, two of the highway- 
men proceeded to go through the train, 
and every car was searched. ‘The Port- 
land, Tacoma, Seattle and Victoria (B. C.) 
registered sacks were rifled. 

The train was held up at the north end 
of a canyon just south of Riddles Sta- 
tion. When the dynamite explosion 
brought the train to a stand: ‘tll, Conduc- 
tor T. J. Kearney, who was in charge of 
the train, ran out, but was met by one of 
the bandits, who fired at him with a 
pistol, the bullet grazing the conductor's 
head. The bandit then ordered the con- 
ductor to get inside and stay there, an or- 
der which he was not slow in obeying, 
hiding himself in a Pullman closet, from 
which he saw one man patrolling the bank 
which overlooked the train. 

Express Messenger Donohue had taken 
out his way-treasure at the first alarm and 
locked his box. This he reopened at the 
order of the robbers. Postal Clerk Herman 
gave up all the registered pouches, which 
the robbers ordered cut epen. The rob- 
bers passed all of the passengers who had 
the appearance of working men, but made 
the others hold uv their hands while they

He described the 
robber who went through the car as a 
slender man, about six feet tall. He wore 
a white silk handkerchief as a mask, blue 
overalls and a jumper. He had a large 
bag slung over his shoulder, and carried a 
common gripsack in his hand. The engine 
was so badly disabled that it took three 
hours to reach Riddles, four miles distant. 

R. F. Smith, agent of the Phoenix In- 
surance company of Hartford, with two 
friends, werein tho Pullman smoking 
room when they heard the first bomb. 
They looked out the window, and were 
told by the robbers to pull their heads in- 
side, whereupon they piled over each other 
inthe middle of the room to get away 
from shots.

Let the celebration 
be confined to the holiday.

Able Arguments in Debate at High 
School Graduation. 


VERY INTERESTING FEATURE. 


Resolved, That the New Education 
is Superior to the Old. 


The reply of Miss Daisy C. Bemis 
printed today closes the affirmative debate 
at the High school graduation on the re- 
solve—*That the New Education is 
Superior to the Old.” The negative reply 
will appear Friday. 

It has just been frankly acknowledged 
by one opponent that the American people 
of today are very different from those of a 
bundred years ago. What has made them 
so? Education. Not long ago our fathers 
were taught, that the world is flat. Would 
it be of any use if works containing such 
statements were kept as reference books in 
the present era? I havea dictionary just 
one hundred years old. It was considered 
unquestionable as “to veracity once, but it 
hardy agrees with Webster, Worcester, or 
the Century, in fact it is quite difficult to 
decipher the lettering even. The geogra- 
phies our grandmothers studied are 
wonderful in their inaccuracies. 1 am 
sure they are curiosities, but our school 
will hardly recommend them for reference 
to its pupils today. Those books migbt be 
‘better’? for our grandparents, but we 
shall treasure them, only, as specimens of 
antiquity. : 

Washington may have grown under the 
system of the ** three R’s,’’ but if he lived 
and prospered under such a meagre diet, 
what would be have been with the advan- 
tages which our Quincy High school 
affords, The condition of the times often 
creates heroes, martyrs, great men and 
women. The Revolutionary war and the 
Civil war brought out qualities in men, 
which in our present time of peace, remain 
dormant. Men were thought to be very 
wise, in days of ignorance, among the 
masses who possessed but very little actual 
learning. Diogenes was considered a very 
wise man for his time, but it has been 
said, by many, if this same Diogenes had 
lived in our generation be would have been 
placed in the mad house as a first class 
lunatic. 

Never before in the history of men has 
there been a time when all the powers of 
the mind have been 80 systematically 
trained as they are now, and this grand re- 
sult is not accomplished by memorizing a 
few old fashioned, out-of-date text books, 
either. Our library certainly does contain 
books for earnest students, also the lighter 
material for amusement, but which does 
the scholar choose? You can easily de- 
termine by spending an afternoon at the 
library or consulting our librarians but— 

remember not to associate the scholar with 
the dime novel reader. A scholar finds 
such reading very objectionable. 

Let others choose the past, but as for me, 
I choose to enjoy the matchless advantages 
of the nineteenth century.—Daisy C.

RIOT IN HUB STREETS, 


Nbjections to the “Little Red School- 
house” In a Parade, 


Sticks, Stones and Revolvers 
Freely Used. 


One Man Killed Outright and a Number Serk 
ously Hurt. 


Boston, July 5.—The “little red school- 
house” parade in East Boston yesterday 
aiternoon was the leading feature of the 
celebration of the nation’s birthday in 
this vicinity. 

On account of the bad blood stirred up 
by the parade, one man lost his life, an- 
other lies at the city hospital unconscious 
and several others were painfully though 
not seriously injured. 

The name of the man who lost his life 
is John W Wills, and he lived on Web- 
ster avenue, East Boston. 

John Ross and Harold G. Brown are 
held as prisoners, charged with firing the 
shots that killed Wills. 

The killing of Wills did not happen till 
after the parade was finished and the par- 
ticipants had been dismissed. 

Michael Doyle had his head split open by 
a club and now lies at the city hospital; 
& young man named Stewart had his nose 
cut off with a saber in the hands of one of 
the paraders; Patrick Kelly sustained a 
severe scalp wound, whether from a club 
or a bullet is not known, and Officer A. 5. 
Bates was hit in the mouth by a brick 
thrown by an unknown person and lost 
several teeth, besides suffering from severe 
lacerations. 

It is claimed that the trouble resulted 
from the persistence of those who man- 
aged the parade in introducingas a feature 
a float representing “The Little Red School 
House,” which, from its association as the 
emblem of the American Protective asso- 
ciation, has become obnoxious to those 
who do not sympathize with the A. P. A. 
movement. The Fourth of July com- 
mittee refused to permit this feature to 
appear inthe parade, and those desiring 
to present it tried to have an order passed 
by the board of aldermen, but failed. 

Thirty Thousand Lookers-On, 

So great was the interest excited by this 
controversy and the expressed determina- 
tion of the paraders to display the school- 
house that fully 80,000 visitors gathered at 
East Boston. The police officials, in an- 
ticipation of any hostile demonstration, 
had a special squad of 350 men, under the 
direction of Deputy Superintendent Pierce 
and Captain Irish, in addition to the East 
Boston force, on duty, but they marched 
at the head of the procession. 

At several points the feeling of the 
crowd was given vent in hisses at the 
1500 paraders and _ the schoolhouse, 
but no further demonstration was 
made until the rear of the parade had 
reached Putnam street, when the crowd 
tried to overturn the last carriage. Word 
was sent to the front for police assistance, 
and a squad of 20 officers was sent back. 
A skirmish followed between the crowd 
and the officers, and Michael Doyle re- 
ceived a fractured skuli. He was taken to 
the city hospital. A man named Stewart 
had his nose cut off by a saber in the 
hands of Albert E. Andrews, a private in 
the Roxbury Horse Guards, who was in 
full uniform and who went to the assist- 
ance of the occupants in the carriage. 

Killing of Wills. 

“The feeling of the crowd was intensified 
by this incident, and when the parade 
broke up and those who had participated 
were proceeding in companies to the ferry 
in order to reach the city, a group of be- 
tween 60 and 70 persons were surrounded 
on Border street by a crowd, who com- 
menced hooting and throwing stones. 

It is said that a number of the paraders 
became frightened and a dozen revolvers 
were drawn, and in response to the fusi- 
lade of stones eight or nine shots were 
fired. The firing of the revolvers brought 
a large body of police to the spot, and the 
mob was soon dispersed. The officers 
found John Wills dead in the street with 
a bullet hole in his right side and Patrick 
A. Kelly lying seriously wounded about 
the bead. It was learned later that sey- 
eral other persons had been slightly in- 
jured, all of whom were taken away by 
their friends. 

The police arrested Harold Brown and 
John Ross as the principals who, it is 
alleged, did the shooting. It is claimed 
by six witnesses who were taken to the 
station house that Brown did the shooting 
which killed Wells and wounded Kelly. 
Ross is said to have injured several others, 
who were taken away by their friends. 

Willis, the murdered man, was a laborer 
by occupation, and leaves a widow and 
six children. Kelly is a single man. 
There is much deep feeling over the affair 
throughout the city. 

Deputy Superintendent of Police Pierce, 
who had charge of the police escort at the 
parade, said: ‘The trouble on Border 
street happened halfa mile from the pa- 
rade. It had nothing to do with it at all. 
The procession itself was well protected, 
and nothing occurred inside the police 
line. It was an entirely different affair 
down there.” 

Lively Celebrations. 

Boston, July 5.—Independence day in 
the various large cities and towns of New 
England was celebrated generally with 
enthusiastic patriotism, although in not 4 
few cases stormy weather prevented the 
completion of the program, comprising 4 
wide range of attractions. In many in- 
stances, however, the festivities were 
carried out on an elaborate scaie. Early 
morning demonstrations of the usual 
boisterous pature were the rule, and the 
“antique and horrible” was out in all his 
glory. Trade displays, too, were frequent, 
and so were parades of bicyclists.

12 MILES IN THIRTY MINUTSS. 


Eighty-Two Entries in the Quincy 
Bieyele Race on Fourth. 


At 10 o'clock, the hour advertised for 
the 12-mile bicycle race to start, there was 
a crowd of several hundred in City Square 
to witness it. The little rain that had 
falien in the morning had laid what dust 
there was and the roads were inan excel- 
lent condition. 

It was nearly 11 o’clock before the 430 
men were sent off and the others followed 
at intervals, the highest number being 
eighty-two. 

The only scratch man was W. G. French, 
and he started up Hancock street at a 
swinging pace that looked as though he 
meant to secure that diamond time prize. 

The first time round he had closed up 
the gap somewhat, and the other numbers 
were so mixed up one could not tell much 
about them, several had also dropped out. 

The second time round it was seen that 
French was not gaining as much as he 
should to win. The winner was in doubt 
until he crossed the line at the finish. 

The race finished at about 11.30 and for 
a while the crowd waited about anxious to 
know the result, but it was 1.30 before the 
judges had completed their work, and a 
larger part of the crowd had gone. 

As a result of the race the time prize was 
captured by W. D. Barker, who did the 12 
miles in 30 minutes, 32 seconds, while E. 
Urch gets second time prize with a record 
of 32 minutes, 44 seconds. 

The other prize winners and their cor- 
rected time is as follows, with the excep- 
tion of second prize which is not known as 
yet, as there was some mistake in checking 
his number:

NUMEROUS CASUALTIES 


Resulting From the Careless Handling of Vari- 
ous Kinds of Fireworks. 


BRIDGEPORT, July 5.—The record of seri- 
ous accidents resulting from the Fourth 
of July celebration is the largest on record 
here.

CHELSEA, July 5.—William J. Henry, 
aged 26, last ‘night attempted to fire off a 
cannon cracker. It exploded in his right 
hand. It torethe thumb from the hand 
and burned the two middle fingers so that 
the ligaments were exposed. It also lacer-

SALEM, July 5.—Daniel B. Lord, a vet- 
eran engineer and fireman, known all over 
New England in connection with the hang 
fire engine White Angel, and familiarly 
called Uncle Daniel, was seriously in- 
jured by being blown up by a cannon 
cracker. 

Brockton, July 5.—Arthur Tucker, 16 
years old, and H. McCarthy, 30 years old, 
while handling zannon crackers yesterday, 
had their hands shattered.

PHILADELPHIA, July 5.—Common Coun- 
cilman Kinsler was fatally shot in the 
head during a flag raising at a clubhouse 
yesterday. James Lennon has been ar- 
rested charged with doing the shooting, 
which he claims was accidental. At about 
the same time,in another section of the 
city, Joseph Godfrey, a pugilist, and 
Boyd Wylie, an ex-policeman, both of 
whom had been drinking, were celebra- 


| ting the Fourth with a revolver, which ex- 
| ploded whilein the hands of Godfrey, tae

Gold Contract Fulfilled. 

LonpDon, July 4.—The Times says that 
the Rothschild-Morgan syndicate has com- 
pleted its gold contract with the American 
government, but there is still an under- 
parties that all 
possible assistance shall be rendered by 
the syndicate to maintain the treasury’s 
gold reserve. This understanding will 
probably involve the occasional sales of 
bills on London by the syndicate, but the 
latter is in no way committed to attempt 
to prevent gold shipments from New 
York.

Topic For the Week Beginning Jaly % 
Comment by Rev. 8S. H. Doyle. 


Toric. — The Ten Commandments in our 
lives.—Mark xii, 28-83. 


Ri answer to the scribe’s question 
Jesus declares love to God to be the first 
and greatest comimandment, and the 
second like unto it—love to man. Thus 
| He takes two commandments, separated 

widely in the Scriptures, and so unites 
| them as to make them the essence and 
} sum not only of the Ten Command- 
| ments, butof all commandments. If we 
| love God with all our heart, soul, mind 

and strength and our neighbor as our- 
| selves, all commands referring in de- 
} 


tail to our duty te God and man are 
made unnecessary. It is upon this prin- 
ciple of love that we should put the Ten 
Commandments into effect in our daily 
lives. 

1. Love to God. ‘‘Thou shalt love the 
Lord, thy God, with all thy heart, and 
with all thy soul, and with all thy 
mind, and with all thy strength. This 
is the firstcommandment.’’ This com- 
mandment is found in Dent. vi, 5. 
It is the sum of the first four of 
the Ten Commandments which relate 
to our duty to God. To love God in 
the way here described means to love 
Him supremely, with the entire be- 
ing. God is deserving of such love. 
He Himself is love, and He loved us 
before we could love Him. We should 
love Him above every person and every- 
| thing for these agd other reasons, and 

if we love God in this way our love will 
| express itself in our lives. We will be 

grateful to Him. We will admire Him 

and desire to be like Him. We will de- 

sire to have His name known and hon- 
| ored the world over. But specially will 
it be manifested in keaping the com- 
mandments referring to Him With 
such love in our hearts we cannot have 
any other God before us. We can wor- 
ship nothing but Him. We would not 
think of taking His name in vain, and 
the keeping of His day would be our 
joy and delight. 

2. Love to our neighbor. The second 
commandment is like unto the first in 
that love is the basis of it. ‘‘Thou shalt 
love thy neighbor as thyself.’’ It is sec- 
ond to the first, and to keep it we must 
obey the first, for we cannot truly love 
man unless we first love God. This ¢om- 
mandment is found in Lev. xix, 18, and 
is the sum of the last six of the Ten 
| Commandments. We are to love our fel- 
low men as we love ourselves. A prac- 
tical exemplification of this love is ex- 
pressed in the Golden Rule. If we love 
our neighbors as ourselves, we must 
keep the commandments on the second 
table of stone. Love should thus be the 
ruling principle of our lives. It will 
make us true to God, true to our fellow 
men and true to ourselves. Haye we such 
love to God and to man?

WHITE FLYER'S FEAT, 


Johnson Makes a Mile, Standing Start, 
In ’ ess Than Two Minutes, 


The Pace Was Too Hot For 
Sanger and Tyler. 


€ontest at Waltham For Preference For 
Women Cyclers’ Costume. 


WALTHAM, July 5.—Three and two 
fifths seconds were chopped off the world’s 
mile competitive cycle record at the Wal- 
tham bicycle track yesterday afternoon. 
The doughty little fellow who traveled 
the fastest mile ever witnessed in compe- 
tition was John S. Johnson, who, since 
his advent in the professional ranks, has 
gained the name of the ‘White Flyer.” 
Johnson faivly rode Tyler off his feet, and 
even the great Sanger did not finish the 
heat, but that is accounted for by his 
getting out of the rut and being unable 
to close the space left by the withdrawal 
of Tyler. ‘The race was for $1000. 

In the professional race Johnson broke 
the world’s competition record for a mile, 
standing start, making the mile in 1m. 
68 2-5s. This race was run in two heats. 
Johnson won the first in 2m. 5 2-5s., finish- 
ing three lengths ahead of Sanger, who, in 
turn, crossed the tape about six lengths 
ahead of Tyler. 

In the second and final heat Tyler fluked 
at the half and threw out Sanger. Neither 
finished, but Johnson kept on, crossing 
the tape in lm. 58 2-5s. 

There was also a contest between several 
women fora prize to be given to the one 
haying the most approved 

Bicycle Costume For Females, 
the latter event being the first of its kind 
ever held. 

The contest for the bicycle costumes was 
intensely interesting, in that the verdict of 
the judges has been expected to, in a way, 
decide the question of preference between 
bloomers and knickerbockers and skirts, 
long or short. In the awarding of the 
prizes, bloomers, the close knickerbock- 
ers and short skirts won. The long skirts 
found no approbation. 

The winners in order were Kitty Knox, 
M. G. Costello of Boston and L. Hamil- 
ton. Miss Knox wore bloomers, sack coat 
and ordinary bicycle cap and garters; Miss 
Costello, a short skirt, leggins, short coat 
and a straw tourist hat, and Miss Kim- 
ball knickerbockers, Eaton jacket, no 
garters, Tam o’Shanter hat and a sash. 
Some of the women in the grand stand 
showed their disapproval of the bloomer 
and knickerbocker costumes by roundly 
hissing their wearers.

Carpenters Are Fixing Up Interior of 
Christian Endeavor Tents, 


Delegates Wil All Be Amply

A Brief Outline of What Will Be Done at the 
Hub Next Week. 


Boston, July 6.—Work on the two mam- 
moth tents for the use of the Christian 
Endeavor convention on Boston Common 
began at daylight yesterday, and at noon 
today the work was completed and the 
carpenters started to work.

Friday evening Mechanics’ hall will be 
given upto psalm singing, A chorus of 
600 voices will be stationed in the audi- 
torium, while 5000 of the regular Christian 
Endeavor choir will be in attendance and 
will assist. 

A rehearsal of this psalm singing choir 
will take place at5o’clock the same day, 
and 10,000 copies of the psalm selections 
will be distributed to the delegates to be 
Kept as souvenirs. 

Thursday afternoon the grand rally oi 
the Reform church will take place in the 
First Presbyterian church. 

On the Road,

deavor headquarters state that the delega-

At least 10 junior societies of New York 
city will be represented and participate in 
the junior rally. 

The chorus rehearsal will be repeated in 
Mechanics’ hall tonight, 3000 voices par- 
ticipating. 

Presbyterians Look After Floaters,

Besides all these, there 
will be special Christian Endeavor services 
on Sunday.

The East Boston Presbyterian church 
will likewise have part in the convention. 
The church will be open each morning fot

ices on Sunday.

Boston, July 6.—Irish Nationalists of 
this city held a conference here with 200 
men, representing all sections of the state, 
for the purpose of taking action on the 
present crisisin Ireland. The conference 
motto adopted was ‘!No money to help 
the factions fight each other.” The fol 
lowing address to Irishmen of Massachu 
setts Was drawn up: 

“To the Irishmen of Massachusetts: In 
the present deplorable condition of the 
home rule movement in Ireland it be 
hooves the Irishmen of the United States 
to make no false step. Their action may 
either add to the present strife and tur 
moilorrestore union and vitality in the 
old land. 

“The Irish members of parliament are 
split into two contending parties. In the 
war of faction and personal strife of lead: 
ers the interests of Ireland are forgotten 
and the old flag is trailed in the dust. 

“Rival appeals have been sent to the 

ish people in America for funds to aid 
the factions to fight each other at the 
polls. Every dollar contributed for such 
purpose might as well be flung into a 
sewer or sent to the English secret service 
fund. Noman of common sense can im- 
agine that he is serving Ireland by helping 
to keep Irishmen divided. 

Home Rule Ignored, 


“The home rule cause has gone back 
steadily the past three years through 
blind trust in English promises. The

I beg leave to correct a few blunders on 
the part of your East Milton reporter in 
last week’s issue.

necessary lateral sewers, exclusive of ledge, 
is estimated at $6,000 per mile. According 
to the engineers’ estimate there is . at 
present urgent need for about 23 or 24 
miles of lateral or tributary sewers. It 
will be noted that this is not estimated as 
the amount in the completed system and 
the writer, having made inquiries, believes 
that the system when completed, or say in 
ten years from the date of beginning, will 
comprise about 75 miles, If we assume 
the total length of the sewers in the system 
to be 75 miles, the cost of the laterals will 
be $450,000, which, added to the cost of 
minor intercepting sewers, pumping sta- 
tion, outfall, etc., $319,000, with an allow- 
ance for ledge in some sections of the 
city, $31,000, will make in round numbers, 
$800,000, as the total cost of the system. 

The largest sum which the city can pay 
under the provisions of the act, on this 
basis, then is $400,000. Now as it is plain 
that it will take a number of years, say 
ten, to put in the complete system, and as 
from the start the city will be paying its 
part of the cost of the system either by the 
establishment of sinking fund or other- 
wise, it is apparent that the net indebted- 
ness of the city on account of the sewers, 
can never exceed $400,000, authorized by 
law. What then will be the cost to the 
individual ? 

Ano estimate of the probable assessment 
on the average house lot on the basis above 
named, i. e. a system of 75 miles, at a cost 
of $800,000, finds that for a lot of 50 feet 
frontage, the charge will be from $33 to 
$38. This divided into ten equal parts as 
it may be under the provisions of the act 
means an annual assessment of from $3.30 
to $3.80 for a period of 10 years when the 
total payment will have been made. If 
the city should pay one-third instead of 
one-half the cost of the system, the annual 
assessment will be from $4 40 to $5.00 for 
10 years, the most it can possibly be under 
the estimates given and the provision of 
the act. The reader may decide for him- 
self which is the more desirable, this 
method of payment or a perpetual annual 
rental of from $4 to $8 as has been pro- 
posed.

ONE MILLION WORKERS 


Have Received Advances In Wages 
Averaging Ten Per Cent, 


A General Decrease In All 
Classes of Failures. 


Heavy Shipments of Boots and Shoes and 
Growing Demand For Woolens. 


New York, July 6. — Bradstreet’s to- 
day says: Notwithstanding the week is 
broken by a holiday, favorable trade con 
ditions heretofore reported continue to ex- 
ercise a pronounced influence, promi 
nently general advances in prices vo! 
staples and in wages of industrial em 
ployes. 

The latest advices are that in all more 
than 1,000,000 dustrial workers have re- 
ceived an advance averaging about 10 per 
cent. 

BR. G. Dun & Co. 

In their weekly review of trade, say: 
The midsummer reports from all com- 
mercial centers indicate distinctly bette: 
crop prospects and a marked increase in 
retail distribution of products. In every 
part of the country the outlook for fall 
trade is considered bright. 

The advance in iron continues. Com- 
parison of prices for various iron products 
shows an advance in all kinds, ayeraging 
22 per cent. 

The shipments of boots and shoes con: 
tinue the largest ever known for the 
season in a number of cases, but retail 
sales have been somewhat checked by the 
advance in prices, which has averaged 
29.44 per cent since Jan. 1. But leather 
has advanced 51.1 per cent and hides 79.9 
per cent during the same time. 

Wool and Cotton, 

Woo. is stronger, both here and abroad, 
the London sales opening July 2 at highet 
prices, and the average for 104 qualities 
of domestic wool quoted by Coates Bros. 
has risen nearly 4 cent since June 15. 
Sales have been enormous, though largely 
speculative, but exceeding those of May 
and June in any previous year, being} 
26,897,618 domestic and 27,487,100 foreign, 
against 24,282,400 domestic and 19,675,150 | 
foreign in 1892. There isa growing re-| 
order demand for heavy weight woolens, | 
and many new kinds of light weights have | 
been opened with notable irregularity in 
prices, some lowerand other higher than 
last year. But the manufacture is better 
sustained thus far than any expected, 
and the feeling is very hopeful, especially 
as labor troubles have substantially 
ended. Prices of cotton goods also con- 
tinue to advance, and the mills are gen-| 
erally well employed. 

A Gratifying Sign. 

There were 6657 commercial failures in 
the first half of 1895, against 7039 in the 
first half of 1894. They involved liabilities 
of $88,889,944, against $101,739,306. Manu- 
facturing failures for the half year wero | 
1254, against 1501 last year, and liabilities | 
$10,801,049, against $41,376,102 in the 
first of 1894. Trading failures for the half 
year were 5335, against 5402 last year, 
and liabilities $45,669,830, against $52,345,- 
978. Banking failures, not included in 
above statements, were 63, with liabilities | 
of $16,653,276, against 63 last year, with 
liabilities of $13,184,461. 

The details show a decrease in every | 
class of failures in the second, compared 
with the Grst quarter of 1895, both in 
numbey @nd magnitude, and defaulting! 
Habilities averaging $31 against $40 in| 
every firm in business, and $3.04 against 
$4.03 for every $1000 solvent payment.

DEFENDER’S FINE WORK 


Practice Spins Indicate That She Is 
Surely a Flyer, 


Easily Defeated Training 
Yacht Colonia. 


Performances Which Brought Joy to the Hearts 
of the Syndicate. 


BrisToL, R.1., July 8.—The second trial 
trip of the Defender was made yesterday, 
and it proved satisfactory in every respect, 
and Captain Herreshoff and the members 
of the syndicate who were on board, after 
the return declared themselves delighted 
both with the speed and with the behavior 
of the yacht. 

The training yacht Colonia was the De- 
fender’s running mate, and in the cruis- 
ing done yesterday the syndicate boat 
fairly sailed around the Colonia. The 
Defender also encountered several other 
crack sailers, who, anxious for a brush, 
set sail after her, but they were quickly 
left behind. 

The Colonia sailed out of the harbor at 
11 o'clock, accompanied by the Defender 
intow of her tender, the Hattie Palmer. 
Outside the Defender and Colonia both 
spread main and topsails, forestaysail and 
jib. Captain Herreshoff handled the 
wheel of the Defender, and on board were 
the members of the syndicate and Captain 
Haff. 

The Defender took the wind and started 
away on the starboard tack back of Hog 
island. The Colonia caught the breeze 
half a minute later and they were off. 
The Defender continued on this tack as 
far as Gould island, six miles away, and, 
although the wind was light and unsteady, 
blowing from the southwest, the Colonia 
steadily dropped behind, and after a few 
minutes she was out of hailing distance. 
The yachts came about off Gould island. 

Near this point a large fleet of yachts, 
which had put out from Newport in an- 
ticipation of the trial, was encountered. 
From Gould island the course was laid 
for Sand Point, along which the Defender 
not only showed the Colonia her heels, but 
in several minor brushes she 

Was Soon Far Ahead, 

From Sand Point to the lightship, and 
thence to Prudence island, the Defender 
carried her canvas well, and could have 
stood a much stronger breeze without 
shortening sail. The only trouble of con- 
sequence was caused by the misfit of the 
topsail, which was too large and bagged 
considerably. Some little time was spent 
in cutting thisdown. The hundreds who 
watched the Defender expressed great sur- 
prise to see how her sails held the wind 
when the breeze died away. She was 
equally surprising in laying up to the 
wind. 

Another pleasing point which the syndi- 
cate learned was the remarkable speed 
with which she can be brought out. By 
actural time this feat was performed in 
just 15 seconds, or 10 seconds quicker than 
the best time the Vigilant ever made in 
coming about. From yesterday’s trials it 
was figured that the Defender outsailed 
the Colonia by about 10 minutes in 10 
miles. 

The boats started out a second time 
yesterday afternoon, and although the 
wind died away to almost a dead calm, 
the Defender held the breeze and easily 
passed everything in the harbor. After 
the second cruise both yachts returned to 
Bristol and dropped anchor, 

Saturday's Spin. 

The Defender was given her first trial 
under sail Saturday afternoon, and ac- 
quitted herself to the entire satisfaction of 
every one concerned, Briefly stated, she 
showed apparent ability to carry sail, a 
speed under lower sails which was de- 
cidedly surprising under the circum- 
stances, and an easy movement through 
the water, which is proof of fine lines and 
an easily-driven body. She promises very 
well, and only words of commendation 
for her can be heard. 


“Started by Children. 
CoRNWALL, Ont., July 8.—A number of 
children were playing in a shed yesterday 
afternoon in the suburban village of 
Lorneville, building arches of the fir 
decorations used on St. Jean Baptiste 
day.

No Christian Endeavor Delegations

gebra. They may be briefly summed up 
as followse 

First—The scouts must obey orders. 
Where each is sent, each must go, and no 
one should return without his delegation, 
even if, as Mr. Dimmock put it, he waits 
three days. 

Second—The scout must get all possible 
information from the local agent. He 
must learn when his train will arrive and 
must prepare to meet it when it comes. 

Third—W hen the train arrives, the scout 
should cordially introduce himself to the 
leader of the delegation, ascertain the 
number of delegates he has in charge and 
telegraph this information to the booth 
manager at the Boston station. 

Fourth—He must hold the delegates to- 
gether, and on their arrival at Boston 
start them to singing Endeayor hymns as 
they go through the streets to the places 
of registration, where his duties will 
terminate. 

Those who will lodge at hotels will go 
directly there, Out the others will be taken 
first to the places of re t 
terward provided for.

SEWER ELECTION. 


Apathy and Rain Causes of a Light 
Vote. 


DOUBT AS TO ACCEPTANCE. 


Euthusiasm at Wollaston May Carry 
It Through. 


The vote today on the acceptance of the 
sewer act will be very small. No one ex- 
pected a large vote but the rain will make 
it much smaller than expectations. It is 
thought that the advocates of sewers will 
carry the day, because the doubtful voters, 
who would probably vote ‘‘no,”’ will not 
visit the polls. Four years ago the total 
vote was 696, and the total today will be 
considerably less than a thousand, although 
more of an effort has been made to get out 
a large vote. 

In Ward One. 

The vote of the Centre ward will slightly 
exceed the vote of 1891, as the total of that 
year, viz 113, was reached at 1.30. Not 
over 125 will probable be thrown, and 
there may be a slight majority in favor of 


the act, 
In Ward Two. 


The interest in Quincy Point over the 
election, if it can be called interest, is very 
slight, so slight that but 23 had voted at 
noon and the prospects are not at all 
encouraging fora large vote. It has been 
generally conceeded that this ward would 
favor the sewer question but the lightness 
of the vote makes it appear as though 
a majority for No would be the outcome 
of the the day’s voting. 

In Ward Three. 

For the first time, the voters of Ward 
Three are voting by precincts. Precinct 
one is in Cahill’s hall and the officers on 
duty have had little to do, But 25 votes 
had been cast at 8.30. 

Precinct Two is in the old central fire 
station, The condition is the same, as but 
26 votes had been cast at 8.30. The voters 
of this Ward have not got accustomed to 
voting by precincts as yet, and some who 
were in Precinct One attempted to vote in 
Precinct Two and vice versa. 

The general impression seems to be that 
while a light vote will be cast, the ward 
will give a majority for yes. 

In Ward Four. 

In Ward Four things are still more quiet 
and as one man expressed it this election 
will cost the city about 50 cents a vote. 

In Precinct One there was no one about 
with the exception of the election officers 
in the early morning and the box registered 
at 8.45 but 15 votes. 

In Precinct Two 20 had yoted at the 
same hour and this polling place was 
almost as deserted as at Precinct One, 

The impression seems to be that this 
ward will throw a light vote and that will 
be a no majority. 

In Ward Five. 

Wollaston votes in the early morning, 
and it voted this morning in goodly 
numbers before the rain. Flyers were dis- 
tributed throughout the ward last evening 
urging a unanimous yote for the sewer 
act, and a rousing majority is counted 
upon, At 1.30 the box recorded a total 
vote of 189. 

The total vote in 1891 was but 141, so 
there will be a gain of 50 to 60 in the vote. 
The majority of 42 may be increased to 
142, 

In Ward Six. 

Ward Six will doubtless give a majority 
for yes. The voting was light, only 51 
votes having been polled at 10.30. The 
trouble in this ward seems to be tuat many 
are not aware that an election is being 
held, and some of those who do know of 
it are somewhat in doubt as to the object 
of the voting. However, as noted above, 
it is estimated that a majority of those who 
do vote, will vote yes,

KILLED HIS WIFE. 


Little Daughter of James Shea Saw Him Com- 
mit an Awful Deed. 


Newport, July 9,—James Shea of this 
place was arrested last night on suspicion 
of haying murdered his wife, who was in 
a delicate condition, by kicking her in the 
abdomen. Shea denies the charge, claim- 
ing that Mrs. Shea fell from a chair, and 
died before help could reach her. The 
chief witness against Shea is his 6-year- 
old daughter, who positively asserts that 
her father and mother quarreled and that 
her father struck her mother and then 
kicked her in the stomach. The neighbors 
claim that trouble has frequently ocourred 
in the Shea family, and they were much 
excited when they learned of last night’s 
affair, and all sorts of threats against 
Shea wore heard, but no violence was at- 
tempted. Four young children are left 
motherless by Mrs. Shea’s death. 

Shea, ordinarily a quiet man, did not go 
to work yesterday, as he desired to make 
hay about his home, which is on the out- 
skirts of the city, 

Between 2 and 8 o’clock he desired to 
repair a fence, and a discussion over some 
nails resulted, following which, it is said, 
he assaulted his wife, who was pregnant. 

Shea is a native of Ireland and came 
here about 15 years ago as coachman for 
C. N. Beach of Hartford. 


Humanitarians Interceded. 

New York, July 9.—The war depart- 
ment has granted a stay of eight days to 
the Sandy Hook squatter fishermen. 
This action is owing to the intervention of 
the American Humane society, and the 
fishermen will now have a chance to look 
out for new homes before being evicted. 
There are 200 of them, and for many years 
they have squatted upon Sandy Hook gov- 
ernment military reservation undisturbed. 
The magnitude of the military works pro- 
posed by the government necessitated the 
speedy removal of the squatters, and hence 
the order for the evictions. 


May Give Separate Schools. 

OTTAWA, July 9.—The government last 
night announced its policy on the Mani- 
toba school case. The Manitoba Catholics, 
having appealed to the Dominion authori- 
ties to pass a law restoring separate schools 
as they existed prior to disestablishment, 
the Dominion government announces that 
they will make an attempt to arrive at an 
understanding with the Manitoba govern- 
ment whereby Roman Catholics shall be 
given their own schools, under state in- 
spection and with teachers who have 
passed the provincial normal school ex’ 


f aminations. 


Drought Threatens Ruin. 

ToRONTO, July 9.—Alarming reports of 
drought came from all parts of Ontario. 
Creeks, wells and water holes have dried 
up, and in many cases the farmers have to 
go miles for water. Thereis no feed for 
the stock, and farmers are cutting down 
trees for their beasts to browse on. Ruin 
stares thousands in the face. Merchants 
refuse to buy goods from commercial 
travellers until the rain comes. To add 
to the farmers’ misery, grasshoppers have 
appeared, and threaten what remains of 
those crops which drought has spared. 


Plunged Over a Bridge. 

East LIVERPOOL, O., July 9.—-An elec- 
tric street car, running between this city 
and Wellsville, got beyond the control of 
the motorman yesterday afternoon, and 
plunged over a bridge into a run, falling 
130 feet. The car was smashed, and it 
was miraculous th®t any of the passen- 
gers escaped alive. As it was, only James 
Hamilton, the motorman, was killed, 
after doing all he could to stop the car. 
Thirteen passengers were crushed and 
jammed into the wreck and badly injured. 


A Chicago Street Episode. 
CHICAGO, July 9.—A man, supposed to 
be C. E. Cole, assaulted and attempted 
to rob P. G. McGloin in his saloon in the 
heart of the business district of Chicago 
last evening. After seriously wounding 
McGloin, the thief made a most remark- 
able race for liberty. After firing into the 
mob that pnrsued him and seriously 
wounding three citizens, he was run down 

aud killed by Officer Rosenthal. 


Dissolution of Parliament 

LONDON, July 9.—A meeting of the privy 
council, attended by Lord Salisbury, 
Baron Halsbury and A. A. Douglas, was 
held at Windsor yesterday, when the queen 
signed the proclamation dissolving parlia- 
ment. The royal proclamation fixes the 
date of the assembling of the next parlia- 
ment at Aug. 12.

Apportionment of the Cost by the 
Commissioners. 


SMALL PER CENT. FOR QUINCY. 


Allowances Made for Loss of Taxa- 


ble Property to City. 


The cost commissioners, Messrs. Richard- 
son, Clifford and Harriman, have made 
their report apportioning the cost of the 
metropolitan parks and boulevards among 
the 37 cities and towns in the district, and 
Quincy bas no reason to complain as to the 
result, 

The report gives the percentages only, 
and it is difficult to arrive at the exact 
assessment. But that of Quincy will 
probably be between $2,000 and $3,000 per 
year. The cost of the reservation was 
$2,300,000, and Quincy’s per cent. is nearly 
$31,000, to be divided over forty years, To 
this is to be added a large item for interest, 
and more for maintenance. Quincy’s 
portion of the cost of the boulevards is a 
little over $5,000, which is also divided 
overaterm of years; and to which is also 
to be added interest and maintenance. 

The LEDGER prints three paragraphs 
from the report to show in part the princi- 
ples adopted in the determination of the 
apportionment. City Solicitor Blackmur 
in his arguments laid great stress on the 
fact that Quincy had lost a large acreage 
of taxable property, and the commissioners 
undoubtedly took this into consideration. 

“ We have in making our apportionment 
taken into consideration the valuation of 
the respective cities and towns which are 
to bear the burden imposed by the Legis- 
lature, because all taxation of a general 
public nature, whether levied for the bene- 
fit of the commonwealth, or counties, or 
cities or towns, is assessed upon property, 
with a single exception of the relatively 
insignificant tax on polls. As the acqui- 
sition and maintenance of these public 
reservations and the parkways connecting 
the same were declared to for exer- 
cise and recreation of the people, we have 
taken into consideration the population of 
each of said cities and town. 

“Since the several reservations differ 
in size and are located in various parts of 
the district, it is manifest that some of the 
cities and towns will receive greater benefits 
therefrom than others, It is also apparent 
that to some there is greater need of the 
reservations than to others. We therefore 
determined it to be just and equitable that 
such special benefits should be taken into 
account in making the apportionment, 

“In the application of this rule, due 
allowance has been made for the losses 
which certain cities and towns in the district 
have sustained by reason of the taking for 
public purposes of taxable property within 
their respective limits. We have also taken 
into account the fact that several of the 
municipalities had, by parks, commons or 
other open spaces, provided p'ares for the 
exercise and recreation of their inhabi- 
tants.”’ 

It appears from the report that Quincey 
will be called upon to pay between one and 
two per cent, of the cost and expense of 
the reservations, the exact figures being 
1,358,944 per cent. Twelve of the 37 cities 
and towns must pay more and 24 less, 
Boston will pay 50 per cent., and 7 other 
cities collectively over 25 per cent., while 
20 of the towns will each contribute less 
than one per cent. These Jatter include 
Braintree, Weymouth and Dedbam. 

For the boulevard and expenses of the 
same Quincy will pay a smaller per ceut., 
1,060,804. Fourteen cities must pay a 
larger percent. Milton and Eyde Park, 
which contribute more to the payment for 
reservations will pay less for boulevards, 
while Medford Woburn, Winchester and 
Arlington, which contributes less for reser- 
vation, are assessed more for boulevards, 

In the summary below the percentage 
for both reservations and boulevards are 
given, the cities being arranged according 
to the per cent, for reservations:

fhe good sense of the teachers of by- 
gone days, when they obliged their pupils 
to learn thoroughly what they attempted, 
has already been made evident. One of 
this evening’s debators has told us that the 
present system of education will never 
make children ** parrot-like;’’—the great 
fault of the old system, We agree most 
emphatically. Parrots usually learn 
thoroughly, what they attempt, and always 
retain it. We should be slow to vouch for 
the same condition of affairs among the 
children of the present day. One is almes! 
tempted to ask if the natural retentiveness 
be not greatly lessened, than 
strengthened. 

A speaker on the affirmative has further 
Stated that corporal punishment was a 
necessary adjunct of the old system. Most 
cordial felicitations have been offered you 
who are now freed from such tyranny. It 
is a question, which siigugely enough, peo 
ple are wont to discuss time and again. 
And yet iLis a question which was answered 
som? thousands of years ago in the admo 
nition of Soloman, “Spare the rod, and 
spoil the child.’? Record tells us that the 
srincipal characteristic of Soloman was his 
infallible wisdom, in fact that he was the 
man who ever existed. It may not 
be amiss therefore carefully to consider 
this teaching, and the character of the 
philosopher, before congratulating oneself 
upon having reached any equilibrium of 
certainty upon the point. 

From such considerations as these, come 
our apprehensions as to the education of 
the present day. We must admit, though 
it be reiuctantly, the inferiority of our

OLD GRIST MILL. 


Located on School Street for a Pe- 


riod of 187 Years. 


Just at the foot of ‘Fert street in 
Quincy, where the Town brook courses 
under School street, was located the site 
of the ancient water mill, with the large 
tract of flowage land, granted in the year 
1639-40, by the town of Boston to Richard 
Wright for the encouragement of a water 
mill at ‘‘ Braintry.’’ This mill and at least 
one other built upon the same site ex- 
isted for a period of one-hundred and 
eighty-three years and ground the grists of 
Indian ‘‘corne” of the inhabitants for 
many generations. 

Its upper and nether millstones sup- 
planted the use of the mortar and the 
pestle of the Indians, by whom it is said, 
the first Plymouth settlers were taught the 
manner of cultivating the cereal. The 
title (or right) to this mill privilege (the 
flowage of which covered the meadow 
lands on either side of Water street, at its 
westerly end, and extended southerly, 
beyond the now Quincy line,) has vested 
from Richard Wright through successive 
owners, as follows:

And again, 
the Doctor's father dying in 1761 provided 
in his will that his ‘“‘negro man, 
‘Alta’? if be should 
well, should receive his freedom 
years after the decease of the testator! 

Dr. Savil dwelt a John 
Adams, and it was he who aroused the 
wrath of John Adams, by nominating him 
in town meeting, in 1761, for surveyor of 
highways. But it thereafter appeared that 
the doctor, with kind intent, did so to save 
Mr. Adams, then a young lawyer, from 
being liable to serve in the then abominated 
office of Constable. This being, that the 
** Constable” was required to collect the 
taxes, and he was (under 
bonds) for the whole of the ‘grand levy,” 
whetber he collected all or not.

A MARITIME FREAK. 


NARROW ESCAPES FROM WATER- 
SPOUTS IN MEXICO. 


A Traveler Relates Two Experiences He 
Had With These Twisting Terrors—A 
Congregation of Them, Bach of Which 
Was Nearly 1,000 Feet Ia Height. 


The narrowest escape Lever had was 
from a congregation of waterspouts. I 
Was making a trip to some of the small 
islands in the gulf of Mexico, about 50 
miles from Cuba, a spot famons for its 
waterspouts, and in the summer months 
there were few days that one or more 
were not seen. Generally » long, atten- 
uated black cloud would appear, from 
which would drop a pendulous cloud. 
Lower it would descend, resembling the 
lower portion of a balloon, and when 
about half way to the water a corre- 
sponding figure would be seen rising to 
meetit. Finally the two would join, 
and the column, from 400 to 1,000 feet 
high, more or less, would move away 
before the wind, bending before it like 
a gigantic bow—a thing of terror, a 
frightful object of the sea. 

Ihad been visiting an island about 
ten miles from our camp and was ina 
heayy sailboat—too heavy to manipu- 
late by oars readily. When half way 
home, on the edge of the channel, the 
wind died completely away, and I no 
ticed all about us a number of strange 
black clouds. 

Watching them closely aid comment- 
ing upon them to my man, I suddenly 


saw the ominous dropping of a pointed, 


index finger nota sixteenth of a mile 
away. As I mentioned it my companion 
pointed behind me to another, and in 
less than five minutes five of these dread 
objects dropped from the clouds about 
us. 
There was not a breath of air, and 
there was an ominous silence. Even the 
ever present gulls seemed to have de- 
serted the place. We got out the oars 
and endeavored to pull, but the boat 
was too heavy, and we were compelled 
to await developments. 

The cloud tips slowly dropped, and 
all about us mysterious columns rose up 
to meet them, until in afew minutes 
we were surrounded by these huge pil- 
lars, so that in one direction the heay- 
ens appeared to be supported upon 
these watery columns. A more remark- 
able sight cannot be imagined, and 
when they began to move we gave our- 
selves up for lost, as two appeared to be 
bearing down upon us. 

As good luck would have it, they 
seemed to bring a breeze, and we were 
able to get under way, and, fortunately, 
escaped. The two giants came careering 
down upon us—a spectacle to demoral- 
ize the stout hearted. One passed not 200 
feet away, rushing on with a noise 
like that of a steam engine. I could dis- 
tinctly see the terrific twisting and 
whirling motion of the water, and for a 
large area about it there was what ap- 
peared to be a heavy rain. 

The spouts began to move as soon as 
they were complete, and very soon as- 
sumed the bend or bow shape that char- 
acterizes them, and went sailing away. 
These giants were s0 tall that I could 
not venture to estimate their height. 
My companion said a mile high, and 
they certainly looked it; but they were 
under 1,000 fect. 

_ My nearest approach to a waterspout 
occurred later, awd dissipated some of 
the theories Ihad concerning them. One 
was that a spout was broken when 
touched or interfered with in any way, 
set I saw this water giant cross an is- 
land. 

I was lying in the sands near our 
camp one day when a lofty spout came 
into view from the south. It was head- 
ing directly for us, but we felt perfectly 
safe, as there was a large reef and long 
canal key between us. On came the col- 
umn, passing the reef in safety, a grand 
spectacle, and every ono in the island 
Was seen watching it as it moved rap- 
idly up the lagoon, its upper portions 
apparently lost in the clouds. If it had 
continued it would have passed between 
the two islands, and so reached the open 
sea, but for some reason its course was 
changed, and ina few momeraég it struck 
the island at an angle. We fully expect- 
ed to see the whole mass drop, but it 
kept plowing up the sand, and soon 
struck a good sized schooner that had 
been hauled on the beach, whirling it 
about end for end like a feather. Then, 
to our consternation, the spout headed 
for our island, and with a great bow or 
curve rushed on. 

The distance from island to island 
was a good rifleshot, and there was not 
much time to debate, as the spout was 
now half way across. Seeing that it was 
veering off and would probably not 
reach us, I tan out on to a sea wall and 
watched it. It gradually drifted to the 
south, and in a few moments struck our 
shoal with a roar like that of a locomo- 
tive. 

As I looked up the top seemed a great 
sanopy of water lost in the black clouds, 
down from which poured great drops 
which soon drenched me through. The 
center of the great curve I could not see 
at all for some singular reason, while 
the lower end or portion, now but 100 
yards away, was rushing by me, a mag- 
bificent column of fyater, boiling and 
hissing like some living thing. I liter- 
ally raced with it for the length of the 
wall, 600 or 800 feet, and had all I 
could do to keep pace with it. 

The water of the shoal was but a few 
feet deep, and I found later that it cuta 
deep trench in it as it went along, the 
coral sand and mud looking as though 
a dredger had been at work. How long 
a spont can travel over the land Ido 
not know, but not long. The bay over 
which this one passed was not over 800 
feet at that place. The spout passed us, 
beating us in the race, and soon disap- 
peared among the dark clouds on the 
horizon. As common as were these phe- 
nomena in this region, I never heard of 
a casualty, though from the above it 
will be seen that narrow escapes were 
not rare. —Cor San Francisco Call

There is less of the booming of cannon | 
and the blare of brass bands, and such 
exuberance of feeling as finds expression 
in noise is mainly confined to boys of a 
smaller or a larger growth who take! 
pleasure in the explosion of firecrackers. | 
The general disposition is to make a} 
joyous holiday and to indulge in excur- | 
sions and picnics and the various forme} 
of midsummer ‘‘outing.’’ } 

This may be in part due to the sober- 
ing effect of national experience and of 
national maturity, which tends at once 
to make the people more confident of the | 
strength of their institutions and more 
moderate in the expression of their} 
pride. There is at the same time a more | 
general understanding and appreciation } 
of the achievements of other nations, a 
recognition of the advance that has 
been everywhere made by the principles 
of free government, and*greater modesty 
in comparing ourselves with others. We 
have to admit that mistakes may be 
made under republican government, and 
that when the people are their own 
rulers they are liable to¢rrors that bring 
serious penalties. 

But as we pause at each new mile 
stone in the career of the nation to take 
account of our progress and our pros- 
pects we have no occasion to humble 
ourselves among the nations of the earth 
or to moderate our gratitude for the 
brave work of the founders of our insti- 
tutions. Could they have foreseen the 
results thus far of the great departure 
upon which they entered with so much 
solemnity, they wonld doubtless have 
felt less hesitation in taking the mo- 
mentous step rather than more. They 
builded better than they knew and had 
little conception of the expansion and 
development which was possible upon 
the broad lines laid down by them. 
Their greatest distrust was of the ca 
pacity of the people for self government, 
but the faith upon which they acted has 
been fully justified, notwithstanding the 
unforeseen and unexpected commingling 
of heretogeneous foreign elements in our 
rapidly growing population.—New York 
Times,

WEATHER AND CROPS. 


Lack of Sunshine Has Made It Bad 
For Harvesting Hay. 


Grain and Vegetables Im- 
proved by Rain. 


Berries, Apples and Small Fruits Are Making 
Good Progress. 


Sentai 5 

Bostox, July 9.—The New England 
weather service, in co-operation with the 
agricultural department, issues the fol- 
lowing bulletin for the week ending 
July 8: 

The week proved a cloudy, showery one, 
except in the northern section, which, on 
the whole, was beneficial to all growing 
crops. Haying was, however, retarded. 
In sections where the one or two favorable 
days for haymaking were improved, it ap- 
pears that it had been discolored and dam- 
aged to some extent before it could be 
housed. Showers fell on an average of 
four days out of the seven. Grain is re- 
ported as improved considerably. Vege- 
tables have grown well during the week, 
but potato bugs are reported in several 
localities. Warm, dry weather is needed 
to complete haying, and for corn. Fruits 
are doing well, which might also be said 
of garden vegetables and berries. Pastur- 
age is in excellent condition throughout 
the section. 

Not Enough Rain. 

Warm, cloudy weather prevailed in 
Maine during the week, with some light 
showers in the southern section on the 5th, 
6thand 7th. Rains would be beneficial to 
all vegetation in the centraland northern 
portions of the state. Haying has begun 
in some sections, but will not be general 
until the early part of this week. All 
growing crops progressed well during the 
week. Corn and grain are looking well, 
andin some sections correspondenta say 
never looked better at this season of the 
year. Pasturage is in excellent condition. 
New potatoes are comingin. Potato bugs 
are reported by some correspondents as do- 
ingsome damage to the vines. Straw- 
berries are plentiful in Penobscot county, 
and other berries are promising. 

Generally Favorable. 

Cloudy weather with frequent showers 
retarded cutting of hay in the southern 
and central portions of New Hampshire, 
but is needed in the northern portion. 
Correspondents report only qne or two 
good haymaking days in the week. Some 
hay was cut, but is reported damaged. 
The weather was beneficial to all growing 
crops. Pasturage has improved decidedly. 
Grass on high ground is light, but on low 
ground is looking decidedly better. It is, 
however, a lightcrop. Some correspond- 
ents report corp as above the average 
Berries, except strawberries, which are all 
gone, appear to be plentiful, except in the 
northern portion of the state, where blue 
berries, now ripening, will not be an aver- 
age crop. There are some reports from 
Cheshire county of blight attacking pota- 
toes, but elsewhere in the state they ap- 
pear to be doing finely. Apples are drop- 
ping badly in some sections. In Coos 
county grasshoppers are multiplying fast, 
but this appears to be the only section 
where they have been seen to any extent. 
Potato bugs are doing some damage in 
that county also. 

Crops Looking Well. 

Correspondents in Vermont report very 
little rain during the past seven days, and, 
although it is needed, state that all 
crops look well. Haying has begun in 
some sections, whilein others it is one- 
third over. The general trend of corre- 
spondents’ remarks is that it is of good 
quantity and quality. Potatoes are re- 
ported as doing well and having made 
good progress during the week. Corn is 
tasseling in some sections. Fruits, es- 
pecially apples, are looking well. Mr. ¢ 
A. Sanders, Morrisville, states that 

“Early apples that we thought killed by 
the cold when in blossom show even better 
than ordinary.” Pastures are in good 
condition and feed is plentiful, but flies 
are reported in some sections as very 
troublesome to.cattle. 

Sunshine Below Average. 

The temperature was uniform, but be- 
low the normal, during the week. The 
rainfall was slightly in excess in amount, 
with from three to five days with showers. 
The sunshine was below the average, be- 
ing about 50 per cent for the week. Rains 
in the eastern portion of the state retarded 
haying, but was beneficial to growing 
crops. A correspondent in Plymouth 
county reports that the week was “the 
worst for haymaking that we have had 
for some years.”’ Such hay that is in is of 
poor quality. In the central and western 
portions of the state considerable hay is 
out, which will be injured in color, but 
correspondents are hopeful that it will 
not be otherwise injured.

In pointof police protection, the Chris- 
tian Endeavor convention and the public 
generally will be given ample attenticn 
during this week. Superintendent Eld- 
ridge has asked all the large cities of the 
country to furnish special detectives to 
watch for pickpockets in the crowds, 
These officers arrived here yesterday and 
will be maintained at the expense of the 
city of Boston. None of the regular force 
of the city will be absent during this 
week, except on sick leave, so the city 
should be well guarded against criminal 
wnvaders. 

The Society's Remarkable Growth. 

Though one of the greatest religious 
movements the world has ever seen, the 
beginning was modest in the extreme. In 
the winter of 1880-81 there was a revival in 
the Williston Church, Portland, and 
many of the young people gave their hearts 
to God. 

The pastor, Rey. Francis E. Clark, D.D., 
and the older church members, wew 
naturally anxious concerning these youn 
disciples, and felt that great wisdom an 
care were necessary to keep them true to 
the Saviour during the first critical years 
of their discipleship. To fill the gap be- 
tween conversion and church membership 
and to train these young people and set 
them at work was the problem. 

After much prayer and thought, Dr. 
Clark invited the corverts and others of 
the young people of his church to bis house 
on the evening of Feb. 2, 1881, and after 
an hour of social intercourse presented a 
constitution which he had previously 
drawn up of the “Williston Young 
People’s Society of Christian Endeavor.” 

It will be seen that the society was 
founded on necessity, aud that it had a 
very definite fleld.

But this admirable or- 
ganization never had the special fvatures 
of the Christian Endeavor society. 

So far as careful seare). reveals, the dis- 
tinctive features of the Christian En- 
deavor movement—the strict prayer meet- 
ing pledge, the consecration meeting, the 
rolicall, the variety of committee work 
and the duties of these committees—were 
characteristics of this organization alone, 
and, wherever adopted, have been copied 
from it. 

At each of the international conven- 
tions of the Christian Endeavor societies 
it has seemed certain that the high water 
mark had been reached at last, but every 
year witnesses increased interest and 
greatly augmented crowds of delegates at 
the annual conferences. 

Perhaps nothing so clearly shows the 
power and strength of the Christian En- 
deayor idea as these annual gatherings of 
the young people of all denominations 
from all over the world, 

Not only has its growth been phenom- 
enal, but its wide extension has also been 
wonderful. From country to country the 
idea has spread, until now there are Chris- 
tian Endeavor societies in every country 
on the face of the globe, civilized or not, 
except Russia, Italy, Sweden, Austria, 
Greece, Belgium, Iceland and Greenland. 

A Talk With President Clark, 

The man who is primarily responsible 
for the hosts of delegates who are now 
visiting Boston, and in whose thought 
this entire Christian Endeavor movement 
had its origin, Rev. Francis E. Clark, 
D.D., is probably the busiest man in Bos- 
ton, but he took a few moments to speak 
of the convention that has already come 
to the city. 

“You notice,’ he said, after some pre- 
liminary conversation, “‘that the delegates 
who have already arrived include several 
from other lands. In out treatment of the 
convention we must bear this thought in 
mind, for this is pre-eminently an inter- 
national convention. All the delegates, 
from whatever part of the earth they may 
come, are on an equal footing. 

“We have endeavored to have a fair rep- 
resentation of all the nationalities, as be- 
comes hosts werthy of our home and repu- 
tation. You must think that our display 
of foreign flags is somewhat liberal, but I 
assure you itis as othing compared with 
the treatment that has been accorded 
Christian Endeayorers visiting foreign 
lands. 

“It was my privilege some time ago to 
visit many of the countries of the world in 
the interest of Christian Endeavor, and in 
most of these places, especially in England 
and Australia, the Stars and Stripes were 
shown fully as prominently as the native 
colors, and in many cases more so.

Decision Endorsed by the 
Board of Stewards. 
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Blame Heaped Upon Americans by Members of 
Disappointed Crew.

HENLEY, July 10.—The weather was 
cloudy in the early hours of the morning, 
and it was greatly feared that the princi- 
pal feature of the Thames rowing season 
would be marred by rain; but the clouds 
lifted about 10 o’clock and the sun shone 
brightly, while there was a refreshing 
breeze all along the river. Last year the 
attendance atthe aquatic derby was enor- 
mous, but yesterday’s crowds eclipsed all 
previous gatherings. 

Cornell was pitted against the crew of 
the Leander Boat club, composed of ex- 
Oxford and Cambridge oarsmen, and said 
to be the strongest on the river. There 
was some confusion at the start, owing to 
the presence near the starting line of a 
number of boats, which seriously inter- 
fered with Leander. Consequently, the 
latter were somewhat slow in getting into 
position. Then, when the umpire asked if 
the two crews were ready, Cornell 
promptly answered ‘‘Yes,’’ and, the um- 
pira claims, Leander did the same. This 
the Leanders deny. 

In any case, the umpire gave the word 
“Go,” and the Cornell crew shot away. 
But only half the Leander crew started, 
and their stroke protested that they were 
not ready. In spite of this, the umpire 
allowed Cornell to pull over the course, 
and awarded the Americans the race. 
The Leanders lodged a protest against the 
umpire’s decision, and it was referred to 
the board of stewards. 

The board of committee of stewards last 
evening issued the following statement: 
“The committee, while deeply regretting 
the most unfortunate misunderstanding 
at the start of the Cornell and Leander 
heat, feel they must abide by the laws of 
boat racing and cannot reverse the deci- 
sion of the umpire and starter.”’ 

Vials of Wrath 

C. W. Kent, stroke of the Leander crew, 
said last night: ‘An English crew would 
never have gone on; had they any spirit of 
sport in them, they would row again. 
Every one on the umpire’s boat was look- 
ing at the Americans. Our boat was 
pointing into the island, and half the men 
were backing water. I had my hand 
raised in the air toward the umpire, when 
he asked: ‘Are you ready?’ We all 
cried: ‘No! No!’ 

“I do not think much of your American 
crew. Any other would not haye gone on 
alone. I never saw such an unsportsman- 
like thing before. The trouble was in get 
ting the head of our boat pointed straight 
up the course. We had not heard the um- 
pire say ‘Go’ when the mess was made 
Any other college would have come back, 
but Cornell went on and won the race by 
the beastliest sort of a fluke.” 

Another member of the crew remarked: 
“We do not want any more such crews as 
Cornell.” After hearing the decision of 
the committee of stewards, Kent cried

As a matter of fact, the Cornell crew are 
not only strictly within their rights, but, 
in view of the umpire’s orders, they could 
not well have done otherwise. It would 
have been a pretty quixotic thing had they 
disobeyed the umpire and returned to the 
post; but, meantime, Leander would prob- 
ably have gone on and won the race. It is 
the Leanders who are showing a most un- 
sportsmanlike spirit, and in every way 
trying to discredit the Americans. 

Cornells Are All Right, 

Andrew S. White of Cornell said last 
evening in regard to this thing: “It is 
the greatest outrage that was ever per- 
petrated. The attemptto put the blame 
on our boys is adastardly thing. They 
could only obey the umpire. 

“You must remember that before the re- 
gatta we were warned on all sides to be- 
ware ofthe Leanders. ‘They will do you 
in any way possible,’ it was said. ‘They 
will run you into the post, as they did the 
French crew last year.’ In our hearts we 
believe that Leander went to the post de- 
termined not to race. We had the best 
position and had beaten their best time.” 

Mr. Francis, the Cornell manager, said 
in regard to the matter: “Our boys have 
done just right. It must be remembered 
that Leander is not the only crew we have 
to meet. Ever since we have been here 
we have been unfairly treated by the Brit- 
ish press.” 

Umpire Frank Willan, after the meet- 
ing of the stewards last evening, said: ‘I 
could not do differently than send Cornell 
along. I, myself, and Mr. Goldie, my as- 
sistant, both saw that the crews were 
ready. I gave the word ‘Go’ and both 
seemed to start. Then came calls from 
the Leanders: ‘No; weare not ready.’ Had 
I ordered the Cornell crew back, they 
might say that bocause they were ahead at 
the start; the English umpire recalled 
them to favor their opponents.” 

This version of the occurrence can be 
gonfirmed by those who witnessed the 
race from the umpire’s boat.

ONLY ONE WARD OPPOSED. 


Large Yes Vote in Centre, South 
Quincy and Wollaston. 


The sewer act approved by the City 
Council of 1895, and passed by the Legisla- 
ture this year, has been accepted by the 
voters, At the election Tuesday 862 votes 
were cast, of which 655 were “* yes’’ and 
202 ‘no,’ a majority of 453. Seven of 
the eight precincts were favorable to the 
act, the Quincy Point ward alone giving 
an adverse majority on a very small vote. 

The Wollaston ward gave the largest yes 
vote and also the largest majority—190 
yesto12no. The two precincts of South 
Quincy gave 4 more votes for the sewer 
than the Centre ward, but not as large a 
majority by 13. The big West Quincy 
ward did not give as large a majority as the 
little ward of Atlantic,

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THE SEWER ACT. 


Fall Text of the Act Accepted by the 
Voters Yesterday. 

Those who have not taken an interest in 
the sewerage question, may be interested 
now that the act has been accepted, and 
the LEDGER publishes the bill in full: 


An Act to authorize the City of Quincy to 
construct a System of Sewerage. 


Be it enacted, etc., as follows: 


SECTION 1. The city of Quincy is here- 
by authorized to adopt and construct from 
ume to time a system or Systems of sewer- 
age and sewage disposal, substantially in 
accordance with general plans which may 
be adopted by the city council of said city 
and approved by the state board of health 
and is authorized to connect all or any of 
said systems of sewerage with the sewers or 
Sewerage system or systems of the city of 
Boston, the town of Hyde Park, the town of 
Milton, or of the Metropolitan district, for 
the purpose of disposing of sewage through 
the same;.and is authorized to make con- 
tracts with said city, towns or districts for 
that purpose, or to contract with the town 
of Milton to furnish a sufficient outlet for 
the sewerage systems of said town; and in 
such case said town shall have and may 
exercise within said city of Quincy all the 
powers prescribed in section three thereof, 
so far as necessary to anable it to connect 


its sewerage systems with the sewerage | 


system of Quincy. The compensation to 
be paid by said town, after the first five 
years, for furnishing such outlet, if not 
agreed on, sual] be fixed at intervals of 
five years, by three commissiners to be 
appointed by the supreme jadical court, 
to which court their award shall be re- 
turned, The exclusive authority to con- 
struct, lay, maintain, repair, aller and 
operate all sewers and drains embraced 
within such system or systems, and such 
other works as may be required to be con- 
structed, maintained and operated for a 
system of sewage disposal for said city of 
Quincy, shall be vested in a board of sew- 
erage commissioners, to be appointed as 
hereinafter provided: provided, however, 
that said commissioners from time to time, 
whenever any section of said system or 
systems is completed and put in success- 
ful operation, shall, upon request of the 
mayor, transfer the management, opera- 
tion and control of the same to the com- 
missioner of public works of said city of 
Quincy; and thereafter said commissioner 
shall bave exclusive authority to maintain, 
repair, alter and operate such section; 
and provided, further, that whenever said 
system or systems shail be substantialiy 
completed and put in successful operation 


said commissioner of public works; and 
thereupon the powers of said board of 
sewerage commissioners shall cease and 
all of its powers shall be vested in, and all 
of its duties imposed upon, said commis- 
sioner of public works. Said commission- 
ers shall make all contracts for the above 
purposes in the name and behalf of the 
city of Quincy, but no contract shall be 
made by them which involves the expen- 
diture of money not already appropriated 
for the purpose by the municipal goyern- 
ment of said Quincy. j 


SECTION 2. Said board shall consist of 
three commissioners, who shall be citizens 
of said city of Quincy and shall be ap 
pointed by the mayor as soon as prac'icable 
after this act shall have been accepted by 
the voters of said city of Quincy as here- 
inafier provided; they shall hold their 
offices respectively until the expiration of 
one, two and three years from the first 
Monday in February next proceeding their 
appointment, and until their respective 
successors have been appointed and quali- 
fied, unless they shall sooner resign or be 
removed for cause as hereinafter provided; 
and thereafter in January in each succeed- 
ing municipal year one peron shall be so 
appointed a member of said board, who 
shall hold office for three years from the 
tirst Monday in February next ensuing and 
until his successor has been appointed 
and qualified, unless his duties are sooner 
terminated as hereinafter provided. Ap- 
pointments to fill vacancies which may 
occur by death, resignation or otherwise 
shall be made without delay by the mayor, 
and he may remove any sewerage commis- 
sioner from office for the causes and in the 
manner provided in section twenty-seven 
of chapter three hundred and forty-seven 
of the acts of the year eighteen hundred 
aud eighty-eight. Said commissioners 
shall have such office mom and clerical 
assistance and shall receive such com- 
pensation as the city council from time 
to time may determine. 


Section 3. Said board of commis- 
sioners, acting in behalf of said city of 
Quincy, shall haye full power to take by 
purchase or otherwise, for the purposes 
aforesaid, any lands, flats, water rights, 
rights of way or easements in said city of 
Quincy necessary for the establishment of 
such system or systems of sewerage and 
sewage disposal, and for main drains and 
common sewers, if any, not inciuded in 
such system or systems, together with the 
outlet or outlets for the discharge of the 
sewage into tide water, and the connec- 
tions therewith; and may divert streams 
or water courses, many construct sewers 
under or over any water course, street, 
bridge, enbankment, railroad, highway or 
other way, in such manner as not un- 
necessarily to obstruct the same, and may 
enter upon and dig up any private land or 
street for the purposes of laying such sewers 
beneath the surface thereof, and of main- 
taining and repairing the same, and may 
do any other thing necessary or proper in 
executing the purposes of this act. 


Section 4. Said board shall, within

Section 6. Said city of Quincy shall, 
in respect to all work and structures in 
tide water below high water mark, be sub- 
ject to the provisions of chapter nineteen 
of the Public Statutes and of all acts in 
amendment thereof, so far as the same are 
applicable to the subject-matter of this act. 


Section 7. Said board shall make a 
semi-annual report of its proceedings and 
expenditures to the city council, and shal) 
make further reports when requested so to 
do by the city council. Said commission- 
ers shall cause to be made and retained in 
their office, at the expense of the city, 
complete plans and descriptions of all 
sewers and drains composing said system 
or systems, or otherwise belonging to the 
city, and shall keep a true record of the 
charges of making and repairing the same 
and of all the assessments thereof, 


Section 8. The city council of said 
city of Quincy may by vote determine what 
proportion of the cost of said system or 
systems of sewers said city of Quincy shal! 
pay: provided, that it shall not pay less 
than one-third nor more than one-half of 
the whole cost. The remaining cost of 
sald system or systems shail be borne by 
the owners of estates situated within the 
territory embraced by it and benefited 
thereby, but no estate shail be deemed to 
be benefited unless or until a sewer is con- 
structed into which it can be drained. As- 
sessments or charges for defraying said re- 
maining cost shall be made on the owners 
of such estates by said commissioners ip 
such manner as the city council of said 
city of Quincy may by vote determine, in 
accordance with the provisions of chapter 
fifty of the Public Statutes and acts ip 
amendment there of and in addition there- 
to; and every such owner shall within 
three months after written notice of such 
assessment or charge, served on him or on 
the occupant of his estate, or sent by mail 
to the last address of said owner knowa to 
raid commissioners, pay the sum so 
assessed or charged, to the city treasurer; 
provided, that said board shall, on the 
written request of any such owner made 
within said three months, apportion such 
assessment or charge into such number of 
equal parts or instalments, not exceeding 
ten, as said owners shall state in such re- 
quest, and they shall certify such appor- 
uonment to the assessors; interest from

SECTION 9. An assessment of charge 
made uuder the provisions of section eight 
shali constitute a lien upon the estate, 
which shall continue for three years afver 
it is made and notice served as above- 
provided, or in case of apportionment, un- 
til the expiration of two years from the 
time the fast instalment is committed to 
the collector; aud said assessment or 
charge together with interest at the rate of 
five per cent, per anuum may, with inci- 
dental costs and expenses, be levied by 
sale of such estate or so much thereof as 
shall be sufficient to discharge the assess- 


within three months afier service of said 
notice, or if apportioned, within three 
months after any part has become due. 
Such sale and all proceedings connected 
therewith shail be conducted in the same 
manner as sales for the payment of taxes ; 
and rea] estate so sold may be redeemed 
the same as if sold for the non-payment of 
taxes, and in the same manner. Such as- 
sessment or charge or parts thereof may 
also be collected by an action of contract 
in the name of the city of Quincy against 
the owner of said estate, brought at any 
time within three years after the same bas 
become due. 

SECTION 10. Any person aggrieved by 
such assessment or charge may, at any 
time within three months after service of 
the notice mentioned in section nine of 
this act, apply to the superior court of said 
county fora jury to revise the same, but 
before making such application he shall 
give fourteen days’ notice in writing of his 
intention so todo to the commissioners, 
aud shall therein particularly specify his 
objection to the assessment or charge, to 
which specification he shall be confined 
before the jury. 

SecTION 11. All the provisions of 
chapter fifty of the Public Statutes and of 
acts in amendment thereof or in addition 
thereto pertaining to sewers and drains, 
not inconsistent with this act, shall apply 
to the city of Quincy in carrying out the 
provisions of this act. 


Section 12. The city of Quincy, for 
the purpose of paying the necessary ex- 
penses and liabilities incurred under this 
act, may incur indebtedness and may issue 
from time to time as may be required there 
for, bonds, notes or script to an amount 
not exceeding four hundred thousand dol- 
lars outside the limit of indebtedness fixed 
by law for said city, and the provisions of 
section four of chaptertwenty-nine of the 
Public Statutes, as amended by chapter

bonds, notes or scrip issued under the 
authority of this act, and the balance shall 
be set apart to meet the requirements of 
the sinking fund for the payment and re- 
demption of said bonds, notes or scrip, as 
provided in section nine of chapter twenty- 
nine of the Pablic Statutes, or shall be ap- 
plied by said city of Quincy to extinguish 
said debt if said sinking fund is not es- 
tablished. If the surplus net income from 
said rates, assessments, and payments 
made in lieu thereof, shallin any year be 
insufficent to pay the interest on said bonds 
notes or scrip, aud to meet the require- 
ments of law either as to said sinking fund 
as hereinbefore provided, or as to the 
annual proportionate payments herein- 
after provided for, then in such case said 
city of Quincy, to meet said deficiency, 
shall raise forthwith by taxation, in the 
same manner as money is appropriated 
and assessed for other city purposes, such 
sum as will together with said net income 
be sufficient te meet said requirements of 
law. Said sinking fund shall be used for 
no other purposes than the payment and 
redemption of said debt. Except as herein 
otherwise provided the provisions of chap- 
ter twenty-nine of the Public Statutes and 
of chapter one hundred and twenty-nine 
of the acts of the year eighteen hundred 
and eighty-four shall, so far as applicable, 
apply to the issue of such bonds, notes or 
scrip, and to the establishment of a sink- 
ing fund for the payment thereof at matu- 
rity. If in any year said surplus net in- 
come shail be in excess of the sum neces- 
sary to pay said interest and to meet the 
requirements of the sinking fund for said 
year, or of the annual proportionate pay- 
ments hereinafter provided for, the surplus 
together with any other amounts appro- 
priated from time to time by said city of 
Quincy for the payment of said principal 
sum, shall be added to said sinking fund 
or be applied to the reduction of the princi- 
pal of said debt, either by purchase and 
retirement of a portion of said indebtedness 
or by the payment of the same at maturity$ 
All bonds, notes or scrip of said city of 
Quincy purchase for redemption or re- 
tirement under this act shall be cancelled. 
The sinking funds of any loan of said city 
of Quincy may be invested in said bonds, 
notes or scrip. 

SECTION 14, Said City of Quincy in- 
stead of establishing a sinking fund may 
by vote provide for such annual proportion- 
ate payments of said indebtedness as will 
extinguish the same within the time pre- 
scribed in this act, and the provisions of 
chapter one hundred and thirty-three of 
the acts of the year eighteen hundred and 
eighty-two, except as herein otherwise ex- 
pressly provided shall, so far as applicable, 
apply to said annual approportionate pay- 
ments. In determining the amounts of 
the several annual payments to be made 
under this section account shal! be taken 
in each year of the aggregate sums already 
received from the owners of benefited es- 
tates by way of anticipation of the parts 
or instalments accruing under said assess- 
ments. Each of said annual payments to 
be made under this section shall be such 
and only such as shall, at the time the 
money therefor is appropriated, appear to 
the city council of the city of Quincy to be 
sufficient, when added to the other like 
annual payments and the severai instal- 
ments or parts of assessments then un- 
paid, to discharge the entire indebtedness 
at maturity, assuming that the several in- 
stalments to fail due in the future will be 
paid as the same mature, respectively, and 
not before; but from year to year as it 
may be found that parts or instalments of 
assessments have been paid in anticipa- 
tion of their respective dates of maturity 
the aggregate sums actually paid into the 
city treasury of said city of Quincy up to 
the year in question shall be taken into 
account in fixing the proportionate pay- 
ments to be made by said city during that 
year and subsequent years. 

Secrion 15. So much of chapter three 
hundred and forty-seven of the acts of the 
year eighteen hundred and eighty-eight 
and acis in amendment thereof as is in- 
consistent with the provisions of this act 
is hereby repealed. 

Section 16. This act shall be sub- 
mitted for its acceptance to the qualified 
voters of the city of Quincy, and shall be 
void unless such voters, voting in their re- 
spective wards or precincts at a legal 
meeting called by order of the city council 
in the same manner as meetings for muni-| 
cipal elections are called, shall, before the 
first day of January in the year eighteen 
hundred and ninety-seven, determine by a 
majority of ballots to accept the same, 

SecTION 17. So much of this act as 
authorizes the submission of the question 
of its acceptance to the legal voters of said 
City of Quincy shall take effect upon its 
passage, but it shall not take further effect 
unless and until accepted, as hereinbefore 
provided, by the qualified voters of said 
city of Quincy; and the number of 
meetings called for the purpose of its ac- 
ceptance shall not exceed three in any 
year.—{ Approved April 17, 1895.

FOURTHSOFLONG AGO 


SOME OLD TIME CELEBRATIONS IN 
HISTORIC BOSTON. 


In 1877 the General Court Gave Orders For 
the Observance of the Day—Four Hogs- 
heads of Free Punch In 1810—Man and 
Bear Fight on the Common, 


The files of old eastern newspapers 
contain descriptions of striking celebra- 
tions and queer events which have occur- 
red on the natal day of the nation. The 
following, taken from the yellow and 
musty files, were reproduced in the Bos- 
ton Globe, in the lan of those who 
witnessed the scenes #@2d incidents: 

July 4, 1777, was noticed by every 
mark of joy. In the forenoon the Rev. 
Dr. Gordon of Roxbury, at the desire 
of the assembly, sitting here, preached 
an excellent discourse from I Kings, 
xii, 15, after which the general court, 
baying given previous orders for making 
every preparation for drinking success to 
the 13 United States, sent an invitation 
to General Heath and the officers of the 
continental army and navy, and many 
other gentlemen. While ‘‘The Congress” 
and other toasts were drunk the guns « 
Fort Hill, Castle Island, Hull and t 
vessels of war in the harbor fired a gra: i 
salute. 

July 4, 1795, there was great excite- 
ment in Boston. The Jay treaty of amity, 
commerce and navigation between the 
United States and Great Britain had 
just been concluded. The people of Bos- 
ton believed that our rights would be 
surrendered if the treaty were ratified. 
Petitions for mass meetings to denounce 
the action of Mr. Jay were being circn- 
lated on the streets during the celebra- 
tion. 

July 4, 1801, was a time particularly 
calculated to excite the most intense 
patriotic memories and emotions. The 
informal but vigorous war with France 
had scarcely ceased. Th¢é young repub- 
lic’s merchant marine was between the 
fires of what has been of late termed 
French ‘‘spoliation,’’ and British ag- 
gression and confiscation of ships and 
imprisonment of seamen. Then, too, the 
Mediterranean pirates were to be at- 
tended to, and the preparation of a fleet 
for the purpose of bringing the ‘‘Bar- 
bary rovers’’ to task occupied attention. 

All the bells were rung, flags display- 
ed, salutes fired by the artillery, by the 
Constitution and Boston frigates, Fort 
Independence and by the French cor- 
vet Berceau, which last was fancifully 
decorated with colors. 

The cadets, under Colonel Welles, as 
usual, did the escort duties of the day. 

The fusiliers, under Captain Brazer, 
paraded, performed a variety of evolu- 
tions and firings with intelligence and 
exactness and dined together at Dor- 
chester. 

July 4, 1806, there was a man and 
bear fight on the Common. The report- 
ers of the day failed to record the num- 
ber of rounds or the winner. 

July 4, 1810, the town furnished four 
hogsheads of punch, free to all 

July 4, 1822, from dawn till nearly 
midnight was a jubilee, and the entire 
population of the city, ‘‘clad in their 
best attire,’’ were in the streets or on 
the Common, visiting the various deco- 
rated halls or witnessing the parade of 
military corps of horse and foot, and 
numerous processions, and no scene of 
tumult or indecorum was anywhere to 
be seen. 

His excellency the governor held the 
usual levee in the senate chamber. 
Among those who called to pay their 
respects were the consul of the king of 
France, John Jacob Astor of New York, 
Chief Justice Parker, Rev. President 
Kirkland of Harvard university, the So- 
ciety of Cincinnati in a body (about 20 
of the remnant of the Massachusetts line 
of the Revolutionary army were present 
on the occasion), Brigadier General Sul- 
livan and the officers of the Third bri- 
gade, First division (the officers were in 
very neat and mostly in new and rich 
uniforms and were upward of 100 in 
number), members of the senate and 
house, mayor, aldermen, clergymen and 
the officials of the Mechanic Charitable 
society. 

The Society of the Cincinnati held 
their annual meeting at the Exchange 
Coffee house, and 24 gray haired veter- 
ans of the Revolution and their sons sat 
down to the dinner. The president of 
the society road a letter from the Mar- 
quis Lafayette, and a toast was drunk 
to the health of the Frenchman. 

July 4, 1826, the Wtieth anniversary, 
The Centinel appeared in mourning and 
printed this introductory note: 

**An extraordinary occurrerce makes 
ita duty to give our columns the re- 
spectful garb of mourning, although 
they are devoted to the records of the 
most festive celebration of our country’s 
independence since the interesting era of 
1776. Near the close of the celebration 
today the venerable John Adams, the 
senior surviving signer cf the immortal 
Declaration, and one of the committee 
which reported it, amid the aspirations 
of millions in grateful memorial of his 
services and thanksgiving for the long 
continuance of his patriarcal life, was 
translated from this to a better world 
For many, many years he had been the 
surviving father of his country, and hay- 
ing on the decease of his great prede- 
cessor clothed our journal in weeds of 
mourning no consideration can induce 
us to omit the same prompt and respect- 
ful honors to the memory of his early 
associate and constant friend. ”’ 

Meanwhile, but unknown in Boston 


| on the day of the celebration, Thomas 


Jefferson, another ex-president of the 
United States and another signer of the 
Declaration of Independence, had died 
at Monticello. The fact was not pub- 
lished in the newspapers in Boston until 
duly 12. 

July 4, 1831, died another ex-presi- 
dent of the United States, James Mon- 
roe. His death, however, did not inter- 
fere with the celebration, for it was not 
known in Boston until the arrival of the 
steamboat mail at noon on July 6. 

July 4, 1888, last feast paid for by

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EDITORIAL COMMENTS. 


THE RICH town of Brookline is kicking 
at the system of assessments for Metropol- 
itan parks, The Herald says: 

‘** Brookline is so far away from Mid ile- 
sex Fells, Revere Beach and the Blue Hills 
that its citizens can never visit either of 
these places except by giving a day to the 
journey there and back. It has not had a 
penny’s worth spent within or near its 
borders for park improvement or boulevard 
construction, nor in the estimation of its 
citizens is it to be benefitted in any degree 
whatsoever, and yet it is called upon to 
pay betterments of 4 per cent. of the park 
expense and 2 per cent. of the boulevard 
outlay—an outlay in the former instance 
much larger than that demanded of towns 
that have the park improvements carried 
out within their own territories, and imme- 
diately available for the benefit of their 
citizens.”’ 

Because Brookline escaped so fortu- 
nately on the assessment for Metropolitan 
water is no reason why it should have the 
best of everything, We cannot see that it 
has any reason to complain at the park 
assessments. It is as favorably situated 
as any town to epjoy the park system and 
the boulevards, and ils residents have the 
carriages with which to enjoy them. 
Brookline bas a valuation of 59 millions 
and Quincy but 14 millions. Is the assess- 
ment of Brookline four times as large ? 
For boulevards, Quiaocy’s assessment is 
1.06 per cent., and that of Brookline but 
198 percent. For parks, that of Quincy 
is 1.35 per cent., and that of Brookline 
but 3.72 per cent. Taxes are generally 
assessed upon valuation and Brooklire 
should consider herself fortunate. 


Tue Dai_ty LEDGER devotes over four 
columns today to the opening of that grand 
convention of Christian Endeavorers in 
Boston.

far higher in proportion to its value than | 
land lying adjacent, of same value, upon 
which no labor has been expended. 

The man engaged in the ** vacant lot in- 
dustry will tell you that,” there is no/ 
money in it; times are hard, real estate is 
low, that land is pot rising in value.’ But! 
try to purchase some, and you will have to 
pay for a small lot half as much as a good 
house would cost. The truth is, that those | 
engaged in the vacant lot industry are the 
most benefited of any class, by public 
improvements, while they pay the least for | 
the same. Their profits flow in to them | 
without labor, while men engaged in | 
groceries, drugs, in plumbing, retail stores, | 
etc., must not only labor for their profits | 
but run many risks, and also pay a double | 
tax. 

By this I do not mean that those engaged | 
in the vacant-lot-industry are dishonest, or 
are using any sharp practice. The chance | 
is open to all who have the means. They | 
are simply taking advantage of this law of 
nature, viz: that land rises, in value, in |

WORK HAS BEGUN 


[Continued from first page.] 


{t are the names or over 5000 societies Irom 
85 states, 7 territories, 7 provinces, 4 for- 
eign lands. Each society has given not 
less than $10 to its own denominational 
home or foreign missionary board for the 
cause of missions. The total amount as 
reported on this roll of honor is $149,719.09. 
In addition to this amount of money 
which has been given by these 6551 
societies that we have enrolled upon the 
roll of honor, we find that $190,884.45 has 
been given by these same societies for 
“Christ and the church’ in other ways, 
making a total of $340,603.54, the largest 
amount given by any one society being 
the $1900 of the Clarendon Street Baptist 
church of Boston. So much for the roll 
of honor, which measures nearly 500 feet 
if we use a yardstick, but who can meas- 
ure its real length and breadth but he that 
guides us all in our endeavor? 

Let me make it plain that the $149,719.09 
given direct to mission boards by the 5000 
societies, and their gifts of $190,884.45 for 
other benevo'ences, represent only the 
record of the societies that have asked to 
be enrolled upon the “missionary roll of 
honor.” 

After careful gathering of other sta- 
tistics and information, and from advice 
received from the representatives of mis- 
sionary boards, home and foreign, we find 
that the societies in the United States and 
Canada have contributed not less than 
$425,000 for missions at home and abroad. 

Endeavorers’ Watchword, 

Let me mention now, and briefly, too, 
that the battle for Christian citizenship, 
which was begun three years ago at Presi- 
dent Clark’s suggestion, has been fear- 
lessly waged, and has been blessed in pro- 
moting a more intelligent spirit of patriot- 
ism: “Christian Endeavor is against the 
gambling dens, the lotteries, the violation 
ef the Sabbath, and condemns intemper- 
ance in every form, stands for total absti- 
nence, for the suppression of the saloon, 
and for the annihilation of the power of 
the saloon in politics and in all ‘parties,’ 
Aye, we believe the liquor traffic is the im- 
placable enemy of righteousness and 
purity, and of Christ and his church, 
The saloon must go! The saloon must 

o!”? 

The Christian Endeavor “local union” 
idea is assuming larger and better propor- 
tions every month. It contains so much 
of the blessed idea of interdenominational 
fellowship, and its possibilities in the way 
of inspiration and fraternity are so large, 
that it is evidently an institution that has 
come tostay. Many of these unions are 
doing practical work through their mis- 
sionary, executive, citizenship, correspond- 
ence, lookout, evangelistic, press and 
visiting committees. 

If one thing has been made clear by the 
history of these 14 years, it is God’s design 
to bring the young people of all evangeli- 
cal denominations together, not for the 
sake of denouncing denominations or de- 
crying creeds, but in a common fellowship 
that respects differences and believes in 
diversity. The fears of those who thought 
that the society would destroy all dis- 
tinctive beliefs, and demolish the princi- 
ples for which the fathers suffered perse- 
cution have been largely allayed, for it 
has come to be acknowledged that the so- 
ciety makes every young person more 
loyal to his own denomination, at the 
same time that it makes him more gen- 
erous toward others. 

In the United States, the denomina- 
tional representation of the Christian En- 
deavorers is as follows: The Presbyterians 
still lead, with 5283 Young People’s so- 
cieties and 2269 Junior societies; the Con- 
gregationalists have 399) Young People’s 
societies and 1908 Junior societies; the 
Disciples of Christ and Christians, 2687 
Young People’s societies and 862 Junior 
societies; the Baptists, 26586 Young Peo- 
ple’s societies and 801 Junior societies; 
Methodist Episcopal, 931 Young People’s 
societies and 391 Junior societies; Metho- 
dist Protestants, 853 Young People’s so- 
cieties and 247 Junior societies; Luther- 
ans, 798 Young People’s societies and 245 
Junior Cumberland Presby- 
terians, 699 Young People’s societies and 
231 Junior societies, and so on through a 
long list.

Its Wonderful Scope. 

In the Dominion of Canada the Metho- 
dists of Canada lead with 1057 Young Peo- 
ple’s societies and 122 Junior societies 
(most of the societies known as Epworth 
Leagues of Christian Endeavor!; Cana- 
dian Presbyterians are next, with 979 
Young People’s societies and 108$Junior 
societies; Baptists next, with 160 Young 
People’s societies and 26 Junior societies; 
Congregationalists next, with 122 Young 
People’s societies and 36 Junior societies, 
etc. 

In the United Kingdom the Baptists 
lead, with 791; Congregationalists next, 
with 733; Presbyterians, 182; Methodist 
Free church, 175; Methodist New Connex- 
ion, 132, etc. 

In Australia the Wesleyan Methodists 
lead, and Congregationalists, Baptists, 
Presbyterians follow in the order named. 

And, while this is a long list of denomi- 
nations, first and last, I believe you will 
agree with me that the crown of the move- 
ment is our blessed inter-inter-interde- 
nominational fellowship. As a Presby- 
terian, I say, for one, let us have more, 
rather than less, of this fellowship. The 
Christian Endeayor society is as loyal a 
denominational society as any in exist- 
ence, a8 well as a broad and fraternal, in- 
terdenominational, interstate, interna- 
tional, interracial society. ‘‘One is your 
Master, even Christ; and all ye are breth- 
ren.” 

Time will not permit me to touch in de- 
tail upon many practical results of our 
societies and individuals, such as increased 
attendance upon the part of the young 
people upon ali regular church services 
and the midweek prayer meeting; the 
definite and practical work of the various 
committees in the local societies; the sys- 
tematic study of the Bible and an ever-in- 
creasing knowledge of its use in hand-to- 
hand work for the saving of souls: a 
clearer understanding that the society is 
only a means to an end; a determination 
to get good and do good. 

You will agree with me that the growth 
of the local societies “is marvelous in our 
eyes,” but what of the large number that 
have taken the “next step’ and have 
joined the various churches east, north * 
south and west?

Attended Meetings of the 
Christian Endeavorers. 


SOUND ADVIGE GIVEN 


In President Clark’s Annual 
Address to Delegates. 


A Story of the Big Meetings of Yosterday, 
Last Night and Today. 


Boston, July 12.—The splendid wel- 
come that was officially extended to the 
53,000 delegates to the grand Christian En- 
deavor convention haa gladdened their 
hearts, and last night three magnificent 
divisions of the happy multitude praised 
God in song and prayer. 

Even the immensity of the enthusiasm 
that prevailed yesterday atthe big meet- 
ings in Mechanics’ hall and the two great 
tents, Williston and Endeavor, was ex- 
ceeded last night at yet greater gatherings 
at the same places. Clouded skies, that late 
in the afternoon threatened to destroy the 
continuation of the fine weather that has 
prevailed since the delegates began to ar- 
rive, cleared away as the shades of even- 
ing fell, and the very heavens added to the 
many beautiful electrical decorative 
features throughout the city that has so 
completely and sincerely done #1 it could 
to welcome within its precincts so many 
who have scarcely felt like strangers. 

Long before the hour appointed for the 
opening of the meeting large crowds were 
pouring into Tent Endeavor and devoted 
the time in singing a number of hymns, 
under the direction of Musical Director 
Foster. When Chairman Rev. J. Z. 
Tyler, D.D., of Cleveland, stepped upon 
the platform, the vast seating capacity was 
tested to its utmost limit. After singing 
the hymn, “Bringing in the Sheaves,” 
Rev. W. B. Milligan of Alleghany read a 
section of the Scriptures, the vast con- 
gregation joining in the responses, which 
were printed in the official programm. 

Rey. Dr. Harding, general secretary of 
the general missions, offered prayer, and 
the Hampton (Va.) institute quartet 
sung several selections, which were en- 
thusiastically received. In a graceful 
speech Chairman Tyler introduced W. H. 
Pennell of Washington, the first person 
who signed the active membership pledge 
at the Williston church, Portland, on 
Feb. 2, 1881. Mr. Pennell gave an amus- 
ing account of Washington, where the 
convention will be held in ‘9, and ex- 
tended a hearty invitation to the Endeay- 
orers to come to that city in 180%. The 
vast congregation then sung the song, 
“Washington, '9,’"’ printed especially for 
that convention. 

The annual report of President Clark 
was the next feature of the meeting. 
This was read by Professor James Lewis 
Howe of Lexington, Va., and was greeted 
with so much enthusiasm that at several 
places the reader was interrupted by the 
great applause. The hymn, ‘Blest be the 
Ties that Bind,’’ was then sung by the 
audience, after which Chairman Tyler in- 
troduced John G. Woolley of Chicago, 
who spoke on “Christian Endeavor ys. 
the Saloon.” 

The address was frequently punctuated 
with spontaneous bursts of applause, 
cheering and the waving of handker- 
chiefs, prompted by the speaker's caustic 
characterization of the liquor traffic, 

In closing the session, the delegates rose” 
and sang “Onward, Christian Soldiers,” 
and the benediction was pronounced by 
the Rey. G. W. McLuckley of California, 

The Williston Meeting. 

The glare of electric lights reflecting 
from the white sides of the big Willis- 
ton tent lit up the eager, enthusiastic faces 
of 10,000 Endeavorers last night as they 
assembled for the first time on Boston 
Common in the night services. 

The same enthusiasm and spontaneity 
were manifest as at the big day meetings, 
and song after song burst forth from the 
delegates. From the Endeavor tent nearby 
came the sounds of hymns sung by an- 
other 10,000, and to and fro the flood of 
song urged until Rey. B. B. Tyler of New 
York hushed the multitude in prayer. 
Treasurer Shaw then asked all the pastors, 
missionaries and their wives in the au- 
dience to rise, and, 300 standing, were 
greeted with tempestuous applause. 

A quintet of colored singers from the 
Atlanta university, and the Park sisters 
of New York, were greeted with enthu- 
siasm in their selections. The audience, 
standing, sang to the tune ‘Tramp, 
Tramp, Tramp,” “Washington, °96.” 
Ten thousand fans and handkerchiefs were 
waved and enthusiasm ran high.

YOUNG PEOPLE’S UNION. 


Formal Opening of Their Annual Convention 
at Boston. 

Boston, July 12.—The convention of 
he National Young People’s union was 
opened at the Church of the Unity, with 
282 delegations present. Rey. Dr. Q. H. 
Shinn offered prayer, and, after sending 
greetings to the Christian Endeavorers, 
committees were appointed. 

Rev. Elmer J. Felt, the president, then 
addressed the assembly in a review of the 
| work of the past year. Secretary Canfleld 
| reported that the national union had a 
membership of 9000. Miss Goldthwaite, 
treasurer, submitted a statement showing 
| that $2559.69 had been received, and all ex- 
pended. After other reports had been 
read, the convention adjourned for dinner. 

At the afternoon session papers were 
presented on the work of the various com- 
mittees of the local unions, the devotional 
| committee, the lookout committee and the 
| charity committee. The session closed at 
| 3:30, when the visiting delegates 
ceeded on a sight-seeing tour. 

At the evening session the first speaker 
was Rey. Henrietta G. Moore of Spring 
field, O., who spoke on ‘‘What American 
Citizenship Should Mean.”’ She said that 
American citizenship should mean a 
citizenship of brains and character, not 
one of sex. It means loyalty. Loyalty to 
religion—not the religion of creed, but of 
helpfulness; loyalty to our own youth, 
American citizenship should not grow 
old. American citizenship should mean a 
sober citizenship; ony that seeks not to 
perpetuate, but to owsthrow the liquor 
traffic. 

Rey. F. O. Hall of I, well spoke upon 
“The Claim of the Church Upon the 
Young.” He said that some sneer at the 
claims of the church upon the life of the 
mortal, but they have stopped sneering in 
New York ever since Dr. Parkhurst 
wielded the power of Christian sentiment 
and cleansed the politics of the metropolis. 
There were many problems for the church 
to solve. The church means the young 
people. It used to be thought that the 
schoolhouse would answer—‘“‘all honor te 
‘the little red schoolhouse,’ " said he, ‘‘and 
to the larger schoolhouse which has suc- 
ceeded it.”

Topic For the Week Beginning July 14, 
Comment by Bev. 8S. H. Doyle. 
Toric.—For Christ and the church.—Math. 
xvi, 18-20. (Prayer for the international Chris- 
tian Endeavor convention.) 


The topic, ‘‘For Christ and the 
Church,” is a very appropriate one. 
The fourteenth annual convention of the 
movement that has had these words for 
its motto and Christ and the church the 
objects of its love and fidelity is being 
held at Boston, and well may we obey 
the suggestion of the topic to pray for 
it. It may best suit the spirit of the 
occasion to consider Christian Endeavor 
as related to Christ and the church. 

1. Christian Endeavor stands for 
Christ. It stands for a divine Christ 
and says of Him, as Peter said, ‘‘Thou 
art the Christ, the Son of the living 
God.’’ It stands for a personal Christ, 
abiding in the heart and manifested in 
the life The supreme object and aim 
of the movement has been and is to in- 
stil personal loyalty and fidelity to 
Jesus Christ into the heart and life of 
every one coming under its influence. 
“To do as He would have me do’’ is 
made the mainspring of life’s every 
action. Christ first, everywhere and al- 
ways, is its abiding principle. It stands 
for Christ as the founder of the church. 
Christ and the church are inseparable. 
He founded it not upon Peter as pope 
or prelate, but upon confessing Peter, 
and it was to be built up by the addition 
of others who confessed Christ divine, 
as living stones to Peter as the begin- 
ning. Christ is the head, and the church 
is the body, and even in its work for 
the church this movement represents | 
Christ. 

2. Christian Endeavor stands for the 
church. Next to loyalty to‘Christ it em- 
phasizes fidelity to the church of Christ. 
It stands for interdenominational fel- 
lowship in the church. It would remind 
the Christian world that we are all 
brethren, allone in Jesus Christ. Yet it 
also emphasizes denominationalism. 
Loyalty to denomination, to the local 
church, has ever been one of its tenets, 
and the charge that it was or would un- 
dermine Christian denominations has 
ceased tobe heard. Its history has been 
a sufficient answer to this oft repeated 
cry against it in the day of its early his- 
tory. It stands for work in the church. 
It is indeed the church at work and has 
done more to introduce systematic, reg- 
ular lines of Christian work into the 
church than any other religious move- 
ment. 

‘‘For Christ and the church!’’ Under 
this motto the Christian Endeavor move- 
ment has prospered in the years gone by. 
Let us as Endeavorers be so faithful to 
our motto that in years to come the 
prosperity of this movement may be 
even still more great.

elety, from local union to local unlon, from 
city to country, from state to state and 
province and nation! Nota death-deal- 
ing contagion is this, but a blessed inocu- 
lation which, please God, will make for- 
ever impossible the smallpox of such mu- 
nicipal misrule and corruption as we have 
known in the past. 

To speak first of our efforts for a better 
citizenship. It behooves us to be very 
modest. I make no extravagant claims 
for the Christian Endeavor society, but it 
is fair to say the society has had no insig- 
nificant part in the general uprising of 
Christian people which has buried Tam- 
many under 5),000 white ballots in New 
York city, and is now fighting an equally 
corrupt foe of another breed in the same 
state; which has voted for reform, 50,000 
strong in Chicago; which is now engaged 
in cleansing the dirty streets and the dirt- 
ier politics of that and other cities; and 
which in a hundred places has awakened 
the civic conscience and purified a fetid 
political atmosphere. 

But the very success of these movements 
for a better citizenship and a larger mis- 
gonary zeal, unprecedented and unex- 
p:cted as it has been, brings with it re- 
sponsibility for further effort along the 
same lines. Grant's laconic commentary 
ob success in arms was. ‘Push things.” 
Napoleon's tactics were to follow up a 
victory; tocrowd the cn*my; to pursue 
the flying foe. I believe our captain is- 
sues no other oriers to us, fellow Christian 
Endeavorers. I can find no other inter- 
pretation of the success he has already 
given us. Notasa political party, but in 
all political parties, stand for righteous- 
ness, for honesty, for purity, for good 
men and good laws. Do not be content 
until a corrupt political deal is as impos- 
sible and intolerable as an open cesspool 
would bein your parlor. Follow the fly- 
ing foe. Push things. The swerd of the 
Lord and of Christian Endeavor. 

A Tammany in America forever more 
impossible! A missionary board debt for- 
ever impossible! These are two of the re- 
sponsibilities of the future from the suc- 
cesses of the past in Christian Endeavor. 

Fifth—Once more, our success in the 
past has been the success of a united host. 
It could never have been won as a sect, as 
asegment of the hosts of God's people. 
So far as we have been allowed by our su- 
periors, we represent the undivided evan- 
gelical young people of America. For this 
spiritual unity Christian Endeavor stands, 
as well as for the pledge and consecration 
meeting. ‘Bhank God, that in every de- 
nomination but one, the world around, 
during the last twelvemonth, this fellow- 
ship has becn growing broader and more 
complete. “E Pluribus Unum” is our 
motto all around the world as truly as 
it is the motto of the United States of 
America. State and provincial pride and 
loyalty are no less intense because of the 
union of statesin the United States, of 
the provinces in the Dominion of Canada, 
against common foes. Denominational 
loyalty and love are only more marked 
when we are bound together in this alli- 
ance, offensive and defensive, 

Against the Hosts of Evil 

In such a fellowship only can we go for- 
ward to the largest victories. But this 
fellowship, I believe, is assured. 

Then let us enlarge our boundaries, 
Christian Endeavorers, not for the sake of 
the organization, but for the sake of the 
kingdom; enlargement means a larger 
federation, a sweeter fellowship, a wider 
unity, astronger army to fight against 
hoary and venerable wrongs. Let us en- 
large our fellowship for no selfish motive, 
but because the God-given successes of the 
past show that enlargement means the 
spead of the intense devotional idea for 
which Christian Endeavor stands, because 
it means civie purity, missionary exten- 
sion—the world for Christ. Let us enlarge 
our fellowship because thereby we are 
answering our Lord’s prayer “that they 
all may be one.” 

I have thought you might grow tired of 
our old annual motto, and I have tried to 
find another one as appropriate, but I can- 
not doit. The successes of the past year 
only emphasize it, for they are all of 
Christ and of Christian fraternity; so 
I must give it to you again for 
the coming year—the motto which tells of 
one captain and of one fellowship; the 
motto which points backward to past suc- 
cesses; the motto which shows the only 
road to future victories; the motto which 
tells alike of our leadership and our 
brotherhood. Here it is. Take it, O Chris- 
tian Endeavorers; take it, and live by it 
for another twelvemonth. “One is your 
master, even Christ; and all ye are 
brethren.” 

The Convention of 7. 

Another enthusiastic round of applause 
marked the conclusion of the president's 
address, and the cheering continued when 
Secretary Baer announced that at the 
meeting of the trustees San Francisco had 
been decided on as the meeting place of the 
convention in 1807 

Dwight L. Moody, Northfield, was intro- 
duced next, after the hyinn, “The Banner 
of the Cross,” had been rendered by the en- 
tire congregation.

He 
said that he believed something more than 
enthusiastic meetings and charitable 
work were necessary for the perpetuation 
and extension of Christian Kadeayor, and 
he believed that something was the Bible. 

He urged the delegates to base the ir 
faith and trust in the world of the omni- 
potent as spoken to them through the 
Bible, and to make the Bible entire and 
complete the foundation of their religion. 
He was not a pessimist, he stid, and could 
see today a brighter outlook for Christian- 
ity than ever before. M Moody con- 
cluded with a fervent prayer and an appeal 
to the delegates to learn the Bible thor- 
oughly and follow its teachings. 

The hymn, “Tell the Glad Story Again,” 
and prayer by Rey. William Patterson of 
Toronto, concluded the ¢ vening’s exercises, 

The overflow meeting, Which was held on 
the steps of the main entrance to the hall, 
was opened by Rey. Henry Lamont of Ire- 
land. fev. John Pollock ef Scotland, 
President Clark and Secretary Baer also 
addressed the meeting. The addresses

A WORLD'S 9 PARLLMENT 


An Interesting Fer Feature of the 
Convention. 


Trustees Form an Organization Embracing 
the Whole Work. 


Boston, July 13.—If the continued fer- 
vency of the Christian Endeavor multi- 
tudes be a proof, the devil is on the run. 
After the great meetings of Thursday and 
the yet greater meetings of yesterday, 
thousands and thousands of delegates last 
night attended the marvelous gatherings 
in Mechanics’ hall and in Tents Endeavor 
and Williston. 

Unweuried by the fervor of the huge 
morning meetings in these places, not tired 
by the earnest efforts of the noon rallies 
in a dozen places, where congregate the 
toilers of Boston, and far froin satisfied 
with the encouragement gained at the 15 
general committee meetings yesterday af- 
ternoon, the Christians gathered, 25,000 
strong, at the big meetings at the three 
grest auditoriums of Mechanics’ hall and 
Tents Williston and Endeavor. The 
splendid weather, continued since the be- 
ginning of the greatest religious festival 
the world has ever seen, has not yet failed. 

Like the modern three-ringed circus, the 
big meetings of last eve ning presented an 
embarrassment of riches, and Endeavor- 
ers hardly knew where to go. At Me- 
chanics’ hall building the address of Rev 
A. C. Dixon, D.D., of Brookiyn, attracted 
thousands, while other thousands were 
drawn to Tent Williston by the announce- 
ment of an address by Rev. Henry Mont- 
gomery of Be.fast, one of the grand eccle- 
siastical triumvirate of European fame— 
Spurgeon, Brown and Montgomery. 

Pennsylvanians were partial to Mechan- 
los’ building because of the speech there 
of Rev. J. T. McCrory, D.D., of Pittsburg, 
but Marylanders generally attended the 
meeting at Tent Ende avor, that they might 
hear, among other good things, the address 
of Rev. Hyle Delke of Hagerstown, Md., on 
the “Centrality of Christian Fellowship.” 

At Tents Endeavor and Williston the 
five-minute greetings of Endeavorers frym 
the corners of the earth, constituting that 
part of the program designated *‘The Par- 
liament of Nations,’ were both encour- 
aging and instructive, and at all three 
meetings the presentation of a banner toa 
local union for best work in promoting 
our local fellowship provoked multitudi- 
nous approbation for the successful and 
deserving union.

EDITORIAL COMMENTS. 


Ir WAS expected that the Metropolitan 
park assessments would be payable this 
year, possibly a double assessment, as the 
Act of 1893 provided that the cities and 
towns should pay annually by the first ap- 
portionment for the term of five years next 
following the year of the first issue of scrip 
or certificates by the State. The bonds were 
issuel in 1893 we believe, but the apportion 
ment has not yet been confirmed by the 
court, and will not be in time for the tax 
levy. 

The award of the commissioners, G. F. 
Richardson, C. W. Clifford and H. P. 
Harriman, who have apportioned among 
the 37 cities and towns their apportionate 
share of the expenses of the Metropolitan 
park and boulevard system, was yesterday 
called up before Judge Allen in the su- 
preme court by Counsel Felix Rackeman 
for the Metropolitan park board, the peti 
tioners in the case. He asked that a 
reasonably sutlicient notice be given to the 
various cities and to appear in court at a 
day to be fixed by the court, and show 
cause why the report should not be con- 
firmed as made by the commissioners. 

Judge Allen issued an order accordingly, 
returnable Sept. 5, 

THE SCHOOL HOUSE orders should re- 
ceive first consideration at the meeting of 
the City Council on Monday evening, for 
the summer season is the most desirable 
for building. It will be impossible now to 
complete the buildings for the September 
term, which will be open in seven weeks,

THE Y. P. C. U. 


Topios of Interest to Unitarians Discussed at 
Their Convention. : 


Boston, July 18.—At the morning ses- 
sion of the second day’s convention of the 
Young People’s Christian union Jersey 
City was chosen as the place for the oon- 
vention of 1896. 

The convention adopted the report of the 
@ommittee on reports recommending the 
continuation of the 2 cents a day plan of 
raising funds. 

Professor I. Wallace Cate of Tokio, 
Japan, made the address of the morning. 
His subject was the success of mission 
work in Japan, and, after thanking the 
young people of America for their sympa- 
thy and aid, he called for assistance in the 
establishment, in the near future, ofa 
union in the land of the mikado. During 
the morning a resolution of greeting and 
good wishes was presented by Rev. G. W. 
Cook on behalf of the Young People’s as- 
sociation of the Unitarian church. 

At the evening session Rev. J. M. Pull- 
man, D.D., spoke upon ‘‘Modern Methods 
of Charity Work.” ‘There is,” he said, 
“anew charity. The charity which not 
only seeks to give relief, but to give char- 
acter to the objects of charity. The 
methods of modern charity may be 
grouped into three classes: First, is the 
amelioratitg effort—the poorhouse is an 
instance of this kind of charity. The 
second is the restorative effort by which, 
through friendly visits to the unfortun- 
ate, they may be restored to a condition 
of self-respect and self-support. The 
third effort is the prevention, and this is 
the kind of work which can best be done 
by the members of the Y. P.C. U. This 
is the work with the children, by which 
they are so trained that they shall become 
useful and self-supporting.” 

Rev. Florence Kollock of Pasadena, 
Cal., spoke on “Latent Power of Univer- 
salism,”’ urging with rare eloquence upon 
the young people the necessity of homes 
seeing their religion and putting it to 
work if they would know its power. 
There is no power in theorys There is 
untold power in the principles of Univer- 
salism, but the power is latent until help- 
ful service is attempted, when it shows it- 
self and increases with divine rapidity. 

Rev. Augustus J. Chapin of Omaha 
spoke on “Youth In Age’’—striking the 
chord of sympathy between the young peo- 
ple and the old, and helping to increase 
the spirit and power of the church asa 
whole in all its departments of work.

What Mrs. McDonald Has to Say of Her Hus- 
band’s Financial Troubles.

“Richard sfcDonald, Sr., my father-in- 
law, went to New York and sent for us,” 
she said. ‘When we arrived, he asked my 
husband to take me and go abroad, My 
husband said no; that he was content and 
would go back to San Fran@sco and face 
the charges. His father begged him to go, 
and even offered our expenses. But my 
husband refused, and the result was that 
we went back to San Francisco, his father 
remaining in New Yorx, where he is at 
present. 

“Then followed my husband's arrest, 
and all of this trouble, of which I know 
nothing. .I am totally ignorant of my 
husband's financial dealings, therefore 
am not ina position to talk of them, but 
I know that my husband is innocent of 
the charge against him, and is the victim 
of apoliticai conspiracy. That is why his 
father wanted him to go abroad, as he said 
that our enemies in San Francisco would 
resort to any means to pull us down.”

Shows the Present Month to Be Profit- 
able In Business Circles, 


Cotton Is Unchanged---Wool 
Is Advancing. 


Prices For Hides, Leather and Shoes Remain 
as Stiff as Ever. 


New York, July 18.—R. G. Dun & Oo.'s 
weekly review of trade says: A business 
flood, so strong and rapid that the conserv- 
ative fear it may do harm, is out of season 
in July. But the seasons this year lap 
over and crowd each other. May frosts 
and frights, itis now evident, kept back 
much business that would naturally have 
been finished before midsummer, and the 
delayed culmination of one season gete in 
the way of efforts to begin another on 
time. 

But the volume of business, however it 
may be measured, is remarkably large for 
the month, evenin a good year. Clearing 
house exchanges for two weeks have been 
85 per cent larger than last year and 6 per 
cent larger than in 1892. 

The week has been notable for a sensa- 
tional fall in wheat of 8 cents in two days, 
followed by recovery of 5 cents, though 
neither accords with any interpretation of 
the quite disregarded government report, 
The sudden drop in prices was the’ result 
of speculative rather than commerolal in- 
fluences. 

Corn Crop Outlook Favorable, 

The latest news indicates an enormous 
crop of corn, much the largest ever grown, 
if weather favors, but the price is only 3 
cent lower than a week ago. 

Cotton has not changed, though specu- 
lation still turns wholly on prospects, re- 
gardless of enormous stocks carried over. 
In Europe the manufacture lags, but here 
is satisfactory. 

There is more business this week, with 
prospects of further increase. though 
much is said of the prices at which foreign 
goods are heavily sold, and undervalua- 
tion is alleged. Labor controversies in 
woolen mills have generally resulted 
against the workers, although some ad- 
vances in wages have been obtained, but 
a strike of carpet weavers at Philadelphia 
already affets several thousand, and 
threatens to include as many more, an 
advance of 734 per cent being demanded, 
while the market for goods is so dull end 
weak that manufacturers unitedly refuse. 

Cotton goods continue active and 
strong, with comparatively little difficulty 
asto labor. The northern mills have 
taken little over 100,000 balesin the past 
three months, since cotton was below 7 
cents, but with cotton bought cheap for 
months ahead they are able todo good 
business. 

Wool is still advancing, with enormous 
sales, 12,714,000 pounds for the week, and 
in two weeks of July 26,497,614 pounds, 
against 11,936,550 in the same weeks of 
1802. As the sales are about four times 
the weekly consumption, it is obvious that 
the market is essentially speculative, but 
the rise abroad has set the country ablaze, 
80 that Western hulders are asking even 
higher prices than heretofore. 

Searcity of Domestic Wool 


helps them, and as yet the enormous sales 
of foreign only compensate for the reported 
decrease in the domestic clip. But buying 
by most manufacturers is already affected, 
and, at the prices now asked for wool, 
some manufacturers are doubting whetuer 
&@ corresponding value for goods can be 
realized. Pending prices for many light- 
weight goods show great irregularity, per- 
haps a majority being on a par with last 
year, but some lower and some higher. 

It is not the season for activity in boots 
and shoes and orders have fallen off, but 
shipments in July have been 191,170 cases, 
against 167,326 in 1892, and prices of shoes, 
leather and hides are as stiff as ever. 

Failures this week have been 253 in the 
United States, against 247 last year, and 
85 in Canada, against 49 last year.

OUT IN THE COLD. 


Liberals Badly Lett by th the Rejection of Har 
court and Others. 

Lonpon, July 15.—Sir William Har- 
court’s defeatin Derby is the sensation in 
political circles. It is admitted on all 
sides that the Liberals are beginning very 
badly. Of 110 members thus far elected, 
96 are Unionists, 10 Liberals and four Par- 
nellites. Eight Liberal seats have been 
captured by the Unionists, and the Radi- 
cals have captured one Unionist seat—that 
at Perth. 

The moral effect of Harcourt’s defea 
will be great, as the most sanguine Con- 
servative did not expect a Liberal major- 
ity of 1900 to be converted into a Unionist 
majority of 1100. 

While Harcourt fared so badly, A. J. 
Balfour, the new first lord of the treasury, 
\rho is to succeed Harcourt as leader of 
the house of commons, nearly doubled his 
majority in Manchester, 

After the result had been announced in 
Derby at midnight, Harcourt, with his 
wife, drove to Liberal headquarters and 
made a speech, in which he said that he 
had been defeated too often to be either 
elated if successful or depressed by a re- 
verse. But he did not wish to conceal the 
magnitude of the defeat which had fallen 
upon his colleagues and himself. Har- 
court's defeat is generally attributed to 
the prominence which he gave to the local 
veto, or local option measure. 

The Times, this morning, in its comment 
upon the elections, says that the first 
batch of contests reduces the Radical ma- 
jority to half ata single blow. The most 
striking and important incident of Satur- 
day is the crushing defeat of Harcourt. 
The Unionists will throw themselves with 
redoubled ardor into the struggle which 
has already been crowned with encourag- 
ing success. The opposition will be 
scarcely able to shake off the depression 
caused by the wholly unexpected defeat of 
their leader. The Times proceeds with 
the hope that Harcourt will find another 
seat, as the Unionists will be sorry to miss 
his presence fromthe house of commons, 
of which he is an ornament, 


Cool and Courageous. 

New York, July 15.—The French line 
steamship La Normandie, from Havre, 
hada fire on board during the passage.

THE SQUANTUM RACE 


A Thunder Squall Makes It Lively 


For the Yachtsmen. 


The second championsbip race of ,the 
Squantum Yacht club was sailed Saturday 
afternoon and a very cold disagreeable day 
it proved to be, as few of the yachtsmen 
came out of it without a wet jacket. 

The owner of the Eva, Capt. Nelson, 
placed his trim little yacht at the disposal 
of the judges and reporters and made them 
as comfortable as possible. 

The wind at the start was light from the 
west but the indications were that there 
would be plenty of wind later and such it 
proved to be, for scarcely was the race 
under way when a thunder squall came up, 
and for about ten minutes things were 
lively, and it looked as thougb some serious 
accident would occur. All of the boats 
dropped anchor and made things fast, but 
some of them were not quite quick enough, 
for the Agilis split her jib and was obliged 
to withdraw and the Estella broke her 
wheel and also withdrew.

About ten minutes was thus lost and it 
was nearly 7 o’clock before the last boat 
crossed the line at the finish. 

The first class got away at 3.15 but had a 
poor start owing to the placing of the flag 
boat, and were some time in getting away. 
The Ocean Spray crossed first and hada 
lead of five minutes over the Naid Queen 
and ten minutes over the Agilis. At the 
finish, however, the Naid Queen had not 
only made up her handicap but had a lead 
of nearly six minutes. This gives the Naid 
Queen a leg for the championship cup 
with the Agilis. 

In the first class cats there was but one 
entry, the Myrtle, and she therefore had a 
walkover. 

In the second class sloops there were two 
entries, the Mary C. and Fannie. The 
latter boat withdrew after the squall, leav- 
ing the Mary C. to have a walkover. 

In the second class cats there were five 
starters. The Arctures crossed first, fol- 
lowed by the Fairy, White Wing, Estella 
and Locia well bunched. The Estella 
broke her wheel during the squall and the 
White Wing withdrew. After the squall 
the Locia took the lead and beat the 
Arctures three minutes on corrected time, 
while the Fairy was way benind. 

In the special class for jib and mainsail, 
the West Wind was the only entry and she 
had a walkover.

N A DESPERATE MOOD 


| Armenians Willing to Sacrifice Them- 
selves to Turkish Butchery, 
j 


Christians May Then Heed 
| Their Wrongs. 


| Some New Light Shed on the Awful Massacre 
at Sassoun. 


VAN, Armenia, May 24.—There are in 
this city at this moment 500 young men 
sworn to give themselves as a sacrifice to 
the Turkish butchery, in the hope that the 
attention of England may be more 
| Strongly called to the desperate situation 
| of these people. 

The Armenians cannot accept any 
scheme of reform which does not have for 
its fundamental principle the absolute 
control by the European powers. The 
moment that it becomes clear that the 
execution of the reforms is to be left to 
the Turk, the Armenians will arise in de- 
spair and fling themselves to destruction. 
| Unless Europe controls the reforms, there 
will be a massacre of 20,000 Christians in 
| the city of Van within three months. 
| The Armenians themselves will bring 
this about rather than be cast adrift by 
their fellow Christians of the West. Their 
argument on this point is perfectly plain. 
They assert that itis better to die by the 
sword, with perbaps the chance that their 
death will advance the cause of the Ar- 
menian race, than to die by torture and 
|; starvation. 
| There is no language quite adequate to 
a description of the real condition of 
Armenia at present. Men are beaten, 
robbed and murdered, and women are 
ravished by Kurds and Turkish soldiers; 
property is stolen or destroyed; crops are 
trampled down and eaten by herds of 
cattle; churches and monasteries are dese 
crated and used as stables and bathhouses; 
business is absolutely ruined; there is no 
wheat for bread. 

Many villages are deserted by their 
starving inhabitants, and thousands of 
villagers are crowding into the cities, beg- 
ging from door to door of people who are 
| little better off than themselves. Woe 
and want and despair and death stalk 
abroad in this beautiful land that was 
once a part of the Garden of Eden 

The inhabitants of Van are living on 
the brink of & massacre from day to day. 


The Sassoun Massacre 


was one of the most carefully planned out- 
rages in history. The evidence of this is 
circumstantial only; but it is alleged to 
be none the less conclusive. 

During the months of June, July and 
August preceding the Sassoun massacre, 
the Kurdish chiefs in the country sur- 
rounding the Sassoun region, and parti- 
| cularly the districts in the southward and 
southwestward, were apparently unusu- 
ally busy in gathering up the scattered 
warriors of their tribes for au invasion of 
the Sassoun region. 

In July and August enormous quantti- 
ties of petroleum were shipped from 
| Erzroom to Moosh. This petroleum came 
originally from Russia to Erzroom, and 
so great was the quantity brought over 
the mountain roads that it was a subject 
| of remark to very many persons. For a 
| time it looked as though nothing went 
over the roads between Erzroom and 
| Moosh but petroleum. 

Now, it is a fact that Moosh does not 
| use a great quantity of petroleum herself, 
nor do her merchants sell much of it to 
| the surrounding country. Inthe villages

In cremating the dead the 
bodies were in many cases placed between 
layers of wood and built up intoa sort of 
funeral pile. The entire mass was then 
saturated with petroleum and set on fire, 

Itischarged that living men were cre- 
| mated in the same way. But this was a 

merciful way of putting unfortunate crea 
tures to death in comparison with the 
tortures inflicted upon many others. 
| A few weeks prior to the beginning of 
| the Sassoun massacre there was an un- 
usual demand for horses for the army. 
This demand was not confined to the city 
of Moosh, nor yet to the province of Bitlis. 
In the case of horses owned by Armenians 
no pretense was made for paying for them. 
The press gang simply took the horses 
wherever they happened to be found, and 
said no more about it. In many instances 
horses were seized as they were carrying 
loads through the city streets. The loads 
were dumped off into the streets and the 
horses taken away. 

Several weeks after the Sassoun massa- 
| cre, itis claimed, orders were sent from 
the palace at Constantinople for a mas- 
sacre of the inhabitants of Modikan,a 
district lying to the south and southeast 
of Sassoun, but when it was seen that an 
investigation of the Sassoun affair was 
inevitable, the order, it is said, was re-

Second — The covenant of obligation em- 
bodied in the prayer meeting pledge, without 
which there can be no true society of Christian 
Endeavor. 

Third—Constant religious training for all 
kinds of service involved in the various com- 
mittees, which —so many of them as are needed 
—are, equally with the prayer meeting, essen- 
tial to a society of Christian Endeavor. 

Fourth—Strenuous loyalty to the local 
church and denomination with which each so 
ciety is connected. This loyalty is plainly ex- 
pressed in the pledge; it underlies the whole 
idea of the movement, and, as statistics prove 
and pastors testify, is very generally exempli- 
fied in the lives of active members. Thus the 
Society of Christian Endeavor,in theory aad 
practice, is as loyal a denominational society 
as any in existence, as well as a broad and fra- 
ternal interdenominational society. 

Fitth—We reaffirm our increasing confidence 
in the interdenominational spiritual fellow 
ship, through which we hope, not for organic 
unity, but to fulfill our Lord's prayer, ‘'that 
they all may be one.”" This fellowship already 
extends to all evangelical denominations, and 
we should greatly deplore any movement that 
would interrupt or imperil it 

Sixtn—Christian Endeavor stands for Chris- 
tian citizenship. It is forever opposed to the 
saloon, the gambling den, the brothel and 
every like iniquity. It stands for temperance, 
for law, for order, for Sabbath keeping, fora 
pure political atmosphere, in a word, for right- 
ousness And this it does not by allying itself 
with a political party, bnt by attempting 
through the quick conscience of its individual 
members to permeate and influence all parties 
and all communities. 

Seventh—That ali moneys gathered by the 
various societies of Christian Endeavor for the 
cause of missions be ‘always sent to the mis- 
sionary boards of the special d-nomination to 
which the peculiar society belongs. and, also, 
Christian Endeavor officers and societies are 
affectionately reminded that appeals to them 
for money should come through their pastors 
and the officers of their churches, and when 
such appeals are addressed to the societies di- 
rectly they should be referred to the pastors 
and church officers for their approval before 
being acted upon by the societies; also, that the 
eauses to which the societies give should be 
those approved by the denominations to which 
the so leties belong. Thus the societies avoid 
recognition and support of independent and 
irresp nsible movements. 

—Christian Endeavor has for its ulti- 
m a purpose no less wide and lofty 
» bringing of the world to Christ. 
itisan organization intensely evangel-

istic and missionary in its spirit, and desires 


to doallit may under the direction of churches 
and the missionary boards for missionary ex- 
tension the world around. 

These objects it seeks to accomplish while it 
remembers that it isan influence rather than 
an institution; that its united societies, and ite 
state, provincial and local unions have no leg- 
islative functions; that they can lery no taxes 
and control no local society which is always 
and only under control of ita own church. The 
duties of these unions are limited to matters 
of information, inspiration and fellowship. 

We rejoice in the growing friendliness of 
Christians, and in the fact that moreand more, 
asthe true spirit of Christian Endeavor fs un- 
derstood in every evangelical Protestant de- 
nomination,t world around, with but one or 
two exceptions, our fellowship is constantly 
growing larger. 

We believe that for the sake of Christian 
fairness .nd courtesy, in all denominations 
and all over the world, the Christian Endeavor 
principles should go with the name, and the 
name. either alone or in connection with a dis- 
tinctive denominational name, should go with 
the principles. 

For the maintenance of these principles of 
eovenant obligation, individual service, de- 

nominational loyalty and interdenominational 
Raueres er we unitedly and heartily pledge 
ourselyes. 

The 14th international Christian En- 
deavor convention 

Came to an End Last Night. 


Since last Wednesday morning it has 
overtowered all contemporary events in the 
city or state, perhaps in the entire country. 

During its continuance more than 500 
meetingséave been held. Approximately, 
50,000 men and women have come from all 
corners of the North American continent 
as delegates. Others have come from 
strange and distant and obscure lands, 
and the greatest and most powerful na- 
ions of the earth have beer represented 
in this vast gathering. 

This great organization, the growth of 
which, from a membership of 1 in 1881, to 
more than 2,300,000 in 185, has been ex- 
panded into a world-wide organization, 
and what its growth under its new possi- 
bilities, or the good its influence may do 
religiously, socially and politically in this 
land and all the rest of God's footstool, no 
man’s mind can predict. Yet, notwith- 
standing allits prominence of today, and 
its newly created cosmopolitanism, it re- 
mains as simple as ever, doing merely a 
work of influence. 

When the publisher of a great paper in 
great Chicago offered the society the tempt- 
ing offer of $5000 a year for three succes- 
sive years, on condition that the headquar- 
ters of the organization be removed from 
Boston to the city by the lakes, the trus- 
tees at their meeting last Thursday made 
an answer characteristic of the principles. 
“No,” they said, ‘‘we are but a society to 
influence. We need no costly buildings or 
expensive offices. Boston is strong in 
ideas. We shall stay there.” 

“Ideas"’ is the tocsin of the Christian 
Endeavorers, and then they propagate 
them. And how widely have been those 
ideas propagated by the serles of splendid 
meetings this week. Everywhere where

The conven- 
tion just closed has been one of the great- 
est religious event the world has ever seen, 
its promoters believing its influence for 
good incalculable.

The purely 
consecration services were led by Presi- 
dent Clark in Mechanics’ hall, by Secre- 
tary Baer in Williston, and by Key. Ne- 
hemiah Boynton, D.D., in Endeavor tent.

BURIED IN A IN A GELLAR, 


Bodies of the Pitzel Pitzel Chilren Dis- 
covered by Two Detectives, 


Were Killed by Holmes In a 
Toronto House. 


The Crime Believed to Have Been Committed 
In October Last. 


Toronto, July 16.—Found buried in the 
cellar of the house 16 St. Vincent street 
yesterday afternoon were the bodies of 
Alice and Nellie, the two missing daugh- 
ters of Benjamin F. Pitzel. Detectives 
Cuddy of Toronto, and Geyer of Philadel- 
phia made the discovery, and all the 
doubts as to their fate have been set at 
rest. 

It is now @ matter almost beyond doubt 
that H. H. Holmes, when here last 
October, deliberately murdered the pair 
and thus rid himself of two troublesome 
young beings, after he had murdered their 
father in Philadelphia. The inquiries be- 
gun by the police led to the knowledge 
that Holmes and the children lived at the 
house in question, and a search was made 
by the two officers. A photograph of 
Holmes was shown to Frank N. Nudel, 
owner of No. 16, and without any hesita- 
tion he identified it as that of his tenant.

When they reached the cellar, it ap- 
peared to the detectives that something 
had disturbed the cellar floor, and, arming 
themselves with shovels, they began to 
dig. A short distance below the surface 
they came across the arm and a portion of 
the head of one of the murdered little 


girls. Further work soon revealed the en- 
tire body, not only of the first, but of her 
sister 


They Were Both Nakea 
and had lain there in all probability since 


last October. The last the officers had 
heard of the children was at Detroit. 
They were taken there from Chicago, 


where they had been attending school. 
They boarded on Congress street one week 
in 1894 Holmes secured possession of 
Alice, aged 13, first taking her to Phila- 
delphia to identify her father’s body. 
Then he went to St. Louis, and told the 
mother that he would put Howard and 
Nellie in a good school in Indianapolis. 
This was on Sept. 28, 18594. 


Mrs. Pitzel received two letters from 
Holmes in In*ianapolis, and, acting on his 
: bad 


advice, she went to her parents’ home in 
Illinois. Becoming worried about the 
children, she went to Chicago, where she 


received word from Holmes to go to De- 
troit. She met him in that city and de- 
manded the children, but was induced to 
go with him to Toronto and then to Bur- 
lington, Vt. Sofar as known the boy was 
never seen in Detroit.

WEATHER AND CROPS. 


Rain Has Boomed Agriculture In All | 


Sections of New England. 


Hay Crop Will Be Better Than | 
Was Expected. 


Tozacco and Field Crops Severely Damaged 
by Hail In Connecticut. 


Boston, July 16.—The New England 


weather service, in co-operation with the 
board of agriculture, issues the following 
bulletin for the week ending July 15: 

Sufficient rains have fallen in Maine for 
the good growth of all fleld crops during 
the week, but for the most part favorable 
weather for curing hay has prevailed, and 
has been improved to its fullest extent. 
One correspondent in Penobscot counry 
reports about two-thirds the average hay 
crop, but generally the prospect is for 
fully an average yield. Pastures are very 
good for the season. Small fruits are gen- 
erally in abundance. Corn is excellent. 
Potatoes are growing well, with no re- 
port of blight as yet; this crop avas being 
damaged by dry weather fully as much as 
any other. The prospect for all crops is 
very encouraging. At Harrison in Cum- 
berland county 1.53 inches of rain fell in 
24¢ hours on the 9th. “It was not accom- 
panied by wind, and did a great deal of 
good. 

A Light Hay Crop. 

The grass on New Hampshire lowlands 
has been improved by the wet weather, but 
haying has been delayed in most sections, 
and the grass on uplands is getting much 
too ripe. It is rusting to considerable ex- 
tent, and in Hillsboro county there is com- 
plaint of its mildewing badly. The gen- 
eral report is for a light hay crop, though 
some work on lowlands show that it is 
better than expected. The feed in pas- 
tures is reported short in Cheshire county, 
but generally it is splendid and stock is 
doing well. There is great promise of a 
second crop. Grain is growing fast and 
filling well. Corn is growing luxuriantly, 
but wase damaged considerably by the 
high wind on the 10th, especially i. —01- 
knap county. Blackberries are reported 
in fine condition in southern counties, but 
in Coos county a blight is affecting the 
bushes; the fruit does not grow, the stems 
dry up and the leaves die. Blueberries 
are reported not to be very plenty. 
hoppers are reported unusually 
Slightly too wet for on 
ground in central counties.

Excellent weather prevailed over most 
of Vermont until Friday, and a great deal 
of hay has been put in in splendid condi- 
tion. The quality of the hay this year is 
very high, but nearly all the correspond- 
ents report less than the average quantity. 
The weather has been very dry here, and 
crops were suffering when the rains of the 
last of the week revived them and gave 
them a new oolor. Potatoes have suffered, 
but are now growing well. 
growing slowly in Lamvile county, 
other correspondents pronounce it in 
splendid condition. Pastures are very 
short in many places and grasshoppers are 
doing considerable damage. Transplanted 
crops are making good growth 
gardens generally look well. The rain in 
southern counties lodged oats badly. 
Pears are looking well, but apples con- 
tinue to give prospect of light crop

Very unfavorable weather for curing 
hay has prevailed in most of Massachu- 
setts, and considerable damage has been 
done to partly made hay by the frequent 
showers. The general prospect is for a 
crop below the average, but it is reported 
to be better than was expected. Pastures 
are good, and the promise for a second 
grass crop isexcellent. The heavy rains 
have lodged grain and stout grass badly. 
At Fitchburg, in Worcester county, on the 
9th, 4.13 inches of rain fell in 3'% hours, 
8.87 inches falling in 13% hours. The corre- 
spondent, Dr. Fisher, states that this fall 
is unprecedented there in his 81 years of 
observation.

Too Wet In Rhody. 

There is some fear that the continued 
wet weather will injure potatoes in Rhode 
Island, but the moisture is yery beneficial 
to the rest of the field and garden crops, 
and all are growing well. Haying is ad- 
vancing slowly, and considerable has been 
damaged by the freqyent showers. 

Much Damage by Hail. 

A great many sections of Connecticut 
have been visited by hailstorms this week, 
and one correspondent in Fairfield county 
reports great injury to fleld crops, and 
many acres of tobacco destroyed. An- 
other correspondent states that while the 
chief damage was to tobacco, it was not 
great enough to be serious, as not more 
than four to six leaves on a stalk are 
large enough to be punctured. Corn 
leaves were slitted and torn, but not seri- 
ously injured. Grapes, where not covered 
by leaves, were bruised and injured some. 
Poor hay weather has prevailed, but a 
good many of the correspondents say the 
crop is thickening up at the bottom, and 
is really improving. Corn and potatoes 
are generally fine. Tobacco is reported to 
be behind the season. Rye is being 
harvested, and is givinga faircrop. The 
correspondent at Milford reports a small 
amount of celery being set, as the seed 
failed to come up well. At Greenfield | 
Hill, in Fairfield county, the harvesting 
of onion sets has begun, and an excellent 
crop is in prospect. Peaches ars dropping 
considerably in Fairfield county, but gen- 
erally a large crop is assured. Apples are 
promising well, generally. The cloudy | 
weather is dangerous for potatoes and 
onions, though the first named crop is in 
excellent condition now.

BIG TENTS ARE DOWN. 


Christian Endeavor Delegates Taking 
In Historical Sights, 


A Trip Over Paul Revere’s 
Route on Bicycles. 


Pilgrimages to Plymouth Rock and the Old 
“City of Witches.” 


Boston, July 17.—A scene of demolition 
greeted the few Christian Endeavorers 
who went down to see the big tents on the 

Common yesterday. The work of taking 
out the benches was started Monday night 
soon after the last spectator had gone 
home from the final meetings, and yester- 
day morning all the seats were removed, 
and the work of tearing down the plat- 
forms proceeded. 

The big tents were taken down yester- 
day afternoon by the firm which leased 
them to the United Society of Christian 

| Endeavor, and will probably be used again 
next year at Washington, although they 
remain the property of the maker. 

Decorators and others dismantled the 
Mechanics’ building yesterday, and che 
great structure is silent and deserted. 
The postoffice was closed yesterday, and 
the 300 or more letters remaining will be 
sent to the Boston postofiice. 

Of the thousand or more Endeavorers 
who visited Mechanics’ ha.l yesterday, 
many were in search of lost articles, and 
so admirable was the system of ushering 
that but few were disappointed in their 
search. Chief Usher Holt had his men so 
well trained that but few things were lost 
beyond redemption. 

“Every night after the sessions,”’ said 
Mr. Holt, “the ushers would come in with 
their arms full of articles found, most of 

| which were rubbers, umbrellas, gloves, 
wraps, and occasionally small pieces of 
jewelry. We have found 40 pocketbooks, 
some of which contained considerable 
sums of money, and all these, with three 
exceptions, have been returned to their 
owners, who gave complete descriptions 
of the property. We have had on hand 
during the convention as many as 100 
umbrellas, and other articles in propor- 
tion.” 

All the missing articles were taken to 
the headquarters of the United society at 
646 Washington street, where they will be 
| kept until called for by their owners. 

The Endeavorers’ 

{ started for Concord this morning, leaving 
Copley square at 7 o'clock. The delegates, 
mustered by states, formed in line and 
wheeled over the route taken by Paul 
Revere on the night of April 1s, 1775. The 
route lies through Charlestowa, Somer- 
ville, Medford, Arlington, Lexington and 
Concord, and not only runs through a 
beautiful country, but is replete with ob- 
jects of historical interest for the whole 
distance. 

In Medford there was a reception at the 
house of Secretary Baer, at which the 
| mayor and other city notables assisted. At 
Lexington there was a stop of an hour, to 
lallow the delegates to visit the many 
points of interest. Special tickets were 
provided for those who wished to leave 
the excursion at Lexington and Concord 
and return by rail. There were excur- 
sions by train to Lexington and Concord. 

Four special trains left here yesterday 
for Plymouth. The first was the Ohio 
delegation, accompanied by delegates 
from Wisconsin, Llinois and other places. 
They were in charge of R. H. Magwood of 
Boston, and numbered about 3530. Rev. 
W. E. Barton of Boston served as guide to 
the party, giving short addresses on the 
principal points of interest. ‘America’ 
Was sung at the rock. G. A. Whitney of 
Boston had charge of the second section;

this numbered 750. The third section, 
with 780 in it, soon followed in charge of 
Charles P. Floyd of Winthrop. The

Fully 2500 Endeavorers joined in the 
visit, planned for their pleasure and edifl- 
cation, to Salem, the early colony, the 
scene of the witch trials and executions, 
and once the home of Hawthorne.

They were for the most 
part, however, people from the west and 
south who knew of Salem only from their 
readings and by the fame that has for 
years attached to it and its history.

Salem was gayly decorated in honor of 
their visit.

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WORSE THAN BRUTES. 


Another Story of Fiendish Outrages 
Practiced Upon Armenians, 


1895. 


Women Become Victims of 
Lustful Mohammedans. 


Practically the Slaves of “Tax Collectors” of 
the Various Villages. 


[Special Correspondence.] 

Vay, Armenia, June 3.—After the most 
careful inquiry it can be stated that in 
hundreds of villages in Armenia there is 
hardly one woman, old or young, who is 
not from time to time made the victim of 
the passions of the Kurds and Turks. 

By way of a general statement of the 
situation, it may be said that in all the vil- 
lages of Armenia the Christian women, 
both old and young, are absolutely at the 
mercy of their Kurdjgh and Turkish 
neighbors. This is not ‘the case in the 
larger cities of Van, Bitlis, Moosh and 
Erzroom, because in these cities the large 
Armenian population is in itself a protec- 
tion to the women; but in the villages, 
where the Armenians are in the minority, 
protection is not possible, and the women 
are at the beck and call of any Kurd or 
Turk who happens to take a fancy to 
them. Moreover, this state of things is 
said to be perfectly well known to the 
Turkish government. 

It isthe custom of the government to 
sell to the highest bidder the tax priv- 
ileges of the various villages, the pur- 
chaser haying the right to collect all of the 
taxes from the people. In very many 
cases the number of young Armenian 
women in a village has a great deal to do 
with the price paid for the tax privilege. 
When the public sale is made of the tax 
privilege, it is no uncommon thing for the 
augiioncer to 

Call Out In the Market Place, 
so that all may hear, that so many girls 
are available in the village. This is done 
most frequently in the streets of the city 
of Bitlis. 

When a man has purchased the taz 
privilege of a village he considers that he 
has also bought and paid for the women 
of the village, and any attempt on the 
part of the husbands, brothers or fathers 
to resent this interpretation of the law is 
looked upon as high treason, punishable 
with death. Ifthe Armenian men object 
to this treatment of their women, they are 
beaten and driven from the village, andin 
many cases even killed. 

The tax farmer is able to take an extra 
profit out of his village by renting out o 
his friends among the Turks and Kurds 
the privilege of making use of such 
women as he does not want for himse f, 
and Kurds who cannot afford to pay ior 
this privilege content themselves with 
taking the women by force when the 
owner of the village is not present. 

Kurds and Turks who cannot afford to 
make financial arrangements with the tax 
farmer, and enter the villages openly, are 
compelled to wait until they can catch the 
Armenian women going across the fields 
Then the poor women are pounced upon 
and dragged out of sight of their friends. 

The women who suffer the most are the 
brides. Turks and Kurds think it great 
sport tocarry off a bride from the very 
arms of her husband, and to keep her in 
their own houses until they have 

Become Tired of Her Presence. 

So great is the fear felt for the official 
class of Kurds and Turks by the Arme- 
nians, that oftentimes the compliment of 
forcible seizure is not offered to the 
brides. One case is cited in which the 
Kurdish chi f does not even take the 
trouble to go to the houses of the women 
he desires. He merely says to his chief 
servant: “I want those two new brides. 

fell one of them to come here tonight 
and the other tomorrow.” 

The servant who receives this order im- 
mediately gives notice to the families of 
the brides, and at the appointed time the 
brides present themselves to the chief who 
has power over them. 

One Kurdish chief is said to manage the 
affairs of his village with some semblance 
of method and system. He makes it a 
rule that no girl shall be violated until 
she has become a bride. His theory is that 
when a maid has been violated, her chances 
of getting married are lessened, and she is, 
therefore, not as desirable a piece of prop- 
erty in the Oriental estimate of her vyil- 
lage. 

When, at the age of 12 or 15 years, she 
ventures to marry, this restriction is re- 
newed, and the chief himself is usually 
the first to seize her and carry her off to 
his own house as the wedding provession 
leaves the church door. But the forbear- 
ance of this Kurd is a rare exception.

The Industrial Arts. 

In the Woman's Exhibit at the Cotton 
States and International Exposition, at 
Atlanta, Ga., a special feature will be made 
of woman's advancement in the industrial 
arts, such as modeling in clay, designing 
wall paper, and other branches of industrial 
art work. Itis hoped that operative ex- 
hibits of this character will be secured for 
the Woman’s building, from which visitors 
can see the practical application of all 
forms of work done by woman for her own 
support, in the highest grades of artistic 
effort. Every department of work in which 
woman is engaged, from the most practical 
Lo the most artistic, it is the intention of 
the Board of Woman Managers to place in 
the Woman's Building in the form of ob- 
ject lessons before the eyes of the visiting 
multitudes. 

Another special feature in the Woman's 
Building will be an operative exhibit, il- 
lustrating the training of the blind in in- 
dustrial work. This was made quite a 
feature at the Paris Exposition, and it is 
the purpose of the Board of Women 
Managers at the Cotton States and Inter- 
national Exposition to have such an ex- 
hibition in the Woman's Building.

MUSIC WONTHEFIGHT 


“TI just was saying,’’ said the major, 
“that the boys are getting into the old 
step again, and if wecan catch a good 
swing from whatever band we get tomor- 
row we’ll show the way for you old fellows 
in great shape.”’ 

“Yes; a great deal depends upon the 
band,”’ said the colonel), reaching down to 
a drawer in bis desk and bringing up from 
its depths a box of cigars. ‘‘A good band 
can put life into the lamest column, and 
I've even known a band to put life intoa 
dead man. Fact! But here—light up. 
We’ll make a short session of it tonight, 
for tomorrow calls us out early, but there's 
plenty of time for a cigar all round. 

“It was—let me see—80 years and some 
odd months ago,’’ continued the colonel. 
“The ‘old regiment’ was down in Virginia 
then, as I have said, and a merry time we 
were having of it too. There had been 
about two days’ let up in the general un- 
pleasantness, though, and we were begin- 
ning to wonder if the other side had emi- 
grated.

In our front 
the ground was open for adistance of 
about 500 yards, and beyond that the un- 
broken woods began again. The clearing 
before us was of almost the exact shape of 
a fan, and we were at the point where the 
lines that would represent the sticks con- 
verged, so that in line of battle we stretch- 
ed completely across from the woods on 
one flank to those on the other. Some 200 
yards to our rear a road came into the one 
tha. we were guarding, from a northwest- 
erly direction, and at the intersection of 
the two was aforlorn group of tumble 
down houses, which collectively went by 
the nameof Ashford Four Corners, appar- 
ently for no earthly reason, for there cer 
tainly were not four corners there. 

‘To tell the honest truth we didn’t ex- 
pect we were so far to one side of active 
operations that we should see or hear from 
the enemy, so long as we were lucky 
enough to be allowed to remain where we 
were. But we had ‘been in the business’ 
too long to take any chances, and so we 
put in a day’s work with the ax and 
shovel and laid out avery tidy line of 
breastworks across our front. 

**We had a picket line in the woods be- 
yond the clearing,’’ he continued, *‘and 
felt pretty comfortable and safe, and s0 we 
went to work to amuse ourselves as best 
we could. Iam free to say that most of 
us found our best amusement in going to 
sleep, for we bad had a hard drive of it 
during the ten days previous, and it would 
have taken mighty lively surroundings to 


} rouse much sporting blood in us. We had 


foraging parties out, of course, but what 
they found wouldn’t have filled a haver- 
sack, and so we had to be content with 
what our few wagons had brought along. 

“It was our second night in that posi- 
tion. Ihad been officer of the guard on 
the night before, and as a result I was 
sleeping in a very determined and busi- 
nesslike way. But it didn’t take any 
alarm clock to bring me out of my blan- 
kets when a shot came cracking out from 
the woods where our pickets were, and 
when another sounded, and then two or 
three together, I began routing out my 
men mighty promptly. Well, our drum- 
mers thumped out the long roll, and the 
regiment fell in, and presently back came 
the pickets with the report that the enemy 
was in our front and, so far as they could 
judge, in force. The night was pretty 
well used up then, and the first hazy light 
of the new day was just coming. But 
there wasn't enough of it to show what 
was going on across the clearing, and 50 
we threw out skirmishers into the woods 
on either side of us and waited for the 
other fellow to show hishand. Apparently 
he, too, was a bit doubtful as to what 
might be in bis front, and so as we stood 
behind our breastworks a half hour went 
by without our being able to detect a 
movement on his part. But all this time 
the light had been growing brighter, and 
just as wecould begin to make out ob- 
jects a skirmish line came out of the op- 
posite woods and began to make its way 
slowly across the open. On they came for 
perhaps a couple of hundred yards, and 
then, seeing clearly for the first time our 
works, they halted, not seeming to have 
any great ambition to obtain a closer 
view, for you must know that by this time 
both the Confederates and we had learned 
that it was well to think twice about in- 
truding upon a force well intrenched. 
However, these fellows didn’t get much 
time to consider the situation, for we gave 
them a volley that left here and therea 
vacancy in their line, and back they went 
to the cover of the woods, firing as they 
fell back. But this little exchange of 
compliments was only acurtain raiser to 
the real performance, for in about ten 
minutes a regiment came out into the 
open, changed direction to the right and 
formed line of battle. Another followed 
it and formed line to the left of the road, 
and a battery came into position in the 
interval between them and unlimbered. 
We didn’t care particularly for the two 
regiments, but the battery looked ominous, 
and the conviction was forced upon us 
that Ashford Four Corners was destined 
to become Confederate territory in mighty 
short order unless a heavier force than 
we could muster were placed between it 
and the gray line in front of us. 

‘*But old Colonel Burleigh didn’t seem 
to be much worried at the outlook, though 
he did seem a trifle in earnest when he 
turned to the quartermaster and said: 
‘Woodside, take my horse and get back to 
the brigade as fast as the Lord will let 
you!

and notody saw Woodside start on his er- 
rand, for we had plenty to attract our at- 
tention infront. Of course we did our 
best to reply to the civilities of our visit- 
ors, for, though 500 yards was good long 
range for the muskets of those days, we 
yet hated to be idle. But it was unequal 
work, and we felt the need of guns badly. 
Why, even a single section would have 
been a godsend to us then. 

“I can’t go much into the details of the 
next hour or half hour. How long it was, 
in fact, I shall never know, for in a fight 
of that sort one has no eye for anything 


except what immediately concerns him. | 
But I remember, as if it had happened but | 
yesterday, how I turned whena shell burst | 


just over us, and I saw Whiting, my cap- 
tain, throw up his hands, stagger and 
pitch forward upon his face. I was at his 
side in an instant, but there was nothing 
that I could do to help him, for even be- 
fore I got to him he was covered with 
blood from a wound that seemed to have 
crushed in the whole top of his skull. 
Poor old Whiting! Iturned him gently 
over upon his back, gave just one look at 
him and then went back to my company, 
far I was the onlv officer left. onr secone 
lieutenant being then in hospital. Mean- 
while there bad come a short pause in the 
firing, and we felt that the next few min- 


inacharge. It was just at this moment 
that we heard the notes of a band playing 
in our rear, and presently the breeze 
brought them to us more clearly, and we 
recognized the tune that they were play- 
ing. It was our own band, and the colo 
nel had ordered it to march from the rear 
up to our line playing for all it was worth 
In the hope that the Confederates might 
be led into the belief that we were being 
re-enforced.

We were all New Englanders—all 
Massachusetts men—and although some 
of us were a godless and careless lot, yet 
most of us, I think, had been brought up 
in the good old way and knew, if only by 
ear, the old ‘psalm tunes’ of our boyhood. 
So perhaps you may imagine what we 
felt when the band came toward us play- 
ing the Portuguese hymn—that grand old 
bymn beginning: 
‘How firm a foundation, ye saints of the Lord, 
Is laid for your faith on his excellent word. 
‘Boys, I never heard a march that 
sounded more likea veritable pwan of 
victory than that glorious hymn, and in

WAS NOT UNEXPECTED 


Stambuloff Was Aware of a Plot to 
Assassinate Him. 


Ex-Premier the Victim of} 
Russian Intrigue. 


Prince Ferdinand Now Placed In a Most Un- 
comfortable Position. 


Sorta, July 17.—The excitement into 
which the city was thrown by the at- 
tempted murder of ex-Premier Stambu- 
loff has not subsided, but, on the contrary, 
has become intensified. Several arrests 
have been made in connection with the 
outrage. The condition of M. Stambuloff 
is such as to give slight hopes that he may 
yet recover from his wounds. 

M. Stambuloff, late yesterday, made a 
statement to the public prosecutor, who 
has ordered the arrest of Tufektchieff, who 
was formally charged with the murder of 
M. Beltcheff, the Bulgarian minister of 
finance, who was assassinated in March, 
1891, while in company with M. Stambu- 
loff. Mme. Beltcheff, it will be recalled, 
was recently induced to believe that M. 
Stambuloff was the murderer of her hus- 
band, and a warrant was issued, but never 
executed, for his arrest. 

A man who witnessed M. Stambu- 
loff’s coachman pursue the assassin, says 
he saw a policeman strike the coachman 
because of the latter's refusal to give up 
the revolver with which he was chasing 
the criminals, and to whom the policemen 
were not paying any attention. 

The Kolnische Zeitung (Berlin) calls at- 
tention to an interview which it had with 
M. Stambuloff some months ago. M. 
Stambuloff then had forebodings of his 
fate, and said that a band had been formed 
at Uatschbunar, a suburb of Sofia, which 
practiced the use of firearms. The gov- 
ernment said M. Stambuloff was aware of 
their existence, but winked at it. Among 
the band were the murderers of M. Belt- 
cheff, former minister of finance of Bul- 
garia, who was assassinated in 1891. 
“They have taken an oath to assassinate 
me,” said M. Stambuloff in the interview, 
“and to avenge Major Panitza (executed 
for treason in 1890 at the instance of M. 
Stambuloff). Prince Ferdinand is in- 
cluded in the list of impending victims.” 

A Perilous Situation. 

Stambuloff represented the most ardent 
patriotism and national ambition of his 
people. He was the heart of the opposi- 
tion to Russian influence, and when he 
wetired from the premiership a short time 
ago, that act was felt to be the signal ofa 
great change. Other evidences of that 
change have not éeen wanting. Prince 
Ferdinand seems to have decided that the 
best course for Bulgaria was to accept the 
Russian alliance, and it is for that that he 
has left his kingdom. 

Stambuloff was a strong statesman ina 
position which circumstances rendered 
untenable. Bulgaria needed such a man, 
but that man should have been its prince. 
Ferdinand would have been abolished 
long ago but for Stambuloff, and his di: 
missal meant the subservience and final 
subjection of the little country which 
made so brave a fight under Alexander 
of Battenberg for its autonomy, and 
gained it. The foremost man in Bulgaria 
for the last 10 or 12 years, Stambuloff was 
the latest victim of Russian intrigue. 

Prince Ferdinand is apparently between 
two fires. What he especially desires is 
the formal recognition of his princely 
status by Russia. He has received a dep- 
utation of Macedonians, and though he 
lectured the members of it, the fact that 
they were reosived at all has been freely 
commented 9n. Further, Prince Ferdi- 
nand’s unexplained journeys and the am- 
biguous language of the Bulgarian gov- 
ernment papers have given rise to the be- 
lief that the movement in Macedonia is 
being encouraged by the prince and his 
ministers. 

Courting the Czar’s Friendship. 

On the other hand, as is made evident, 
Prince Ferdinand is earnestly bent upon 
standing well with the czar, in the hope, 
of course, of obtaining from that august 
monarch the official recognition of his 
rulership, which Russia, and in conse- 
quence the rest of Europe, has so long 
denied. 

The inauguration of this distinctly Rus- 
sophile policy dates from the fall of Stam- 
buloff, last year. Stambuloff fell because 
he put his faith in the triple alliance, but 
was unable to obtain from it a recogni- 
tion of Prince Ferdinand’s international 
status. Hence, since Stambuleff and the 
triple alliance, whose steadfast supporter 
he had always been, could not obtain for 
the prince what he desired, Stambuloff 
was crushed, and a reapproachement was 
attempted with Russia, 

The difficulty of Prince Ferdinand’s po- 
sition lies in the fact that the sentiment of 
the bulk of his subjects is decidedly anti- 
Russian. Since Stambuloff’s overthrow 
there has been an increase of the influence 
of the Russophile party in the principality, 
but the distrust with which Russia has 
come to be regarded in Bulgaria is wide- 
spread, as well as deep. 

These two circumstances—Prince Ferdi- 
nand’s desire to please Russia in order to 
obtain a recognition of his rulership from 
the czar, and the thorough unpopularity 
of Russia in the principality—combine to 
render the situation in Bulgaria both com- 
plicated and dangerous. 


The Defender’s Rival. 

NEW YorK, July 17.— The Vigilant 
reached Erie basin at 5 o'clock last even- 
ing. The Defender’s only competitor for 
the honor of representing the United 
States in the international cup races will 
be drydocked. Captain Barr thinks the 
Vigilant has a royal chanoe to defeat the 
Defender at the trials.

AMESBURY STRIKE OFF 


Strikers Must Take Chances of Ob- 
taining Old Looms, 


Had No Funds Left to Con- 
tinue the Battle. 


Agent Quinn Clasms That Hamiiton Mills Em- 
: ployes Get Good Wages. 


AMESBURY, Mass., July 18.—The strike 
among the 375 weavers at the Hamilton 
mills has been virtually declared off. A 
meeting was held in Bahan hall, yesterday, 
and by a vote of 48 to 46 the weavers de- 
cided to return to work if Agent Quinn 
would give them their own looms. 

A committee of two was appointed to 
wait upon Agent Quinn to see if he would 
agree to this proposition. 

He referred the committee to Overseer 
Yates, but thg latter refused to consider 
the question, stating that Mr. Quinn must 
decide the issue raised. Mr. Quinn replied 
that a third of the 1710 looms were now 
running, operated by men who have re- 
turned since the strike was declared, and 
that under no consideration would he dis- 
charge them. The strikers could return, 
but would have torun their chances of 
obtaining looms which they had previ- 
ously left. 

It is probable that the strikers will all 
return by next Monday morning. An- 
other meeting was held to receive the re- 
port of this special committee. The situa- 
tion was then discussed by the leading 
strikers, but the prevailing opinion was 
that they had better return to work and 
obtain what they could, as their 

Funds Have Already Given Out, 
By another vote the help decided to do so, 
the same number holding out against the 
majority. 

Agent Quinn said he had about 50 men 
in the weaving department already, and 
that there are 408 looms running. The 
men have been out now four weeks and 
are on their fifth. They have not ac- 
complished anything, and their families 
have had to suffer for it. The weavers 
have been misinformed from the start, 
but I convinced President Whitehead that 
the Hamilton mills were paying their help 
as much wages as any other mill in 
Massachusetts. 

“Thad Mr. Whitehead go through the 
mill and investigate matters himself, and 
not take my work for it. We manufac- 
ture here mostly 64 print and some sheet- 
ing, running five factories the year round. 
Mr. Whitehead informed me that he was 
satisfied that we were doing as well by the 
men, and better, than most companies. 
When we are rushed, we employ 750 in all 
departments, and we give them steady 
employment. 

“Now, to show you how our mill com- 
pares with other places, here is a table 
which will back up our statement:

EARLY IN THE FIELD. 


Massachusetts Populists Frame Platform and 
Ticket For Fall Election. 

Boston, July 18.—The People’s party 
of Massachusetts held its first state dele- 
gate convention yesterday in Arcade hall. 
Two hundred and sixty enthusiastic Popu- 
lists were in attendance, and the following 
state ticket was nominated: 

For governor, E.G. Brown, Brockton; 
lieutenant governor, Thomas C. Budding- 
ton, Springfield; treasurer and receiver 
general, M. W. Moran; secretary of state, 
Charles D. Nash, Whitman; auditor, An- 
drew H. Paton, Danvers; attorney gen- 
eral, B. O. Winn, Springfield. 

Much of the afternoon session was de- 
voted to framing resolutions. The com- 
mittee finally reported a platform, the in- 
troduction of which attacks both old par- 
ties. The platform reafiirms the Omaha 
platform of the People’s party; asks for an 
unvariable silver dollar, issued by the 
governmentalone; demands the free coin- 
age of silver, 16 to 1, without waiting for 
any other nation; demands a published 
record of legislative debates; urges the 
adoption of the initiative referendum; op- 
poses the biennial election law; promises 
support to all reasonable demands of labor, 
and favors public ownership of monopolies. 


A Peculiar Case. 

PROVIDENCE, July 18.—Henry Baxter of 
this city yesterday applied to Medical Ex- 
aminer Palmer for permission to exhume 
the body of Mrs, Alexander Baxter, his 
brother’s wife. Mr. Baxter regards the 
death of Mrs. Baxter as somewhat suspic- 
ious. Since Mrs. Baxter's death the in- 
surance on her life has been paid over. 
She was 70 years of age, and Alexander 
Baxter, who is only 26 years old, was her 
third husband. She possessed money and 
property valued at least at $20,000, andin 
her will left her husband, his brother Henry 
and a 15-year-old adopted daughter each 
one-third, The will provided that in the 
event of the girl’s death, her share was to 
revert to her adopted father. On June 13 
Mrs. Baxter fainted on learning of a fam- 
ily difficulty and died the next day. The 
adopted daughter is now very sick. An in- 
vestigation will at once be held. 


Will Be Married, After All. 

PEABODY, Mass., July 18. — William 
Gove, a Lynn shoemaker, who mysteriously 
disappeared June 29, two nights before his 
contemplated marriage to Miss Barbara 
Duke of Lynn, had a conference with Miss 
Duke here yesterday afternoon. Gove 
claims that after drawing his wages on 
the last Saturday in June he remembered 
nothing unti! he found himself in Cincin- 
nati on July 9. He saw what a sensation 
his sudden departure had caused by read- 
ing a Boston paver, and determiged to 


come to Massachusetts again. He went to 
Lynnfield last Thursday. He then went 
to Salem, and finally came here, where a 
conference between him and Miss Duke 
was arranged. Miss Duke decided not to 
allow William’s unexpected visit to Ohio 
interfere with the wedding. 
Endeavor Pilcrimages., 

Boston, July 18.—The roads and streets 
of Concord and Lexington were thronged 
with Christian Endeavor piigrims yester- 
day, but there were not 45 many as Con- 
eord people had expected. Lexington, on 
the contrary, was astonished at the size of 
the crowd. The local society had ex- 
pected about 15v0, but when train load 
after train loud was emptied at the depot, 
and the long black line began the march 
to the center of the town, the local guides 
had more than they could attend to. Con- 
ord people, on the other hand, expected 


from 10,000 to 20,000 je ple. As it was, 
there were about 8000 pilgrims scattered 
over the town during the afternoon. 


Off For Now York. 

Newport, R. L., July 18.—The flag of 
the New York Yacht club was raised over 
the Defender yesterday, and a large Amer 
ican yacht ensign was displayed at the 
stern, the syndicate having taken formal 
possession of the boat. The Defender is 
headed for New York, she having been 
taken in tow last evening, with the Colo- 
nia, by the ocean tug Walter A. Lucken- 
back.

When the First Na- 
tional bank failed some time ago, the 
Dime Savings bank was so affected that 
a0 days’ withdrawal notice from deposi- 
tors was demanded, and a scale of 16 per 
cent was announced. ‘The bank is at 
present in the hands of the state bank 
commissioners, and its continuance de 
pends upon the strength of the reorgan- 
ization.

Another Accident Aboard the Western 
Built Torpedo Boat. 


1895. 


Five Men Were Almost Boiled 
to Death. 


Further Trials Delayed by the Unfortunate 
Bursting of a Steam Pipe. 


NEw Lonpon, Conn., July 18.— The 
worst accident that has as yet happened to 
the torpedo boat Ericsson occurred yester- 
day afternoon. She was out on the Sound 
for a run, when a steam pipe burst, shock- 
ingly scalding five men. The men were 
all connected with the engineer's depart- 
ment of the Ericsson, 

Their names are: Austin Williams, 
junior engineer; David Cody, junior en- 
gineer; Joseph Hamilton, junior engineer; 
William Merwin, machinist; Jacob 
Strinskey, engineer. : 


THE ERICSSON. 


The accident occurred while the Erics- 
son was between Bartlett's reef and Corn- 
field. The injured men were brought to 
the marine hospital in this city by the 
lighthouse steamer Cactus and _ their 
wounds were dressed. They were then 
transferred to the Bacon House, where 
they are under the care of physicians, 

The torpedo boat left the harbor at about 
9 o0’clock in the morning for a speed run 
down the Sound. It was not intended to 
cover the course laid out forthe official 
trial, but only to run two miles under 
trial conditions. On board, in addition to 
the crew, were Lieutenant Usher of the 
United States navy, and Assistant Super- 
intendent Hopkins of the lowa iron works, 
at which the Ericsson was built, who is 
here in charge of the vessel. 

The Ericsson was proceeding under fae 
vorable conditions and gradually increas- 
ing her power until the speed should 
reach full trial conditions. She had 
reached the rate of 28 knots, and was be- 
ing pushed toward the 29-knot speed, 
when an explosion occurred which shook 
the entire craft. A volume of steam which 
began pouring out of the hatchway, and 
the immediate stopping of the starboard 
engine, indicated where the trouble was. 

Mingled with the sound of escaping 
steam came the cries of men, and five of 
them pushed their way blindly out of the 
engine room and fell writhing in agony 
upon the deck. The high pressure had 
burst one of the immense hot water pipes. 
The men’s bodies from the waist up 

Were Terribly Scalded, 

Lighthouse tender Cactus happened te 
be near at hand, and she immediately 
came alongside, and the men were placed 
on board. The Cactus made all haste te 
this city, and the injured men were soon 
in charge of doctors. 

Neither of the men could give any in- 
formation as to how the accident occurred, 
All they know is that there was a loud ex- 
plosion and they were suddenly enveloped 
inacloud of scalding steam and a deluge 
of boiling water, which nearly burned 
them to death before they could reach the 
open air. 

Ericsson, with one engine disabled, re- 
turned to this harbor. No examination of 
the erg ne room could be made to deter- 
mine the cause of the accident, as the 
escaping steam had heated everything to 
a boiling point, so that no one could enter 
the room to make a close examination of 
the machinery. Superintendent Hopkins 
said last evening that he believed the acci- 
dent occurred to the low pressure cylinder 
of the starboard engine, by which the 
cylinder-head was broken out and smash- 
ing what is known as the by-pass pipe. 

It is said the Ericsson’s speed yesterday 
was greater than she has yet made, but 
the officials decline to give out the actual 
figures. Her contract calls for 24 knots, 
but she has, it is claimed, made close to 30 
in preliminary runs. 

Until an examination is made, it will 
not be known how much delay the acci- 
dent will cause in the further trials of the 
vessel. heh ed 

Decision Reserved.

"EDITORIAL COMMENTS. 


In 1889 Woburn, situated about the 
same distance from Boston as Quincy, had 
a larger population than this city; that of 
Woburn being 10,931, and that of Quincy 
10,570. In 1885 the census showed Quincy 
to have a Jead of 395 and in 1888 both 
towns became cities, and were termed the 
twin cities. Notice the progress since; one 
would hardly recognize Woburn and 
Quincy as twins. In 1890 the population 
of the former was 13,499 while our city bad 
16,723. The census figures of Woburn for 
1895 are just out and make a weak 
showing with those of Quincy for 
1891, those of this year not being known:

The census of 1895 will show a more 
marked difference in population, that of 
Quincy being nearly, if not fully, fifty per 
cent. larger than Woburn. 


THE 1AW limiting the debt of cities 
and also the tax rate was framed to check 
extravagance in the large cities of the 
state, but it was made applicable to the 
small cities as well. A special commission 
of the city of Boston his this week made 
an exhaustive report of the finances of 
that city. The commission finds ‘that 
the limit of indebtedness has practically 
failed.”’ In 1885 the net debt of Boston 
was less than in 1875, viz: $24,596,579.91. 
The commissioners now find it to be over 
$43,000,000, or a little less than five per 
cent., although there is a law on the 
statute books apparently limiting the net 
debt to two per cent. They find the 
limited tax rate to be inadequate, and after 
considering a proposition to raise it, they 
come to the conclusion it would be merely 
transitory and finally recommend : 

First—An amendment to the constitution 
of Massachusetts limiting the amount of 
debt; and, 

Second—When such an amendment sha!! 


have been adopted, that the law limiting 
the rate of taxation shall be repealed. 


The report says: ‘The conditions of 
Boston lead us to recommend an amend- 
ment which should provide a limit of debt, 
for purposes other than water, of 5 per 
cent. of the average valuation of the five 
preceding years, with a reduction annually 
of one-quarter of one per cent. until the 
limit or 23 per cent. is reached. This 
limit is one-half of one per cent. higher 
than the limit adopted in the legislation 
of 1885, and we believe at the end of ten 
years will be sufficient to provide for all 
legitimate improvements for which money 
should be borrowed. 

‘“* We believe that this limit would be ap- 
plicable to all other cities and towns, and 
in view of the fact that it takes two years 
to pass an amendment to the constitution, 
if our views commend themselves, we urge 
immediate agitation so as to present the 
question at the next session of the Legis- 
jature.”’ 

The law limiting the tax rate and the 
debt have been applicable to Quincy, a!- 
though entirely unnecessary, and have 
worked great injury to the city. Quincy 
has weathered the worse of it, however, 
and is now willing that the law should 
stand. In 1888, the last year of the town 
the tax levy was about $180,000 and the | 
tax rate $16.70. In passing to thecity 
government in 1889 it was possible under 
the new law to raise but $117,000 for 
current city expenses, and the tax rate 
dropped to $10.80. All enjoyed the low 
taxes that year but a debt was inevitable, 
and it grew during the next few years for 
the same reason. 

But it had another effect, to jump up the 
valuation; and now that the valuation is 
high we have no trouble in raising under 
the limit sufficient for current expenses. 
But now we have a higher State and Coun- 
ty tax, a large interest account and a good- 
sized debt, bufstill within the limit of the 
law, two and one-half per cent. 

This limit should be maintained and not | 
increased to five as the Boston commission 
suggests. The State in the future should 
be careful not to work injury to small cities 
in fruitless attempts to check the large |} 
cities.

A Memorable Meeting 
Held Last Evening. 


The Union Enjoys a Rare 
Privilege, 


Speakers from England Scotland 
and Prince Edwards Island. 


Last evening the First Presbyterian 
church was well filled with Christian

His theme was the practical living of the

and the almost inestimable benefit to the 
church of the Christian Endeavor society. 
When he was converted, there was no such 
society, With a few others he undertook 
work somewhat along its lines, but lacking 
the unity of purpose and development of 
plans of the great society. When be be- 
gan to preach, he lacked the facility of 
speech, which every faithful Eodeavorer 
may acquire in that training-school, 
the prayer meeting; and it was a 
long, hard task for him to fight free 
from his manuscript. In the private 
exercises of the Christian life, he thought 
the early morning hour the best time for 
prayer, and advised early rising for that 
the specific purpose. Atnight, wearied after 
day, instead of a prayer kneeling at one’s 
bedside, he thought it helpful to walk up 
and down in one’s room or in the garden, 
eyes open, but thoughts turned inward in 
communion with God.

church, who has a congregation of 85° 
members in Glasgow, Scotland, the beauti-

Assessments Should be 
by Land Values. 


The System of Fixing Valua- 
tion Criticised. 


Vacant Land Should be Taxed at its 
True Value. 


Editors of the Daily Ledger: 


You ask, “‘how I would pay for the 
sewer ? How much should the city pay; 
and if assessments are to be levied, should 
they be by frontage, area valuation or water 
rates ?” 

I answer, in brief, that I do not object 
to the terms of the new law; but I would 
interpret that law so that the portion paid 
by the land owners should be levied accord- 
ing to its value; and ‘‘the city ’’—i. e, the 
people collectively—shall pay the re- 
mainder, but that such taxes should be 
raised by assessing all land at its true 
value, exclusive of allimprovements, and 
also by lessening taxes upon every form 
of business enterprise, and upon all build- 
ings. 

I would have the voters of Quincy con- 
sider these propositions seriously, and see 
to it that assessors are elected or appointed, 
who will carry out their wishes. 

Allow me to state in as few words as 
possible, the great advantage this simple 
change would bring to all of us, except 
those engaged in land speculation. 

It cannot be too often repeated that 
** the city,’ or * the nation” has no money 
with which to pay for anything, except 
what it raises by taxation. ‘*The city” 
or *‘ the nation’’ can issue bonds, but these 
bonds, with interest upop same, must be 
paid by the people in increased taxation. 
It is so easy to say, ‘‘let the city do this, 
or the nation do that,’’? withc ut stopping 
to think that all of this burden rests, 
finally, upon the people, colleciively— 
millionaires usually escaping; and the city 
or nation has no more right to live beyond 
its means, and go unnecessarily into debt, 
than has the individual. 

What are its means, and how are we to 
know what it can afford? By a just 
valuation. Ours is said to be about 14 
millions; but this is incorrect, for the 
reason that, vacant land is not assessed at 
its irue value. It has long been the uni- 
versal practice of assessors to rate vacant 
land, held for speculative purposes, much 
lower than occupied land having precisely 
similar market value, for the reason that 
such land was supposed to return no in- 
come, whereas it does return the surest 
profits of any property, by its steady rise, 
and often, exceedingly rapid rise. 

For example: the agre-sed valuation of 
the land—exclusive cf all improvements— 
in the city of Washington, D. C. in 1892 
was about 76 millions; while the real value 
according to the testimony of the best rea! 
estate experts was over 300 millions. 

This subject is receiving much attention 
everywhere. A bill bas passed the New 
York Legislature which provides for taxing 
farm lands in upper New York city as city 
lots. It is raising a storm of protest from 
rich owners of lands, as it would increase 
th~ assessments from $500 per acre to 
$5,625 an acre, and 5,000 acres would be 
affected. In these is included the James 
Gordon Bennett estate, and of course, the 
New York Herald is naturally very indig- 
nant, This is the home seeker’s oppor- 
tunity, for these so-called ‘* farms’’ must 
now be sold. 

It is said that the building of this sewer 
will ** make work.” So it will; but it will 
not make nearly as much work or improve- 
ment in all kinds of business as would 
come to this city if vacant land was taxed 
at its true value, for this would make more 
homes, stimulate the building trade and 
all other allied industries. There would 
be more mouths to feed, more to buy news- 
papers, etc. 

In Hyatisville, Maryland, this plan was 
put in operation for one year, and then 
defeated, not by the people,—but by the 
courts, through the influence of land 
speculators. Though, in Hyattsville, taxes 
were taken off business and all improve- 
ments, in order to encourage and stimu- 
late them—the only increase upon land 
values being ten cents upon one hundred 
dollars—yet a much larger revenue was 
raised than under the old system, for the 
reason that, all land was assessed at its 
true value. Many land-owners, who most 
strenuously opposed this system, at first, 
were surprised to find their tax bills much 
lessened, because there was no tax upon 
buildings. 

Perbaps this is too great a reform to be 
brought about, suddenly; but there is no 
reason why we should not begin, by lessen- 
ing taxes upon business and everything 
produced by labor, skill and enterprise, 
and tax all land at its true market value. 
If this could be done, we would not be 
taxed as now, $1750 per thousand, yet 
raise a much larger revenue, sufficient for 
all our actual needs. 

This change would be beneficial to all 
except the land speculator; and even he 
has other interests. He is also a laborer 
and a business man, and in these two rela- 
tions he would be a great gainer. Morever, 
he is ubiquitous. Few men of means can 
be found who do not carry a title deed as | 
vacant land. 


It would be unfair to ask that one or two 
individua's only, shall cease to hold land 
idle—shall cease tomake money by the 
growth of the community ; for this wrong 
is institutional, not individual, and the 
only way to right it isto treat all ‘alike, and 
by taxation eliminate this great wrong 
everywhere, and so give the home seekers 
a better chance, make it easier for those 
struggling to pay for homes and for all 
business men. Besides this method is 
just and equitable. 

But I would appeal to something deeper 
than the pocket, stronger than selfishness— 
to each one’s sense of justice. Indeed, I 
woald appeal to all landlord’s themselves. 
I believe when they see this in its true 
light, that their love for their city and 
public spirit will make them foremost in 
trying to bring about a change that will 
prove so beneficial to the great majority of 
our citizens, 

Let us all unite in one earnest effort to 
return to the city—i. e. the people collec- 
tively—this fund which taey collectively 
produce—zround rents—because it is just 
and right. 

And if this system of taxation could be 
carried oat throughout the United States, 
it would break the back of all those mo- 
nopolies which are now eating out the 
heart of our republic, 

“ The soil lies fallow—the woods grow rank; 

Yet idle the poor man stands! 

For millions of hands want acres— 

While millions of acres want hands!”

Bulgaria Has Lost Her 
Greatest Statesman. 


Was Always a Most Bitter 
Enemy of Russia. 


Plots, Counterpiots and Hairbreadth Escapes 
During His Career. 


Sorta, July 19.—Premier Stambuloff, 
who was assassinated in the street on 
Monday, died yesterday morning from the 
terrible wounds he received at the hands 
of his assailants. 

It has fallen to the lot of but few men 
to be so loved and so hated as Stefan 
Nicolof Stambuloff, and to have won such 
world-wide renown at the age of 42. He 
was bornin Tirnovain 1853. His family 
wished him to lead an ecclesiastical career, 
and he was sent to the great seminary at 
Odessa to study theology. The uprising 
in Bosnia and Herzogovina, which was 
the forerunner of the great conflict of 1877, 
occurred soon after young Stambuloff 
began his studies, and he at once ran 
away from the seminary to join in the 
comingfray. 

Stambuloff’s first object was to start an 
insurrectionary movement in Bulgaria, 
and his associates were forced to seek 
refuge in Bucharest. There they con- 
tinued their plottings, and when the war 
of 1877-78 between Russia and Turkey 
opened, Stambuloff joined the Russian 
army asa volunteer. ‘Thus since his 17th 
year he has been the hero of plots and 
counterplots, of daring adventures and of 
hairbreadth escapes. 

Some of Stambuloff’s comrades died as 
Bulgarian volunteers in the war. Some 
have been sent into exile with the sign- 
manual of their quondam friend and com- 
rade, Stambuloff, upon the warrant of 
their banishment. Some have been broken 
in heartand spirit by the bastinado ad- 
ministered by Stambuloff’s order; some 


dy long imprisonment in the black 
mosque. Others have been shot for 
treason by his order. Of all the band 


Stambuloff alone survived. 
Stambuloff Alone Survived, 


M. Stambuloff became, after the elec- 
tion of Alexander I as Prince of Bulgaria, 
with M. Karaveloff, one of the chiefs of 
the Liberal party. In 1884, when the lat- 
ter resigned the presidency of the Sobranje | 
to form a ministry, M. Stambuloff was 
elected president of the assembly. He re- 
mained two years in this position; and 
when the conspiracy against Prince Alex- 
ander was exposed at Sofia, Aug. 21, 1886, 
he formed a counter government against 
the revolutionary government of M. Zan- 
koff, which was overturned at the end of 
that day. 

Prince Alexander intended to return to 
Bulgaria, and M. Stambuloff was charged 
with the conduct of a deputation to meet 
him at Rustchuk. Prince Alexander, be- 
lieving that he was compelled to abdicate 
on account of the hostile attitude of 
Russia, MM. Stambuloff, Karaveloff and 
Moutkouroff were named regents on 
Sept. 7. From that moment M. Stam- 
buloff has not ceased to play the chief part 
in the direction of affairs in Bulgaria, and 
the destiny of the principality appeared to 
rest upon his shoulders. 

From the instant of his accession to 
power he has distinguished himself by his 
constant opposition to the meddling of 
Russiain the questions of the domestic 
politics of Bulgaria and by his repeated 
attempts toward securing his 
land's 

Independence From Turkey. 

Many of the chief statesmen of Bul- 
garia have paid the price of their opposi- 
tion to Stambuloff by their death. Prob- 
ably the most notorious conspiracy was 
that of Major Panitza, discovered in Feb- 
ruary. 1800. The long trial that followed 
resulted in the condemnation of Major 
Panitza to death, and he was shot on 
June 20, despite the efforts of almost the 
whole of Europe. 

The year following, the assassination of 
M. Beltcheff by a murderer who wished to 
kill M. Stambuloff himself (March 27, 
1891), gave place to a trial productive of 
many startling incidents and ending in 
bloodshed again. There were implicated 
in thi affair many of the principal men of 
the country. 

It terminated in the condemgation to 
death of four of the accused, «4d in the 
sentencing of M. Karaveloff to five years’ 
imprisonment. Six others of the accused 
received lighter sentences. 

Throughout the whole of Europe indig- 
nant protestations went up against the 
result of this trial, but Stambuloff was 
not to be moved by threat or persuasion, 
and the quadruple execution took place 
eight days after the sentence, on July 26. 

In spite of the fact that these execu- 
tions at one time threatened to embroil 
the whole of Europe in war, M. Stambuloff 
continued his course of

Irritating Russia 

at every possible opportun ty, and of pro- 
voking the wrath of all countries in sym- 
pathy with her. Under a trivial pretext 
he brought about the expulsion of a 
French correspondent and refused all 
reparation to the French minister of for- 
eign affairs, who therefore suspended all 
relations with the Bulgarian government. 
This was on Dec. 13, 1891. 

The cabinet of M. Stambuloff shortly 
afterward defied Turkey about a question | 
of tribute. His next move, made possible 
by the patronage of England and of 
Austria, was to have the Bulgarian loans 
admitted to the official quotations on the | 
bourses of London and Vienna. He then | 
caused the sobranje to vote a pension for | 
life to ex-Prince Alexander I as a souvenir 
of the victory of Olivnitza. 

A last act, a triumph of politics, was the 
marri of Prince Ferdinand with Prin- 
cess M: Louise of Parma. This was 
solemnized on April 20, 1893, at the Villa 
Pianore, her father the Duke of Parma’s 
residence, near Viarregio. On this occa

CHRISTIAN ENDEAVOR. 


Topic Fer the Week Beginning July 21. 
Comment by Rev. S. H. Doyle. 


Topic.—A clean life.—Ps. cxix, #16 (A 
temperance topic.) 

The question of the Psalmist in the 
first verse of the topical reference, 
‘*Wherewithal shall a young man cleanse 
his way?’ implies that the way or the 
life is unclean. This is in the unregen- 
erate state the case. We are born in sin. 
The natural heart is sinful and corrupt, 
for ‘‘it is not subject to the law of God, 
neither indeed can be.’’? An unclean life 
is the necessary consequence of an un- 
clean heart, as an impure stream must 
follow an impure fountain. 

The importance of a pure, holy, hon- 
est, upright life cannot be estimated. It 
is the one thing above all others that 
should be desired and earnestly sought 
after. Nothing will compensate us fora 
loss of it. It is of inestimable value even 
from the standpoint of this present life, 
not toconsider the fact of its tremen- 
dous importance in view of the fact that 
nothing unclean can enter into the king- 
dom of heaven. If aclean life is of so 
much importance, we may well ask, 
How may we have clean lives? This 
question is particularly applicable to the 
young, for then it is that the character 
of the life is formed, and then it is 
easier, too, if mistakes have been made 
to rectify them and to make the life 
clean. 

The Psalmist here lays down the only 
true rule or principle for a clean life— 
namely, that we take heed to the word 
of God, that we square our lives by 
God’s word, that we live in accordance 
with it. God’s word is the only true so- 
lution of the problem of a true life. It 
transcends all human philosophy and 
ethics of men in that it applies the ax at 
the root of the tree, demanding that 
first of all the heart, the inward life 
must be clean. The Bible solution is 
regeneration—change of heart—rather 
than reformation, simply a change in 
the form of life. The logic of this stand- 
ard is appareng to all. You can no 
more make a clean man by changing his 
form of life than you can cure a con- 
sumptive by putting on him a new suit 
of clothes. Given a clean heart and a 
clean life necessarily follows; without 
the first, the second is impossible. 

To be effective in cleansing the life 
God’s word must be laid up in the heart. 
It must be studied and meditated upon, 
and it must be practiced in the daily 
life. Let us devote more time to God’s 
word that we may keep the heart pure 
and the life clean.

There are many handsome memoria) 
at Mt. Wollaston cemetery, but there are 
few that will attract more attention thap 
the sarcopbagus monument erected on the 
Hardwick lot in the new part this week by 
C. H. Hardwick & Co. It is a massive 
structure and is of Hardwick’s best Quincy 
granite and was cut at that firm’s works in 
this city. 

It consists of three bases, a die, plinth 
and cap. The bottom base is of fine cut 
work beveled and is 8-01x5-4. The second 
and third bases are beveled and are polished 
on four sides, 

On the four corners of the die are highly 
polished columns with carved capitals, and 
on the front in a panel is the name 
“*Hardwick’’ in raised polished old 
English letters. The four sides of the 
plinth are exquisitively carved and are very 
handsome, while the four sides of the cap 
are polished and the top is fine cut work. 
Ou the front there is a flight of three steps 
cut from one block of granite the balus- 
trade being polished. Besides the monu- 
ment itself four handsome markers have 
been placed on the lot.

MILLIONS OF BIBLES. 


The Work of the American Bible Society 
For the Past Year. 

The seventy-ninth annual report of 
the American Bible society, which covy- 
ers the work of that organization in 
printing and circulating the Scriptures 
during the past year, has just been pub- 
lished. The society has distributed more 
Yolumes in China during the year than 
in any preceding year since it began its 
operations there. In Japan, too, the 
Bible committee has been able to ac- 
complish a great deal of work among 
the soldiers of the Japanese army. More 
than 1,500,000 Bibles, Testaments and 
integral portions of the Bible were 
printed by the society within the year, 
and over 1,000,000 of them were print- 
ed on the presses in the Bible House, 
New York, and more than 500,000 were 
printed in foreign lands. Through pur- 
chases of additional volumes the total 
number printed and procured by the so- 
ciety amounted to 1,958,674 copies. Of 
these 947,103 volumes were issued from 
the Bible House and 634,025 in foreign 
lands. Of the volumes issued from the 
Bible house 101, 196 Bopies were sent to 
foreign lands and are not counted among 
the issues in foreign countries. 

Of the issnes of 947,103 volumes from 
the Bible Honse 845,907 have been for 
the home supply. On account of the 
falling off of the receipts thg society 
was compelled to restrict its colportage 
work to a considerable extent. Only 27 
colporteurs have been employed for the 
whole or a part of the year in 12 states 
and two territories. The colporteurs 
visited 71,078 families and found 12,- 
634 without the Scriptures. The num- 
ber of families visited by the American 
Bible society and its auxiliaries was 
516,798, of which 119,244 were found to 
be without the Scriptures. Destitute 
families were supplied to the number of 
84,299, and individuals in additian to 
the number of 19,982. 


SUSAN’S LAST DITCH. 


How the Woman Suffragists Have Taken 
the Bull by the Horns. 

Susan B. Anthony has assumed a po- 
sition that is truly advanced. Ata large 
gathering of equal suffrage women in 
Topeka, she drafted and had passed a 
resolution setting forth that, as the men 
of Kansas had refused to permit women 
to vote, it was the duty of every self re- 
specting woman in the state to fold her 
hands and refuse to help any moral, re- 
ligious or charitable reform until the 
adjective ‘‘male’’ is stricken from the 
constitution. 

This resolution, which 
unanimous vote, willdo more, if carried 
out conscientiously, than anything wo- 
man has yet done to liberate her sex 
from the irksome duties that appertain 
to a moral, religious or charitable life. 
Susan, to put it plainly, has taken the 
suffrage bull by the horns. When a wo- 
man puts her foot down and says dis- 
tinctly that if she cannot have her own 
way, then she will not bother about such 
things as moral, religious or charitable 
obligations, you may know, as the old 
saying is, that she doesn’t care whether 
school keeps or not.

BRITISH POLITICS. 


Conservatives Adding to Their Ranks---Rider 
Haggard Attacked While Electioneering. 


Conditions Considered Favorable to| Loxpoxs, July 20.—The total returns 


Activity In Trade Cireles, 


Canada’s Crop Outlook Some- 
what Discouraging. 


Lower Prices For Corn and Wheat---How It 
Fares With the Industrials. 


New York, July 20.—Bradstreet’s to- 
day says: All the previously reported 
favorable industrial and commercial fea- 
tures are continued this week, the endur- 
ance of the revival in demand for iron and 
steel, the further advances in prices of the 
same and additional increases of wages of 
industrial employes being the most signi- 
ficant. 

Notwithstanding the midsummer 
quiet in some lines of general trade, the 
volume of general business throughout 
the country is largely in excess of that of 
one year ago. 

Grasshoppers and lack of rain have in- 
jured the crops in the province of Quebec, 
and in western Ontario the outlook is so 
unfavorable in some localities that cattle 
have been turned into wheat and hay 
fields. 

General trade at Montreal is only fair, 
and requests for renewals have increased. 
Fears as to the consequences of the banking 
embarrassment there have subsided in 
large part. The general trade prospect 
there, as at Quebec city, is not as bright as 
it was 10 days ago. Business is quiet at 
Toronto, with a moderate improvement in 
demand, based on general crop prospects 
and the demand for wool from the United 
States. The outlook is favorable at Hali- 
fax, and fair at Prince Edward Island. 
Drougth and forest fires have added to the 
disaster in Newfoundland, but the fishing 
season in that colony is said to have been 
uncommonly good. 

What Dun & Co. Have to Say. 

R. G. Dun & Co.’s weekly review of trade 
says: The week’s news is not entirely en- 
couraging, but is all the more natural be- 
cause there are signs of midsummer dull- 
ness. 

Wheat prospects are not quite so good 
as last week, but still there are lower 
prices, as corn and cotton haye been 
lowered. The exports of gold and the less 
favorable treasury returns for July are 
not unexpected and mean nothing as to 
coming business. There is perceptible 
decrease in the demand for most manu- 
factured products, and the actual distribu- 
tion to consumers naturally lessen in 
midsummer. Much of the recent buying 
Was to anticipate a rise in prices, and 
such purchases fell off when prices have 
risen, 

There are still numerous advances in 
wages, but strikes grow more numerous 
and important. In part because business 
was usually large in the first half of July 
& quite tone meets reasonable expecta- 
tions. 

The future turns on crops and the mar- 
kets reflect a prevailing belief that the 
crops are to be fair. Stocks carried over 
are such that a yield of 7,000,000 bales cot- 
ton and 420,000,000 bushels wheat would 
meet all needs, but lower prices prophesy 
larger yields, and of corn probably the 
largest on record. Wheat has declined 2 
cents for September, corn 1!4 cents and 
cotton } cent for spot. 


To some extent industries are awaiting | 


the crop outcome, as usual in July, but 
reports of more works going into opera- 
tion express faith in the fall demand, for 
atime of reaction after the heavy pur- 
chases of the past two months was inevit- 
able. Orders have so accumulated in iron 
products that some works forego the usual 
summer rest, and eastern furnaces, soon 
to begin blast, will add about 6000 tons 
weekly to the production. Yet the week 
has been In new business the dullest since 
the rise in prices began, as many hesitate 
to buy after so great an advance. A few 
quotations have advanced—gray forge and 
eastern bar—while bessemer pig isa shade 
weaker at Pittsburg. but the average of 
all prices is 1 per cent higher for the week 
and 28.3 per cent higher than Feb. 1. 


Minor metals are stronger, with sales of 


4,000,000 pounds copper up to 11 cents for 
lake, and tin is firm in spite of a large 
visible supply.

A WASHINGTON SENSATION. 


Cabinet Officers Hold a Session at the Capitol. 
Purport of the Meeting a Secret. 

WASHINGTON, July 20.—Yesterday, for 
the first time in many years, there was a 
midsummer cabinet meeting held here in 
the absence of the president. Secretary of 
State Olney apparently came to Washing- 
ton from Falmouth, Mass., for the express 
purpose, for he arrived yesterday noon and 
left this city this morning. 

Secretary Olney called at the war de- 
partment soon after his arrival at the 
state department to talk with Secretary 
Lamont. The latter was absent at the 
time, and he failed to attend the cabinet 
meeting, which was held later, although 
an effort was made to summon him by 
telephone. Secretary Herbert next re- 
ceived a visit from the secretary of state, 
and about 4 o'clock the pair walked over 
to the state department and were closeted 
in the office of Secretary Olney. Here 
they were joined in the course ofa half 
hour by Secretary Carlisle and Attorney 
General Harmon, who had been called by 
telephone into the conference. 

This lasted for fully two hours and from 
time to time Assistant Secretary Adee, 
who has been acting as secretary of state 
during the absence of Secretary Olney, 
was called into the room to advise the 
cabinet as to some point under discussion, 

One theory is that the Mora claim was 
before the cabinet, in the shape of some 
proposition from the Spanish government 
for its settlement,that perhaps involved the 
element of long time, and consequently 
justified some hesitation before it could be 
disposed of.

DEATH iN AN INSTANT. 


Four Men Run Down by a Fiteh- 
burg Express Train, 


Attempted to Cross Track In 
a Carriage. 


Scene of the Catastrophe a Dangerous Spot 
Near Williamstown. 


WILLIAMSTOWN, Mass., July 22.—The 
“Dugaway,” a place two miles west of 
this town, was the scene of a terrible grade 
crossing accident yesterday afternoon. 
Four men were instantly killed and two 
others escaped death by the merest chance. 

The party was returning from a drive 
to Pownal, Vt., and had stopped a few 
feet from the crossing to allow an east 
bound freight to pass. Passenger train 
157, Engineer Weatherby, west bound, 
came thundering down the other track, 
but was hidden from the fated party by 
the freight. 

The carriage was directly across the 
tracks when the engine struck it. Prindle 
and White had just time to jump, thereby 
saving their lives. The other men, with 
the carriage and one of the horses at- 
tached, were hurled into the air and came 
down in an indescribable heap. Dudley 
was the only who breathed after the acci- 
dent, and he expired after a few brief 
gasps. The others lay as they fell, among 
the broken and twisted remnants of the 
carriage in which they had been driving. 
The mangled carcass of the horse lay a 
little to one side, while beside and still at- 
tached to it by the harness stood its mate, 
uninjured. 

Did Not Heed Danger Signals. 

The team drove to within afew feet of 
the crossing and stopped to allow freight 
to pass. White jumped out of the wagon 
and attempted to board the train, but fell. 
Just then the freight engine began to give 
short whistles. 

Prindle, who has worked on the rail- 
road, knew that was a danger signal and 
warned his companionsagainst proceeding 
until both tracks were clear. They laughed 
at him, however, and po sooner had the 
caboose of the freight passed than they 
whipped up their horses to cross the tracks. 

Prindle was alarmed and begged the 
men tostop. They continued on their 
way, but no sooner had they gained the 
tracks than the passenger train, which had 
been hidden from their view by the freight 
cars, dashed into them. There was a 
short, blood-curdling cry, a terrific crash, 
and four men were hurled to death. 

It was the worst accident that has oc- 
curred in this vicinity in many years, and 
both Pownal and Williamstown were 
greatly excited over it. 

Railroad Not to Blame. 

It appears that absolutely no blame at- 
taches to the railroad eompany. William 
Blake, who resides within a stone’s throw 
of the accident, and who heard the crash, 
is positive that the engineer of the pas 
train whistled at the proper dis 
tance from the crossing. 

Prindle distinctly remembers the warn- 
ing whistles, while the other survivor 
could not be found this evening, and 
nothing could be learned at Williamstown 
concerning the families of the dead men. 

Prindle’s escape from death was re- 
markable. He lost both feet in a railroad 
accident some time ago, and how he 
jumped from the wagon to safety isa 
mystery. 

He appeared dazed when interviewed, 
and could scarcely realiz» the terrible 
fatality, but he told hisstory in a straight- 
forward manner, and it agreed with that 
of other witnesses. 

As soon as possible the train was stopped 
and several people rushed to the 
The bodies were taken out from among 
the wreckage, and borne to the baggage 
car and thence to the Pownal (Vt.) sta- 
tion, half a mile beyond. Later they were 
taken in charge by Undertaker Comisky 
of North Adams, and removed to that 
place. 

It is stated that both engineers whistled 
and rang the bell at the proper distance 
from the crossing, but that these signe ils 
were either not heard or were disregarded 
by the men in the carriage.

WILLIMANTIC, Conn., July 22.—Bank CITY SQUARE, 
Commissioner Crofut announces that from 
discoveries made since his examination of — 
the Dime Savings bank a week ago, the in- 
stitution is insolvent by at least $380,000, 
and that he sees nothing to be done but to 
close the bank. John Walden, who for 15 
years was cashier of the bank and who re- 
signed last Wednesday at the request of 
the corporators, has disappeared. 

The general cash book and the daily bal- 
ance book cannot be found, and the real 
estate book is badly mutilated. The time 
lock of the safe has run down and the key 
is gone. An officer has been placed in 
charge of the bank. The Dime Savings 
bank has been having a hard struggle ever 
since the recent failure of the First Na- 
tional bank through the defalcations of 
Cashier Risley. The bank commissioners 
have been in charge of the Dime Savings 
bank, and it was hoped both by the offi- 
cials and corporators that plans might be 
perfected for the continuance of the insti- 
tution. To this end a 90 days’ notice from 
depositors wishing to withdraw was an- 
nounced and a 16 per cent scale. 

Last Wednesday the corporators met to 
perfect plans for the reorganization before 
the first of the 9) days’ notice should ex- 
pire on July 22. At this meeting the resig- 
nation of Cashier Walden was requested, 
and it was at once presented and accepted. 
Another meeting was called for Friday, at 
which time it was voted to increase the 
board of corporators by eight, and a final 
meeting for the election of officers was ap- 
pointed for today. Meanwhile, Commis- 
sioner Crofut had appealed to the supreme 
court for an injunction to prevent a run 
on the bank when the notices come due 
today.

Sicily and Malta won well-deserved renown 
towards the end of the last century. Many 
facts and stories he recounts that seem 
strangely old-world to us, though the date 
is little more than a hundred years ago, | 
so grandly did the French Revolution 
transform Europe. 

Malta was full of wonders more or less 
droll while the Knights held it. But 
nothing equaled the stone guns. Every- 
body knows that the fortifications were cut 
out of the solid rock, but Brydone was 
right in saying that a kind of ordinance 
used to defend them was unknown to all 
the world besides. 

As we understand his description, | 
the Knights left a grand block of stone 
where they hollowed out an embrasure in 
the cliff, which afterwards they shaped | 
and bored in the form of a gigantic motar. | 
These engines contained a whole barrel | 
of gunpowder. That shoveled in, they | 
plugged it with a great piece of wood, fitted 
exactly to the bore, as wadding, and loaded | 
up with cannon balls, shells and other! 
deadly materials. | 

About fifty of these remarkable guns | 
commanded the spot which a hostile ship | 
was most likely to approach. ‘“ The|

| INSURGENTS TS DEFEATED. 


Details of the Battle Fought On July 11---Many 
Killeé on Both Sides. 


HAVANA, July 22.—Further details are 
constantly coming to hght concerning the 
action between the insurgents and the 
column of Marshal Martinez de Campos, 
between Manzanillo and Bayamo, on July 
11. The more that is known of the action 
the more it is seen that the captain general 
and his forces were in a position of ex- 
treme peril, and that it was only by the 
personal leadership and military skill of 
Marshal de Campos himself that the day 
was saved and made an especially glorious 
action for the Spanish army. 

De Campos then took command. Sabana 
Perulejo, with 2000 of the insurgent cay- 
alry, charged upon the Spanish forces. 
De Campos madea great and heroic de- 
fense against the flerce attack. He or- 
dered mules and horses killed, and with 
them and with the baggage of ‘the troops 
he formed barricades to obstruct the in- 
surgent cavalry charges. The latter were 
not able to resist the firing of the Mauser 
riflesin the hands of the Spaniards, and 
commenced to waver, 

Campos’ military experience admon- 
ished him to take advantage of this weak- 
hess, and he immediately charged with 
the cavalry, while the infantry attacked 
with bayonets and routed the insurgents, 
who divided into bands and dispersed. 

He then made his way to Bayamo, 
where he was enthusiastically received. 
The troops lost, besides General Santo- 
cildes, 13 officers dead and wounded and 
70 soldiers dead and about 100 wounded. 
The insurgents lost 500 dead or wounded. 
Brigadier Rabi, Colonel Machado and 
Major Moncada were killed. Among the 
wounded were Captain Ramirez and two 
chiefs of a lower grade.

BALTIMORE, July 22.—The service of the 
last day of the fifth annual international 
convention of the Baptist Young People’s 
Union of American was particularly im- 
pressive.

ALL KINDS OF MONEY. 


UNITED STATES TREASURY EXHIBIT 
AT THE ATLANTA EXPOSITION. 


Curious Old Bonds and Notes—England’s 
Check For Damages Done by the Ala- 
bama—Rare Old Colonial Notes—An In- 
teresting Array. 


Register J. Fount Tillman of the 
United States treasury will send from 
his bureau to the Atlanta exposition 
one of the most interesting and attract- 
ive exhibits to be furnished for that oc- 
casion by the United States government. 
The exhibit—then rather incomplete in 
some of its details—attracted widespread 
attention at the Columbian exposition 
in Chicago. 

Since then many new features have 
been added until now it forms the most 
complete collection of all issues of 

| money of this government in existence. 
It is not only valuable to those interest- 
ed in the fimancial history of this coun- 
try, but it serves as well to illustrate 
the great and rapid advance made in 
the art of engraving. The first attempts 

| to engrave notes were crude and rough, 
while the later efforts are the beautiful 
works of art with which is 
familiar. 

The exhibit contains specimens of 
treasury issues of every form, made on 
account of the various loans, since the 
foundation of the government, gronped 
and arranged in chronological order. 
Added to this isa full and well pre- 
served collection of colonial money, 
which is valuable as well as interesting. 
The government was compelled to pur- 
chase this collection by piecemeal from 
various persons who were holding the 
money as souvenirs, and a good price 

ras paid for the necessary pieces to 
complete thecollection. One of the fea- 
tures of the exhibit the continental 
money.

SCORES OF LIVES LOST. 


A Passenger Steamer Sunk In Col- 
lision Off Italy’s Coast. 


Many of the Victims Were 
Asleep In Their Beds. 


Affair to Be Thoroughly Investigated by the 
Italian Government. 


GENOA, July 22.—The Italian steamers 
Ortigia and Maria P collided off Isla Del 
Pinto, at the entrance of the Gulf of 
Spezzia, yesterday. The latter sank and 
148 passengers were drowned. 

The Maria P was bound from Naples to 
La Plate. There was a crew of 17, and 
the passengers numbered 173. She was 
calling here en route to her destination. 
She was entering the Gulf of Genoa when 
she met the Ortigia, outward bound. 
They only noticed each other when a col- 
lision was inevitable. 

The bow of the Ortigia crashed into the 
starboard side of the Maria P The water 
rushed in through the hole, and the 
Maria P sank in three minutes. 

The majority of the passengers were 
asleep at the time of the accident, and had 
no time to escape after the alarm was 
given. They were engulfed with the 
vessel. The Ortigia rescued 14 of the crew 
and 28 of the passengers of the Maria P. 

Other steamers have been dispatched to 
the scene of the and are now 
searching for further survivors, 

At the conclusion of the sitting of the 
chamber yesterday at Rome the minister 
of marine announced the news of the dis- 
asterin the midst of a profound sensa- 
tion, adding that an officer, a seaman and 
8 stoker, and 144 passengers of the Maria P. 
had perished. The Ortigia had 25 passen- 
gers on board. 

Saw the Danger Too Late to Prevent It. 

The sky was overcast at the time of the 
accident, and there was little Both 
captains were asleep, and Third Officer 
Revello was on watch on the Ortigia and 
Second Officer DiAngelo was on watch on 
the Maria P. The Ortigia was going at 
the rate of 11 miles an hour, and the Maria 
P at the rate of eight miles. Both vessels 
saw the lights of the other and continued 
on their proper roads till the mistake was 
made, it is not established by whom, 
which brought the Maria P_ broadside to- 
ward the Ortigia. Third Officer Revello of 
the Ortigia saw the danger and ordered 
the engines reversed. But the order came 
too late. The Ortigia struck the Maria P, 
making an enormous gap in her side. 

All the boats of the Ortigia were 
lowered, and the crews rescued all they 
could of the survivors. The latter, for the 
most part, remain in such a state of terror 
since the rescue that they are unable to 
give a single detail of the disaster. Cap- 
tain Ferrara, who was saved, said that he 
was sleeping in his cabin when he was 
awakened by cries and shouts and a great 
noise. He rushed upon deck and saw the 
Ortigia backing off, while his 
was sinking. Seeing that all was lost, he 
jumped into the sea, where he was picked 
up by the Ortigia’s boats.

LOOKS BAD FOR HOLMES. 


Another Murder May Be Laid at This Notori- 
ous Criminal’s Door. 

CHICcCAGC, July 22.—Another important 
discovery was made in the search in the 
old store in which human bones were said 
to have been found. While examining 
this store the police found several shoe 
buttons and the charred portion of a 
woman's shoe with several shreds of cloth 
and portions of a “hook and eye.” 

The examination of the large ash grate 
of Holmes’ stove resulted in another start- 
ling discovery, when two charred bones, 
resembling human ribs, were found 
among the refuse. The bones were badly 
burned, and were handled with great care 
to prevent their breaking. 

A local paper says: To the long list of 
murders and other crimes directly traced 
to the archflend, H. H. Holmes, must now 
be added the mysterious disappearance of 
Mrs. I. L. Connor and her 12-year-old 
daughter, with a reasonable certainty that 
they may have been disposed of in the 
same manner in which the rest of his vic- 
tims met their death. 

Mrs. Connor and her child were last 
seeninthe company of Holmes in this 
city in 1593. Since then all trace of them 
have been lost, and the shrewdest of de- 
tectives, who, at the instigation of the 
woman's family have been working on the 
case, are now of the opinion that the find- 
ing of their bodies is the only possible so- 
lution of the mystery. There are circum- 
stances which, while ast first seemingly 
susceptible of explanation, now point in 
the direction of another double murder.

BOOKS ARE MUTILATED 


And Will Delay Settlement of the 
Willimantic Bank Troubles, 


Total Shortage Will Amount 
to $26,900. 


Whereabouts of Cashier Walden Still a Mat- 
ter of Speculation. 


WILLIMANTIC, Conn,, July 23. — The 
doors of the Dime Savings bank remained 
closed yesterday at its usual hour for 
opening. A slip of paper was tacked on 
the door with the words: “Bank closed 
for examination.” The depositors stood 
around, making anything but pleasant 
remarks about the missing cashier. 

The books of the bank that are not miss- 
ing are so badly mutilated that an expert 
will have to go through them in order to 
get any definite statement as to the true 
condition of the bank. The police as yet 
have no clew as to Walden’s whereabouts. 

Itis not known who is surety on Wal- 
den’s bond, as it cannot be found. It is 
supposed that his brother, Henry Walden 
of New York city, and the late Cashier 
Risley are on his bond, but as Risley is 
dead, and his brother has no property in 
this state, it is worthless. 

The bank vaults were opened yesterday, 
and the exact shortage found to be $26,900, 
as follows: Railroad bonds, $11,000; Clark 
mortgage, $6500; money procured to pay 
depositors, $5000; cash short for some time, 
$4400. The mortgage is one given in part 
payment of the land which Wal- 
den’s new house stands. 

The incorporators of the bank met yes-

terday afternoon and 
Commissioner E. A. 
John Scott, vice president; E. Harlow 
Holmes, secretary and treasurer. Mr. 
Buck declined to serve, and Sheriff C. B. 
Pomeroy was chosen in his stead. 

Where Is Walden? 

Speculation at to Cashier Walden’s 
whereabouts are rife, and a rumor was 
widely circulated that he was in town, and 
had been seen in the vicinity of the bank, 
but thiscould not be verified. State At- 
torney Hunter, in an interview, said that 
two detectives were at work on the case, 
but had, sofgr, found only slight clews on 
which to W@rk. Mr. Hunter will apply 
for a receiver, and George E. Stiles is 
mentioned for the appointment. 

Walden is believed to have sailed from 
New York for Australia on Saturday. As- 
sistant Superintendent Hine of the 
Pinkerton detective agency is investigat- 
ing his departure. 

A bond for $10,000 as % -ilen’s security 
was unearthed, but it i, thought to be 
worthless, as the maker of it, William 
Walden of New York, brother of the miss- 
ing man, is said to own no real estate. 


Commissioner Crofut'’s Statement.

Commissioner Crowfut makes the fol- 
lowing statement: “Since a week ago last 
Thursday, when I examined the books, I 
find missing a mortgage note of $6500 and | 
five $100 railroad bonds. There is also a 
deficit of $4400 cash. 

“On July 17 the treasurer drew a check 
on himself for $1000. I find that the gen- 
eral ledger, cash book and daily balance 
book are missing since my previous ex- 
amination. of the records of the 
real estate book have been mutilated, to 
apparently cover up the withdrawal of the 
$6500 mortgage notes, 

“I have been unable to learn of the 
treasurer or his whereabouts, in order to 
get anexplanation. Assuming that the 
bank was in asolyent condition upon the 
examination of retiring Bank Commis- 
sioner Buck of this city, after the 16 per 
cent scale had been ordered, leaying no 
surplus, the above $11,000 makes the bank 
insolvent today. 

“Furthermore, after looking over the 
personal loans, in conjunction with parties 
who are familiar with the makers, I think, 
perhaps, it would be the proper thing to 
call about $20,000 of these loans doubtful, 
making thereby the bank insolvent by 
about $30,000. 

*‘In justice to all depositors, I can see no 
other course for the directors to pursue 
than toclose the doors of the bank to all 
demands of depositors, and await legal 
proceedings.”

Death ef Hon. A. H. Rice, One of Boston's 
Staunchest Merchants. 

Boston, July 23.—Ex-Governor Alexan- 
der H. Rice died at the Langwood, Mel- 
rose, yesterday afternoon. The ex-goy- 
ernor had been fn poor health for some time. 
About a week or 1) days ago he experi- 
enced a slight shock of paralysis—the 
third from which he had suffered. Since 
then his condition has fluctuated. 

Alexander Hamilton Rice was born in 
Newton, Aug. 30, 1818. He graduated 
from Union college in 184, from which 
institution he received the degree of A.M. 
and received the degree of LL.D. from 
Harvard university in 1876. 

He entered business life in the house of 
Wilkins, Carter & Co., paper manufac- 
turers, and continued in the same line 
during life, being later a member of the 
firm of Rice, Kendall & Co. 

Mr. Rice was mayor of Boston in 1856-57 
and '58; was a member of the national 
house of representatives from 1859 to 1867 
and governor of Massachusetts from 187d 
to 1879. He was also connected in an offi- 
cial way with many historical and educa- 
tional institutions.

A CHARGE OF MURDER 


Will Be Preferred Against Holmes In 
the Connor Case, 


Chicago Building Run on 
“Slaughter House” Plan. 


Web Appears to Be Drawing Tighter About 
the Suspect. 


CHICAGO, July 23.—H. H. Holmes will 
be charged with the crime of murder in 
this city. A warrant for his arrest on that 
charge will be sworn out by A. Minier, 
nephew of Julia L. Connor, of Muscatine, 
Ia. Holmes will be charged in the war- 
rant with having murdered Mrs. Connor 
some time between Aug. 1 and Nov. 1, 
1892. The warrant will be placed in the 
hands of Inspestor Fitzpatrick by Mr. 
Minier, and,while it cannot be served at 
the present time, it will be acted upon the 
instant that Kolmes is freed from the 
charges pending against him in Phila- 
del phia. 

Bones and articles of clothing were 
turned up in the basement of Holmes’ 
house yesterday. Some of them were 
from the butcher shop, but others of the 
bones resembled those of a human foot. 
In a chest, holding secret belongings of 
Holmes, the police yesterday found s 
vest identified as one long worn by 
Holmes, upon which were dark stains, re- 
sembling blood. In a box were found a 
linen shirt and other articles of under- 
wear. The shirt had the initials “G. B. 
D.,”’ worked in red letters. 

The box was found under the floor and 
was covered over with a layer of firebrick. 
In the cellar, near where the bones were 
found, a woman’s shoe was turned up 
with evidence of fire on the bottom of the 
sole. 

Astheearth where these articles were 
found was not removed in laying the 
foundations of the house, no reason for 
their burial can be assigned by the police 

Except to Hide Murder, 

Close by is the bottom of the shaft, 
which made quick connection between the 
top of the house and the basement, while 
just over the spot is the blind stairway 
which leads into the third floor by a trap 
door, placed under a stationary bathtub. 

A meeting of the detectives engaged in 
the examination of the house was held 
last night, and they announced that, in 
their opinion, the house had been con- 
structed for the purpose of deliberate 
slaughter. More care than ever will now 
be exercised in searching the premises. 

Mrs. B. F. Pitzel is back in Chicago, 
and she is now ready to tell all she knows 
regarding the operations of Holmes as an 
insurance swindler. She made important 
statements regarding the swindles and the 
measures to carry them out, but says that 
she was kept in ignorance that any of 
them entailed murder.

Durant’s Trial Begun. 

Sawn FRANcIisco, July 23.—The trial of 
William H. T. Durant for the murder of 
Blanche Lamont in Emanuel Baptist 
church last April, began yesterday. Upon 
its conclusion he will be tried for the mur- 
der of Minnie Williams, committed in 
the sume edifice. Durant’s incarceration 
has made him paler, but he is stouter.

BY A GOOD MARGIN. 


Defender Handily Beat the Vigilant In a Prettily 
Sailed Race. 

New YorRE, July 23.—If there was any 
doubt of the Defender’s superiority over 
the Vigilant after Saturday’s race it was 
dispelled yesterday. The new aspirant for 
the international championship ran away 
from the old champion on every leg and 
defeated her handily over the 30-mile 
course by 9m. 17s. 

Defender won on Saturday, and she won 
again yesterday, and by 9m. 50s. unofficial 
time. Defender started 40 seconds in ad- 
vance of Vigilant, and she finished yester- 
day afternoon over the 30 mile triangular 
course in the elapsed time of 4h. 19m. 50s. 
Vigilant’s elapsed time is 4h. 29m, Thus 
the boats have had a windward and a 
beating contest, and they have had the 
triangular course, which afforded them 
two reaches and one practically wind- 
ward run. 

The data furnished thus to the cup com- 
mittee may not determine one or the other 
of the boats as a result of these races to be 
the choice for the autumn contests. The 
results of Saturday and of yesterday are, 
however, before them, and it is proble- 
matical whether any further trial races of 
the Vigilant or of aay other boats will be 
had against Defender. 


Teams Got Tangled. 

DEcATUR, Ind., July 23.—Word was re- 
ceived here from Monroe that Miss Mary 
Elsey was dying. William and Thomas 
Elsey started in separate buggies with 
their wives to see their dying sister. A 
few miles from this city a young man and 
lady who were out driving attempted to 
pass both the Elseys, and, in almost an 
instant, the three rigs were crossed to- 
gether. Mr. and Mrs. William Elsey, 
Mrs. Thomas Elsey and Miss Myers were 
fatally hurt. The dying sister of the two 
brothers is calling for them, but is kept in 
ignorance of their fate. 


Moving Along. 

St. Jonn’s, N. F., July 23.—The di- 
rectors of the Union bank were arrested 
yesterday, but were at once admitted te 
bail. The bail fixed in the case of Di- 
rectors Thorburn, Harvey, Grieve and 
Donnelly were two sureties in $18,000 each, 
and the principal in $36,000. Manager 
Pinsent was bailed on his own bond of 
$18,000 and two sureties of $9000 each. The 
Telegram accused the directors of appro- 
priating between $4,000,000 and $5,000,000 
to their private accounts, and marvels at 
the delay in taking steps to vindicate the 
ends of justice. 

Brutality of Election Mobs. 

LONDON, July 23.—The Standard this 
morning prints a letter Headed: “An 
American View of the Election,” signed 
by “Jonathan.” He says that he has 
read with amazement and disgust the for- 
midable list of assaults upon women pub- 
lished daily and has not known which to 
admire most—the dastardly brutality of 
the Radicals, who commit them, or the 
cowardly supineness of the reactionaries, 
who allow them to be made. He concludes: 
“In America, thank God, such things 
would be impossible.” 


Cuban Turmoil. 

HAVANA, July 23.—Yellow fever and 
dysentery are causing great mortality 
among the Spanish troops. While the 
troops are garrisoned at the principal 
towns, the rebels have complete control of 
the country. According to insurgent ac- 
counts, 200 Spaniards were killed in the 
recent fight near Bayamo. Only seven 
others, mounted upon good horses, includ- 
ing Marshal Martinez de Campos, escaped. 
General Campos was wounded. 


Flooding Resorted To. 

ANGELS CAMP, Cal., July 23. — The 
Urica mine, which has been yielding $500,- 
000 worth of gold every month, is on fire. 
An ineffectual attempt was made to 
smother the fire with steam, and flooding 
has been resorted to. It will require 18,- 
000,000 gallons to reach the fire. This will 
occupy 90 hours. It will take at least 
three weeks to pump the water out again. 
The loss will be at least $250,000. 


Trouble May Follow. 

CHEYENNE, Wy., July 23. —Governor 
Richards has received advices that some 
40 young Bannock bucks are in the vicin- 
ity of Halls Fork. The Indians have a big 
horse herd with them and are inducing 
the Utes to visit them, ostensibly to trade 
horses. There are no squaws with their 
band, and it is believed that their real ob- 
ject is to have a sun dance, if the Utes join 
them. 


Murder and Robbery. 

NEw ORLEANS, July 23,—Steamer Break- 
water, from Guatemala, brings news of 
the murder, on July 16, of P. G. D. Brooks, 
an American, chief clerk and cashier of 
several steamshipcompanies. Brooks was 
found, lying face downward, in front of 
an open vault. A large amount of money 
had been stolen. He was 3¥ years old, and 
a native of Tennessee, 


Princeton Students Safe. 

NEwArk, N. J., July 23.—The Prince- 
ton student geological exploring party has 
not been massacred by Indians. A letter 
received here from Al. P. Dennis, dated 
Dubois, Wy., July 13, says the party on 
that date passed 30 miles to the north of 
the scene of war. All of the party were 
safe, the letter says.

LESS AND SMOKELESS. 


Will Throw Projectiles Rapidly and With 
Great Force—Is Light, Economical and 
Claimed to Be Nonexplosive—Invention 
of a Springfield (O.) Electrician. 


From an electrical exchange the fol- 
lowing facts concerning an invention 
which the inventor thinks will revota- 
tionize the making of modern war ord- 
nance are obtained. 
Krotz, an electrician of Springfield, O.

The French bureau of labor has re- 
cently made a report of the strike sta- 
tistics of that country in 1894. There 
were 891 strikes, in which 54,576 work- 
men took direct part, and by which 
4,468 others were thrown into idleness, 
so that in all 1,062,480 days of work 
were lost.

Soap Bubbles. 

M. Izarn has communicated to the 
Academy of Sciences a new method for 
obtaining soap bubbles lasting a much 
longer time than those obtained from 
the soap water generally used. He has 
recourse to a resinous soap made by the 
following formula: Pulvyerize together 
10 grams of pure rosin and 10 parts 
of carbonate of potash; add 100 parts of 
water and boil until complete solution. 
We obtain in this way a thick solution 
which may be kept in stock to be diluted 
for use with from four to five times its 
Yolume of water. It can be kept indefi- 
nitely even when exposed tothe air. The 
bubbles produced are very persistent and 
consequently can be made useful in the 
study of phenomena relating to thin 
laminw and in making photographs in 
which soap bubbles play a part.

Hay and Grain Doing Better Than 
Was Generally Expected. 


More Rain Is Needed In Some | 


Localities. 


Field Crops In General Reported to Be In 
Flourishing Condition. 


Bostoy, July 23.—-The New England 
weather bureau, in co-operation with the 
board of agriculture, issues the following 
bulletin for the week ending July 22. 

Better weather for making hay has pre- 
vailed in most sections of New England 
during the last part of the week, espe- 
clally, and it has been improved to its 
fullest extent. On lowlands and rich 
meadows the crop is of good quality, and 
heavier than was expected. Much grain 
has been cut andis of good quality. Field 
and garden crops are all pushing ahead 
fast, with fine prospect. The rainy, 
cloudy weather has blighted potatoes to 
some extent in Rhode Island, while in 
Vermont the ground is getting very dry, 
and more rain is needed for all crops. 
Tobacco is making splendid growth. 

Rain Needed. 

The weather for the first part of the 
week in Maine was cloudy and threat- 
ening, but the last half has been more 
favorable, and a good deal of hay has been 
putin first-class condition; the uplands 
are mostly cut, and work is in progress on 
lowlands. Correspondents vary as to the 
amount that will be gathered, but very 
few expect an average yield. Corn is 
pushing forward rapidly, and potatoes 
look well generally, but in many sections 
more rain is needed for the best growth of 
all hoed crops. Pastures and cut fields 
are turning brown in places. The new 
potatoes that have come into the markets 
are very good. Correspondents report 
that the horn fly is putting in its appear- 
ance in considerable numbers. 

Horn Fly Appears. 

Much partly dried hay has been badly in- 
jured in New Hampshire this week, and 
the work of securing the cropis progress- 
ing slowly. The showers of the morning 
of the 22nd in southern sections have done a 
good deal of good to crops, but in sections 
where they did not reach, rain is needed. 
Feed is short in southwest sections, while 
correspondents in Grafton, Cheshire and 
Belknap counties report that wells and 
springs are very low and drying up fast. 
Grain is filling well, but has been lodged 
badly. Corn was somewhat at a stand- 
still the first of the week, butis growing 
fast now. Potatoes need more sun and 
more rain. Peas and peaches are a failure 
in parts of Merrimack county. Blueber- 
ries are scarce 1n most places, but black- 
berries promise a good crop with favorable 
weather. 

Good Haying Weather. 

Better hay weather has prevailed in 
Vermont again the past week than in the 
other northern states, and it has been im- 
proved to its fullest extent. Some farm- 
ers are through haying and report alight 
crop; but others state that grass is still 
growing, and that meadows are very 
heavy and of unusually good quality. A 
number report that the hay crop is much 
better than was expected earlier in the 
season. There has been a general lack of 
rainfall here, and the ground is getting 
very dry, affecting crops on light soil. 
Most crops look well and are growing 
fast. Oats bid fair to be heavier than 
usual. A correspondent in Washington 
county reports grasshoppers thicker than 
he ever before saw them at this time of 
year; they are working on grain some. 

Generally Favorable, 

There has been more sunshine in west- 
ern Massachusetts this week than in east- 
ern, and the weather has been improved 
in getting in the hay crop. In Hampden 
county grass is growing fast and ripening 
slowly, but generally uplands are over- 
ripe, and every hour of sunshine is util- 
ized. A fear is expressed that in their 
anxiety to get the hay under cover with- 
out damage from rain much is not cured 
properly. In most sections of this state 
there has been plenty of rain for present 
needs, and the temperature and soil con- 
ditions haye been very favorable for all 
vegetable growth. Tobacco has been 
pushed ahead unusually fast by the sun- 
shine and moist weather. Corn continues 
its heavy growth, and is setting ears well. 
Grain is heavy and has filled well. In 
eastern counties apples are dropping badly, 
but in western they are hanging on the 
trees well. A larger crop is indicated in 
the latter district than in the east. Most 
orchards have made a heavy growth of 
wood so far this season. The drought 
seemed to affect the early berries of all 
kinds, but later ones are showing well. 
Peaches and grapes generally look promis- 
ing. 

Potatoes Not Thriving. 

Potatoes are being badly affected in 
Rhode Island by the moist weather and 
lack of sunshine. In Washington county 
they have blighted a good deal, and in 
Providence county some localities show 
the disease. Considerable hay has been 
secured in good condition, but much re- 
mains to be cut. Pasturage is good. 
Most field crops are growing fast, though 
more sunshine is needed. The berry crop | 
is reported poor and scarce. 

Water Is Low. 

The favorable weather of the last part 
of the week has been improved in Con- 
necticut in securing hay and early grain 
in good condition. There has been little 
damage from rains this week. Lowlands 
and rich meadows are turning out a good 
crop, but uplands, as has been reported a 
number of times, are light everywhere. 
Oats are turning, with apparently well- 
filled heads, and of heavy straw. The rye 
is mostly cut, with a very good crop. Po-| 
tatoes are reported as never looking better, | 
though they would be improved in places | 
in Litchfield county with more rain. | 

| 


Pears are looking well, with the early 
varieties nearly ready for market. Early 
apples are ripening, with a good yield in 
some orchards, while in others there will 
be a light crop of the early and late 
varieties. Reports on the condition of the 
apple crop throughout New England are 
very favorable. Blackberries are ripening 
and are generally plenty and good. Other 
small fruits are about the average. Onions | 
show some signs of blight in Fairfield | 
county. Wells and streams are low. |

SETTLERS MOVING OUT; We are at the Old Stand, 


They Intend to Go Indian Hunting 
on Their Own Account, 


Redskins Reported to Be Ina 
Fighting Mood. 


Disturbances Brought About by Violation of 
Game Laws. 


MARKET LAKE, Ida, July 24.—A 
courier from the settlers in the Jackson 
Hole country, with a dispatch for Gov- 
ernor Richards, reports that the Indians 
have been joined by a large number of 
Lempi and Ute Indians, and that they 
have every pass in Jackson Hole guarded. 
Scouts from the settlers say the Indians 
are massing in large numbers and will no 
doubt offer a fight. 

A prospector named Smith was am- 
bushed by Indians. and was wounded in 
the breast. He claimed to have cleaned 
out the band. but scouts sent to confirm 
it, say they found evidences of only one 
Indian being wounded. 

The settlers have brought their wives 
and children to Wilford, and intend to go 
Indian hunting and not wait for the red- 
skins to attack them. 

Many sensational reports have been sent 
out, but there has been no fighting on the 
part of the Indians. The Indians may 
yet be persuaded to return to their reser- 
vations without any more trouble. 

Story of the Trouble. 

It was last Wednesday that the report 
of the Bannock Indians taking to the war- 
path arrived at Washington, and excited 
apprehension for the settlers in north- 
western Wyoming and the Princeton geo- 
logical expedition in the same locality. 

The news reached Washington in a 
telegram from Governor W. A. Richards 
of Wyoming, saying: “Have just re- 
ceived a telegram from officers in Marys- 
dale, Wy., stating that nine Indians 
were arrested, one killed, and others es- 
caped. Many Indians are reported here, 
threatening lives and property.@fmmedi- 
ate action on your part is absolutely neces- 
sary.”” Governor Richards added that he 
had received other advices by mail repre- 
senting the situation as serious, and asked 
the secretary to take immediate action for 
the protection of the settlers. 

The war department telegraphed the 
dispatch to General Coppinger, command- 
ing the department of the Pacific, and di 
rected him to hold troops in readiness to 
move on the hostile redskins at a mo- 
ment’s notice. Commissioner of Indian 
Affairs Browning sent dispatches to the 
agents on the Banneck and Shoshone 
reservations to do all in their power to 
prevent further disturbances and return 
absent Indians to their reservations. 

Further advices stated that the Indians 
who had congregated in Jackson’s Hole 
had sent across the range of Green River 
for re-enforcements, and that it was be- 
lieved they were intent on holding a sun 
dance. There were 300 Indians in Jack- 
son's Hole, including 50 Shoshones from 
the Wyoming reservation. Governor 
Richards sent Adjutant General Stitzer 
from Cheyenne to Jackson’s Hole to look 
into the situation and to call for troops if 
necessary. The governor also telegraphed 
to General Sheldon of the Wyoming Na 
tional Guard to place his command under 
arms in readiness for a campaign against 
the Indians. 

Started by Bannocks. 

The trouble had its origin in the illegal 
killing of game by the Bannocks from 
Fort Hall. The Indian bureau in 1889 ad- 
vised allits agents that complaints had 
been made that the Indians were accus- 
tomed to leave the reservation to hunt, 
and that they slaughtered game in viola- 
tion of the laws. Some Indians have the 
right to leave the reservation to hunt, but 
it is held illegal to kill game not wanted 
for food. Quitting a reservation without 
permission, too, renders the Indians liable 
to arrest and prosecution. 

The Bannocks in Fort Hallare notorious 
for their warlike spirit. They left the 
reservation in I878 and crossed the south- 
ern part of Idaho on a murdering and 
plundering expedition. They were joined 
by other bands, and 2000 of them assembled 
in Stein’s mountains. There they were 
attacked and scattered by the First cav- 
alry, under Captain Barnard, and were 
defeated by the same command at Plot 
Rock. 

General Miles was then in Yellowstone 
Park. He heard that a party of Bannocks 
were on the warpath, and taking a part of 
his escort, the Fifth infantry, he routed 
them after a decisive battle. 


Will Not Die In the Electrical Chair. 

New York, July 24.—The New York 
Herald says Maria Barberi will not die in 
the electrical chair. The Herald is in re- 
ceipt of information from an authoritative 
source which justifies it in making this 
statement. The tremendous outburst of 
public feeling, calling upon the governor 
to exercise his authority to save Maria 
Barberi from the imposition of the death 
penalty, is assuming proportions that 
make it well nigh irresistible.

A Prompt Decision Given Concerning 


Curious Document. 


The Bos‘on Advertiser reports Judge 
Allen’s decision in’ the supreme court 
Tuesday, in the case of H. O. Souther, 
ex:cntor, vs. J. S, Souther et al, which 
involved the meaning of the peculiar will 
of the late J. L. Souther of Quincy. The 
will gave the residue of his estate equally 
among his four sons, but provided for the 
setting off against the sbare of each of 
them the indebtedness that should be found 
recorded in an aceount book kept by aim.

A NIGHT'S VIGIL. 


I determined to pass a night in “the 
chamber of horrors’’ at Mme. Tussand’s, 
in Paker strect. On an appointed even- 
ing I was conducted to the *‘chamber’’ by 
one of the officials and left alone 

And in what a situation! Imagine a 
long, vaulted chamber, shrouded in deep 
gloom, save that here and there an electric 
bulb lamp—technically known as a ‘‘panic 
lamp’’—just sufficed to make the darkness 
visible. All aroundsme were the counter- 
feit presentments of men and women 
whose crimes have shocked this or some 
past generation. The very sofa I was sit- 
ting upon, acommon piece of furniture, 
covered with red chintz, bad been used as 
a bed by Florence Dennis on the night be- 
fore she met her death, and right opposite 
me, trim and neat and dapper, as he ap- 
peared in the dock at Southend, was the 
murderer James Canham Read. Then, as 
my eyes began to get used to the gloom, 
fresh shapes, hideous and sinister, began 
to reveal themselves. Burke, the Edin- 
burgh strangler, and Hare, his accomplice; 
Franz Muller, who murdered Mr. Briggs 
in a railway carriage on the North IS ndon 
line in July, 1864; John Lee, the Babbi- 
combe murderer, who survived three sep- 
arate attempts to hang him, and who is 
row spending a lifetime in penal servitude; 
Mrs. Hermann, her black dress hidden by 
a long white sleet (put on at night to pro- 
tect it from injury I was afterward in- 
formed). These, and many other infamous 
wretches, I could make out from my place 
of vantage. 

But both ends of the long room were 
shrouded in darkness, and rising from my 
seat I started upon a tour of inspection. 
As I did so a neighboring church clock 
chimed the half hour. I listened witha 
feeling akin to thankfulness. The clear, 
| mellow tones inspired me with courage. I 
| felt, why I cannot say, & strange sense of 

companionship. 

Almost the first object which attracted 
my attention was a small grated window, 
immediately opposite where I had been 
sitting. I crossed over and peered in, and 
found myself looking into the kitchen of 

| Dinham Villa, and the open grave of 

| Deeming’s victims, the murderer himself 
standing, spade in hand, by the yawning 
hole. It was a fearsome sight—too awful- 
ly realistic for my nerves—and I hurried 
off to where a ‘‘panic light '’shed a round 
blotch of white on the stone floor. 

Atll o'clock a watchman appeared on 
the scene, and very thankful I was to see 
him. ‘‘Eh, miss, but you are a plucky 
one,’’ was his greeting. [laughed and said 
—what was quite true in the abstract— 
that there was nothing to inspire terror in 
alot of wax figures. ‘‘Maybe, maybe,’’ 

he returned with a shake of the head, ‘‘ but 
I ha’ seen strong, big men as wouldn’t ha’ 
staid down here all night, 
note.”* 
like that,’’ I answered. To which he made 
| no reply, but walked away muttering 
| something about ‘plenty o’ pluck.’? At 

the foot of the flight of stone stairs which 

led to the upper regions he stopped and 

called to me that he would be back at 

miduight and every hour thereafter, a 

piece of information I was exceedingly 

grateful for. 

But how long the hours scemed between 
those periodical visits. At first I consult- 
ed my watch every few minutes, but I had 
to discontinue this practice, as it made 
the time seem so much slower in passing. 
I could not, however,,shut my ears to the 
chiming of a nearby church clock, and I 
found myself longing involuntarily fo1 
dawn and freedom. 

Shortly before 1 o’clock I had a fine 
fright. I was sitting on the sofa previous- 
ly mentioned, and, I fancy, must have 

dozed off, when I was startled nearly out 
of my wits by hearinga harsh voice ex- 
claim: “Eh! Get out! Help! Murder! 
Help!’ I started to my feet, every nerve 
in my body tingling. What had happened? 
Was some terrible tragedy being enacted 
in the silence and darkness of the night? 
There was a minute of absolute silence, 
and then again came the agonized cry: 
“Help! Murder! Help!’? This was too 
much, and | incontinently fled toward the 
stairway, intent upon escaping to the up- 
perair. Just at that moment, however, 
I heard the slow tread of the 
watchman, and with his advent the mys- 
tery was explained. The voice proceeded 
from a parrot domiciled in one of the up 
stairs rooms. He must have been sudden- 
ly awakened out of a bad dream, and as 
promptly gone to sleep again, for I heard 
no more of him until just before I took 
my departure at 6 a. m. 

My next interruption was of a more 
pleasurable kind. Exactly at 2 o'clock a 
bird began singing and kept it up for 
fully half an hour. I thought I had never 
heard such exquisite music. It flooded the 
whole buildisez with melody, and for the 
time I forgot weariness and my grewsome 
surroundings. Then, as suddenly as it be- 
gan, it ceased, and the silence and dark- 
ness seemed more oppressive than ever by 
contrast. I was very curious to know 
what manner of bird it could be that 
would thus sing in captivity during the 
‘hours of darkness, and when the watch- 
man next put in appearance I asked him 
concerning the matter. He told me it was 
an Australian nightingale. 

From 2:30, when the bird ceased sing- 
ing, until 4, the silence was most pro- 
found. Not asound reached me from the 
strect outside. Only that, now and again, 
my earcaught the muffled tread of a watch- 
man on duty in one of the up stairs rooms, 
I mizht have been in a tomb. 

About 5 o'clock the sleeping city outside 
began to awaken, and my spirits rose per- 
ceptibly, especially as I knew that the 
hour of my release was at hand, and when 
at length the welcome chimes rang out and 
my Vigil was ended I felt as light hearted 
as if the night had been spent in a ball- 
room with friends instead of in gn under- 
ground dungeon amid the effigies of crimi- 
nals. 

Nevertheless I was pleased to breathe 
once more the fresh morning air and see 
around me the familiar sights and listen 
to the well known sounds of London life. 
The milkman on his rounds; the brisk, 
sharp step of the postman; the work girl 
hurrying to her day's toil—all seemed to 
take on a new and more vivid significance 
after my eight hours’ immurement. Even 
the cabman who drove me home seemed 
more rubicund and jovial than the ordi- 
nary run of Jebus. 

He doubtless wondered what on earth a 
young, well dressed woman was doing all 
alone by herself at thatearly hour. I could 
fancy how amazed he would look if I had 
told him that I had just come from spend- 
ing a night in the chamber of horrors.— 
Amusing Journal. 
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CONSERVATIVE. 


The First Use of the Word as an Eng!tish 
Political Term. 

Canning, and not Croker, was the 
first to use in English politics the word 
conservative in its present sense, and 
too long has Thackeray’s ‘‘Mr. Wen 
ham’ (Disraeli’s ‘‘Mr. Rigby’’) had the 
credit which belongs to a far more bril- 
jiant man. The general assumption has 
been that the term was earliest employ- 
ed in The Quarterly Review for January, 
1880 (No. 83, page 276), in an article 
which has been commonly said, but upon 
no specified authority, to have been 
written by Croker, but its true first use 
was five years and a half previously. 

On June 8, 1824, a dinner was given 
to George Hibbert, the chairman of the 
West India Merchants of London, bythe 
members of that body, and several of the 
leading ministers then serving under 
Lord Liverpool, the Tory premier, were 
present. In the course of the proceed- 
ings, says a contemporary account, ‘‘an 
observation which fell from Mr. Can- 
ning was that the spirit of the present 
goverhment, as that of all governments 
ought to be, was essentially conserva- 
tive.”’ 

This appeared in John Bull of June 
13,1824 (page 198),and the apt word was 
s0 obviously remarked that it was itali- 
cized. Years passed, and Canning had 
died before the word is again to be met 
in English politics, but on March 14, 
1829, Charles Greville noted in his dia- 
ry that ‘‘Herries told Hyde Villiers that 
their (the Tories’) policy was conserva- 
tive, that of the Whigs subversive, and 
that they never could act together.’’— 
‘*The Greville Memoirs,’’ volume 1, part 
1, page 192. 

The word, employed by both Canning 
and Herries, was thus ‘‘in the air’’ be- 
fore it was given in The Quarterly, and 
this accords with a statement made in 
the course of a correspondence on the 
“Etymology of the Word Conservative’’ 
which appeared in The Standard at the 
end of October, 1832, wherein it was 
said to have been first used in 1829, 
during the closing controversies upon 
Roman Catholic emancipation. —Notes 
and Queries. 


An Alleged Failing That Has Deferred 
Woman's Emancipation, 

The bond of fellowship which exists 
between man and man simply by virtue 
of acommon sex is entirely absent be- 
tween woman and woman. It is, in 
fact, replaced by a fundamental antago- 
nism, a vague enmity which renders 
the general attitude of a feminine crea- 
| ture toward her kind essentially differ- 
| ent from that of the male creature in 
| identical relations. In individual cases 
| this feeling is counteracted by affection 
| or by sympathy, but apart from person- 

al sentiment it remains, severing every 
living woman from the rest of her sex. 
To a great extent this arises from wom- 
an’s incapacity for impersonal feeling or 
‘abstract emotion. In life’s fray she 
fights either for her own hand or, more 
often, for some one man or woman 
whom she loves, but rarely for the wel- 
fare of her sex at large. 

Were it not for this strange lac of hn- 
manity- in her nature, the emancipation 
of woman would not have been so griey- 
ously retarded. If the few women who 
suffered aforetime under the restrictions 
which hedged in their liberty had been 
able to count on the sympathy and co- 
operation of all women, the time of 

s their subjugation would have been enor- 
mously abbreviated. As it was, the first 
seekers after freedom met with more 
opposition from their own sex than they 
did from the other; nor, indeed, do they 
fare better today. Enormous changes 
in their social status were effected by 
an inconsiderable minority of women 
brave enough and logical enough to im- 
press the male powers that be with the 
justice of their demands. But for their 
courage they received no sympathy and 
for their success not one word of thanks 
—nothing, in fact, but execration from 
the huge inert feminine muss in whose 
service their strength was spent.—Sat- 
urday Review. 


Mrs. Elizabeth E. Hutter. 

Mrs. Elizabeth E. Hutter, who recent- 
ly died in Philadelphia, was widely 
known as the pioneer in many philan- 
thropic movements in Pennsylvania. 
She was the widow of the Rev. Dr. E. 
W. Hutter, once editor of the Lancaster 
Intelligencer and afterward private sec- 
retary of President Buchanan and as- 
sistant secretary of state. During the 
war Mrs. Hutter frequently went to the 
front, rendering valuable service to the 
wounded and suffering. She took a con- 
spicuous part in the great sanitary fair 
held in Philadelphia in 1861, acting as 
president of the committee of labor, in- 
come and revenue. She is credited with 
having raised $250,000 for the fair. She 
was the first woman to cross the line 
after the desperate three days’ battle of 
Gettysburg. She went in a car provided 
by President Scott of the Pennsylvania 
railroad and by special permission of 
President Lincoln.—New York Tribune.

REBELS GAIN COURAGE, 


Inspired With New Hopes by Recent 
Defeat of Spanish Troops, 


Quiet “Missionary” Work 
Going on In Gotham. 


Revolutionary Party Anxious to Aid Their 
Brethren In Cuba. 


New York, July 24.—A dispatch from 
Havana says that since the news of the 
death of General Santocildes, on July 17, 
the authorities have had no news of Gen- 
eral de Campos. The government fears 
that there is a general rising in the prov- 
ince of Matanzas. 

The defeat of the Spanish troops when 
General Santocildes was killed has given 
animpetus to the revolution, and espe- 
cially in the province of-Santiago de Cuba, 
where the iron miners have joined the 
rebels, 

I have seen a letter from General Max- 
imo Gomez explaining his reasons for the 
proclamation forbidding work on the 
plantations for the supply of provisions to 
the town. He says that while Spain ob- 
tains sufficient revenue from Cuba to pay 
her soldiers, the officials will continue to 
rule. When the revenue ceases, they will | 
retire. This practically means that the 
insurgents are prepared to ruin the whole 
country in order to force Spain’s hand. 

The owner of a large plantation near 
Puerto Principe, employing 900 men, ap- | 
plied to the troops for protection. The 
officer in command advised him to com- 
ply with the insurgents’ order, whereupon 
he stopped all work. 

Sympathy For Those “At Home.” 

It is an open secret here that prepar- | 

ations are being made for the sending out | 


of an expedition to Cuba at the very earli- 
est possible opportunity. At the last 
meeting of the revolutionary party in this | 
city, General de Quesada publicly an- } 
nounced that he would assume command 
of the first expedition that started for the 
island. 

For some time past owners of all classes 
of vessels have made overtures to the 
leaders of the revolutionists in New York, 
the majority offering their vessels for im- 
mediate sale. Some few had boats which 
they wished to charter for limited periods. 
Proposals of this kind have come from | 
nearly every port along the Atlantic 
coast. It is said that considerable time 
has been spent by the Cubans having 
charge of the selectionin examining the 
various vessels offered for sale in this and 
other ports. 

It is generally understood that within 
the past day or twoa suitable vessel has 
been selected and purchased by this com- 
mittee.

WHITTIER’S BCYMOOD. 


The Quaker Poet Had but Scant Instruc- 
tion In His Youth, 

In his boyhood Whittier had seant in- 
struction, for the district school was 
open only a few weeks in winter. He 
had but few books; there were scarcely 
80 in the house. The one book he read 
and read again until he had it by heart | 
almost was the Bible, and the Bible was 
always the book which exerted the 
strongest literary influence upon him. 
But when he was 14 a teacher came 
who lent him books of travel and opened 
anew world to him. It was this teach- 
er who brought to the Whittiers one 
evening a volume of Burns and read 
aloud some of the poems, after explain- 
ing the Scottish dialect. 

Whittier begged to borrow the book, 
which was almost the first poetry he | 
had ever read. It was this volume of 
Burns which set Whittier to making 
verses himself, serving both as the in- 
spiration and the model of his earlier 
poetic efforts. The $cottish poet, with 
his homely pictures of a life as bare and 
as hardy as that of New England then, | 
first revealed to the American poet what 
poetry really was and how it might be 
made out of the actual facts of his own 
life. 

That book of Burns’ poems had an 
even stronger influence on Whittier than 
the odd volume of The Spectator which 
fell into the hands of Franklin had on 
the American author whose boyhood is 
most like Whittier’s. Franklin also was 
born in ahumble and hardworking fam- 
ily, doing early his share of the labor

ENERGETIC MEASURES 


Resorted to In the Hope of Checking 
the Cuban Revolution, 


Campos’ Account of Troops’ 
Recent Defeat. 


Another American Vess@ the Victim of Suspl- 
cious Spaniards. 


HAVANA, July 25.—Some idea of the se- 
ver ty of the measures which the Spanish 
ollcials in Cuba have been obliged to 
adopt to check the sp#ad of the revolu- 
tion may be gathered from the following 
proclamation issued by the governor of the 
province of Santa Clara: 

D. Augustin Lugue T. Coca, brigadier gen- 
eral, governor of the province of Santa Clara, 
to inhabitants of the same: 

The savageness of those who apply the torch, 
who steal and murder under the cry of “Viva 
Cuba Libre,” and to the propagators who dis- 
grace the Cuban peopie, are recruiting parti- 
sans for the hordes commanded by incendi- 
aries and highwaymen, compel me, with a 
most painful feeling, to adopt energetic meas- 
ures Which I frankly confess shall be carried 
to the extreme, if the noble war made by our 
valiant army is responded to by murder and 
pillage, 

For the present, I decree the following edict: 

Article 1—Every countryman, on entering or 
leaving the towns, shall be provided with his 
personal certificate and with evidence of his 
ownership of the horse he may be riding, and 
shall exhibit them to any agent of the govern- 
ment that might demand them, 

Article 2—It is prohibited to travel in the 
country or in the outskirts of the towns from 
sunset Co sunrise, with the understanding that 
the patrols and forces in operation will detain 
and put atmy disposal all persons infringing 
this rule if not provided with the proper per- 
mit, Which to said end shall be issued by the 
military chief of the demarkation of which 
they are residents. 

Article 8—Ail permits to carrs arms, which 
are not countersigned by the military govern- 
or’s office, are null and void; residents in the 
country who are in possession of any kind of 
arms shall deposit them within the period of 
10 days with the posts of the civil guard or de- 
tachments nearest to their abodes, the chiefs 
of which will issue a proper voucher. 

Article 4—It is only for agricultural work 
that working “machetes” may be kept in their 
residences, but it is absolute.sy prohibited to 
carry the same outside of the respective 
landed property. 

Article 5—Those infringing these orders, as 
well as the agitators of opinion and those who 
abet and harvor them, shall be indicted for the 
crime of rebellion, tried in accordance with 
the code of justice and punished with all the 
severity of the military laws. 

Article 6—The municipal mayors and mayors 
of circumscriptions shall publish widely this 
edict, and the said authorities, as well as all 
civil and military authorities of this province, 
I hold responsible for its full and punctual 
observance. 

Acting Captain-General Arderius, who 
is in command at Havana during the 
absence of General de Campos at the 
front, has just received from De Campos 
the following official account of 

The Battle at Valenzuela: 
Vercuira, July 23. 

To General Arderius, Havana—On the 12th 
I started from Manzanillo toward Verguita 
and Bayamo, At Manzanillo, previous to 
starting, 1 received information which proved 
to be misleading. But at Verguita I was in- 
formed that Maceo was in the neighborhood of 
Bayamo, at the head of large forces of in- 
surgents. I had only 1500 men with me, butI 
did not think it honorable to retreat, and1 
also thought that the numbers of the enemy 
were exaggerated, and consequently pro- 
ceeded on my march, and eventually met the 
enemy near Peralljos, about three leagues 
south of Bayamo. 

My column was commanded by the un- 
fortunate General Santocildes, When the lat- 
ter was killed in action I took command. The 
battle was a hard-fought one. The field was 
most unfavorable for the operations of our 
troops. The enemy numbered three times 
more than we did; was wellsupplied with am- 
munition, and fought skillfully. We weresur- 
rounded by fire on four sides, and there were 
two moments of danger. The firing lasted 
five hours, in which our rear guard was en- 
gaged. 

Our losses in killed are General Santocildes: 
his adjutant, Jose Sotomayor; Captain Emzbio 
Tomas and 2 soldiers, and our wounded were 
Lieutenant Colonel Jose Vaukero, Captain 
Luis Kobles, First Lieutenant Francisco 
Sanchez Ortega, Captain Travesi and 4 sol- 
diers. 1 cannot ascertain the losses of the 
enemy, but it is said that they are over 500. 

With the fatigue of the journey and the bat- 
tle,one day of rest was not enough for the 
troops, and I desisted from going out of Bay- 
amo. Besides, I had information that Jose 
Maceo had arrived on the following day with 
1500 men, and that he was recruiting all the 
civilians. 1 had to organize a great deal at 
Bayamo, and t had no ammunition tospare. I 
communicated with Holquin and Santiago de 
Ouba, direct nz that troops be sent to supply 
Bayamo with ammunition, and to s0 maneuver 
soas to be ready to engage the rebels if the 
latter would effect further fighting. 

General Suarez Valdez arrived yesterday, 
the 2Ist, with 1400 men, and the day we left for 
Verguita. 

General Lachambre was under fire yesterday 
at Brancaz, but the engagement was one of 
slight importauce, and today he has gone to 
Bayamo over the same road that I followed the 
other day. 

Tomorrow I go to Manzanillo.

EXPLANATION IN ORDER. 


Action of a Spanish Gunboat Which May Have 
Been Unwarranted. 


DELAWARE BREAKWATER, July 25. — 
Captain Quick, of the American schooner 
Carrie A. Lane, upon his arrival here last 
night, had a tale to tell abouta thrilling 
encounter in Cuban waters witha Spanish 
gunboat. Two shots were fired at the 
Lane by the man-of-war, and one of the 
schooner’s crew narrowly escaped being 
killed by one of them. The vessel was 
made to heave to and give an account of 
herself before being allowed to proceed. 

The schooner was off Cape Antonio, and 
making good time before a stiff breeze, 
when, on the Il4th inst., she sighted a 
steamer flying the Spanish flag following 
her. Captain Quick, afteran hour or so, 
noticed that the stranger was signaling 
bim to stov. He could only make out

that she looked like a large tugboat, such 
as is usually to be found in American sea- 
ports. While he was making up his mind 
what course to pursue, a puff of smoke 
curled up over the steamer’s port bow, and 
a round shot whistled uncomfortably close 
to the schooner’s mainmast, and plunged 
into the water on the lee quarter. 

Captain Quick gave the order to haul in 
sail and bring the vessel to, and while this 
was being done one of the crew ran out 
on the bowsprit. As he stood there, the 
gun on the Spanish warship boomed again, 
this time coming so close to her that the 
sailman on the bowsprit felt the wind 
caused by its rapid flight. 

The Lane soon came to a dead stop, and 
the gunboat drew up under her quarter, 
and four Spanish marines, under the com- 
mand of a lieutenant, came aboard. They 
were fully armed, and their leader very 
civilly demanded to know from what port 
the Lane had sailed and whither she was 
bound. Captain Quick gave the required 
information and produced his clearance 
papers in proof of his assertions. No 
further search was made, and the vessel 
was permitted to continue on her course 
without further molestation. 

Captain Quick says that he could not 
get the name of the gunboat. He adds 
that after the first shot was fired at the 
Lane, he caused the Stars and Stripes to 
be hoisted at the peak, but the only re- 
sponse the Spanish vessel made to this 
was a second shot. The gunboat did not 
hoist her colors until after the first shot 
was fired. 

As soon as Captain Quick reached here, 
he wired to his agents in Philadelphia, 
and will await advices from them before 
determining upon what course to pursue 
in regard to what he considers an outrage. 


A New York Mystery. 

NEw YorK, July 25.—A _ complete 
identification was established last night of 
the body of a young girl that was found 
dead in a little clump of woods in the 
northern part of thiscity. It proved to be 
that of Lillie Low, the daughter of James 
Low, Jr., aretired merchant. She was 19 
years of age, and was bornin Franee. It 
was at first thought that the girl had com- 
mitted suicide, but the result of the cor- 
oner’s inquest gives reason to believe that 
the girl was murdered.

England’s New Cruiser. 

LonvDOoN, July 25.—The first class un- 
armored cruiser Powerful, sister ship to 
the Terrible, was launched at Barrow yes- 
terday. The new cruiser will be far 
larger and of considerably greater dis- 
placement than any cruiser hitherto built, 
The Terrible is a first.:lass cruiser, built 
of steel and copper sheathed, her displace- 
ment being 14,200 tons, and her indicated 
horse power 25,000. Her length is 500 
feet, her beam 71 feet, and her draft of 
water 27 feet. Her contract requirement 
for speed is 22 knots, and she has a coal 
capacity in her bunkers for 3000 tons, and 
she is deck-protected throughout.

NorwicH, N. Y¥., July 25.—Fire broke 
out in the residence of Rev. W. H. Scud- 
der, pastor of the Congregational church 
in this city, at about 9:30 o'clock last even- 
ing.

‘TROOPS ON THE MOVE. 


| Will Try to Prevent Conflict Between 
Settlers and Indians, 


| Settlement Surrounded by 
Angry Redskins. 


| No Proof That Lives of Any White Persons 
Have Been Lost 


CHEYENNE, Wy., July 25.— The full 
orders telegraphed to General Coppinger 
from Washington are for him to issue the 
necessary orders for the movement of such 
a force of troops as he shall deem requisite 
for carrying out the reguest of the depart- 
ment of the interior to prevent conflict be- 
tween the Indians and the white settlers, 
and to return the Indians to their proper 
reservations. 

General Coppinger is instructed to pro- 
ceed to the scene of the disturbance, and 
to personally direct the operations of the 
troops. He is also advised that if he should 
desire the use of troops frog other depart- 
ments on account of their closer proximity 
he shall indicate to the war department 
the special force desired. 

The last mentioned instruction is given 
for the purpose of permitting General 
Coppinger to obtain troops from the de- 
partment of the Colorado or the depart- 
ment of the Columbia, if considered neces- 
sary. 

Governor Richards has been advised by 
General Coppinger that four troops of cay- 
alry have been ordered from Fort Robin- 
son, Neb., to proceed to the Jackson Hole 
country to protect the settlers. As it will 
require at least two or three days to reach 
Jackson Hole with these troops, a battle 
between whites and Indians may be fought 
before they can be of service. 

Before They Can Be of Service, 

Adjutant General Stitzer, of the state 
militia, wired yesterday morning from 
Market Lake, Ida., as follows: “I met an 
Indian captain of police at Teton Basin 
yesterday, with 35 horses, hurrying out 
with all possible speed. Isaw him again 
at 11 o'clock last night. He says he can- 
not control the Indians, who will fight at 
noon today. There are in the Jackson 
Hole settlement 65 men capable of bearing 
arms, 35 women and 40 children. All of 
these are gathered at the settlement of 
Marysvale, situated between Gros Ventre 
and Little Gros Ventre rivers. 

“It is possible re-enforcements from 
settlements east, on the headwaters of the 
Big Wind river, and from the Mormons to 
the south, have reached them in response 
to couriers sent out during the last week, 
asking for aid. It is estimated by the 
state authorities that no less than 200 In- 
dians are surrounding the settlement. If 
the whites have sufficient ammunition, it 
is confidently expected they can stand off 
the Indians until the troops come to their 
aid.” 


' 


No Settlers Killed. 

A special from Pocatello, Ida., says: In- 
dian Agent Teeterof the Fort Hall reserv- 
ation left this city last night for the 
agency. He denies all sensational reports 
published to the effect that settlers are 
being killed. Mr. Teeter says not a single 
white man, woman or child has been 
killed, but that the Indians have warned 
the settlers that unless they are allowed to 
kill game unmolested there will be serious 
trouble. The whites are just as determined 


that no more elk shall be killed. Only six 
or eight Indians have been killed alto- 
gether, and ‘Teeter says these will be 


avenged. Everything is quiet at Pocatello, 
and the Indians are lounging about as 
though nothing unusual was occurring. 
One old Indian remarked: ‘*Me stay home 
and cut hay.” 

A special from Evanston, Wy., says: 
A band of 218 Utes passed 45 miles east of 
here Monday on the way to Jackson 
Hole. <A courier just arrived reports that 
they had stolen 200 horses, which they 
were driving with them. 


Cape Elizabethans Scared. 

PORTLAND, Me., July 25.—Cape Eliza- 
beth was greatly excited yesterday by the 
report that a wild cat, tiger or some other 
wild animal had been killing horses and 
cattle and chasing people about the farm- 
ing district of the town all day. A large 
posse of citizens started off last night to 
hunt the beast down. Several people have 
had narrow escapes from the animal, 


Squabbling Over Trinidad. 

Rio DE JANEIRO, July 25.— There is 
growing excitement inthis city over the 
occupation of the island of Trinidad by the 
English. The government has dispatched 
two notes to the British legation of em- 
phatic protest, quoting the order of the 
British admiralty of 1782, by virtue of 
which Trinidad was evacuated by the 
English and restored to Portugal. 


Robbed a Bookmaker. 

New York, July 25.—William Hueston, 
cashier for E. D. Burke, bookmaker, failed 
to appear at the Brighton race track yester- 
day, and it was found he had disappeared 
with $1500 of his cash. He 
also left nearly #2000 in markers in the 
ring on his own account with other book- 
makers. Detectives have been placed on 
his track.

A Strange Tale.

Book Bound In Gold and Silver, 

The only gold and silver bound, dia- 
mond incrusted book in the world was 
lately enshrined in the holy Mohamme- 
dan city of Isnan-Ruza, Persia. The 
book is of course a copy of the Alkoran 
and is a gift from Abd-ur-Rahman, 
ameer of Afghanistan. The covers of this 
unique volume, the sides of which are 
| 946 by 4 inches, are of solid gold plates 
one-eighth of an inch in thickness, lined 
with silver sheets of the same thickness. 

The centerpiece, as well as the cor- 
ners, is a symbolic design wrought in 
diamonds, rubies and pearls. The center 
figure is a crescent with a star between 
its points, the whole design being com- 
posed of 109 small diamonds, 167 pearls 
and 122 rubies. The diamonds on each 
corner, Which are almost hidden in their 
golden setting, and the orange colored 
lacquer with which they are fastened, 
are each worth about $5,000. The book 
itself is on parchment, entirely written 
by hand. It is valued at $125,000. Thera

ment. 

The bones were packed in damp earth, 
with which had been mixed quicklime. 
Several bones were found, and with them 
what resembled a bit of jaw with two 
teeth attached. A portion of a jacket with 


a large puff sleeve lay with the bones, and | 


on the cloth was a bunch of hair. 

Dr. Charles North, to whom the bones 
were submitted for examination, pro 
nounced them portions of a human skele- 
ton. The find was mysterious, as neither 
the skull nor any of the leg bones were 
found with the ribs and bits of vertebra. 
A small vial, containing a peculiar look- 
ing fluid, was found with the skeleton, but 
its nature could not be determined with 
tests, and it was acvordingly sent to a 
chemist for examination. 

As the result of the finding of the 
skeleton, believed to be that of little Ger- 
trude Connor, Chief Badenoch decided to 
hold Joseph D. Owens and Patrick Quin- 
lan, the two janitors of the building, for 
further investigation. The chief of po- 
lice came to the conclusion to hold the 
men after an examination which lasted 
nearly five hours. From their answers to 
questions, Chief Badenoch believes both 
men have guilty knowledge of the crim- 
inal operations of the man Holmes, and 
the finding of the bones now leaves no 
doubt that, in addition to his known 
swindling operations, Holmes is also 
guilty of murder in Chicago. 


MAKES LIGHT OF IT. 


Holmes Shows No Worriment Over Late News 
From Chicago. 


PHILADELPHIA, July 25.—H. H. Holmes 
was visited in his cell yesterday by his 
counsel, William A. Shoemaker. For 
two hours or more, Holmes spoke freely of 
the bones and other fragments of human 
anatomy found in his ‘‘castle’’ in Chicago, 
After the interview, Mr. Shoemaker told 
the substance of his client's statements as 
follows: 


“Holmes declared that the tuft of hu- 


man hair found in the chimney could not | 
have belonged to Minnie Williams, for the | 


reason that the chimney was a new one, 
put in after the girl’s disappearance. As 
tothe bones, he said, they were not those 
of Gertrude Connor, Minnie Williams or 
any of the other persons whom he was 
charged with having murdered.” 

Mr. Shoemaker quoted Holmes as fol- 
lows: “The police simply do not know 
what they're talking about when they say I 
murdered so yany persons and buried their 


bones indiscriminately in every crook and | 


corner I could find throughout the coun- 
try. Quite a while ago I made a state- 
ment to the Philadelphia authorities that 
they were liable to find human bones in 
many different places all over the con- 
tinent. I then frankly admitted that I 
had been engaged in aninsurance swindle, 
which did not pan out. One of these was 
for a $40,000 policy, and had to be 
abandoned while in an embryonic state, 
because of suspicions. 

“The idea was to have the bodies of a 
woman and boy found in their home, and 
afterward the corpse of a man with a 
bullet in his head, to make it appear a case 
of murder and suicide. I got bodies from 
& graveyard to represent the wife and son, 
but the alleged husband’s body had not 
yet been procured when the insurance 
agents learned of the scheme, and the 
bodies had to be disposed of the best way 
Icould, and I had them embalmed and 
put in trunks, which were sent to a cold 
storage warehouse. Before my prepara- 
tions could be completed, however, the 
manager of the storage house notified me 
to take the trunks away or he would sell 
the contents..I did so, and the bodies 
were buried in separate places. Where 
they are the police must find out.” 

Holmes ridiculed the theory that 
subterranean tank found in the Chicago 
establishment had been used for the secre- 
tion of his victims’ corpses, and said it had 
served as nothing more harmful thana 
vat for illuminating oil used on the prem- 
ises. The dumb waiter was accounted for 
by the fact that during the World's fair 
there had been a restaurant on one of the 
upper floors of the building. 

In the transfer of properties between 
him and Minnie Williams, Holmes, added, 
in which he had secured the Fort Worth 
property, @ note in the shape of a mort- 
gage was givem by Minnie Williams, and 
endorsed ‘‘Horace A. Williams,’ who was 
supposed to be her brother. She never 
had a brother, however, and the endorser 
was Holmes himself, 


The Alice Pitzel Murder. 

TORONTO, June 25.,—The adjourned in- 
quest on the body of Alice Pitzel was con- 
cluded last night. After 10 minutes, ab- 
sence the jurors brought in a verdict 
against Holmes of murdering Alice 
Pitzel, in the city of Toronto, on or abous 
Oct. 25, 1894. After the return of the ver- 
dict, the coroner made out a warrant for 
the arrest of Holmes, The warrant was 
placed in the hands of the attorney general 
this morning, and the necessary papers 
will be made out demanding Holmes’ ex- 
tradition.

HOLMES BIG FURNACE 


May Have Been Used to Cremate the 
Bodies of His Victims, 


Strong Belief That He Killed 
Julia Connor. 


Mrs. Smythe Tells of an incriminating Letter 
From Holmes.

CuHicaGo, July 26.—The searchers in the 
Holmes castle yesterday found a shoulder 
bone which the detectives believe is part of 
&n adult’s body, and a socket bone, sup- 
posed to be part of the remains of a child. 
A portion of the dress was glso found. 

The remains of a furna®e that was pos- 
sibly used by Holmes as a crematory was 
unearthed in the cellar. Near it was a 
large heap of ashes, which are being sifted. 

The man who built the furnace says 
that Holmes maintained great secrecy con- 
cerning its construction, and said it was 
to be used in his gas manufacturing ex- 
periments. As no attempt was ever made 
to make gas, this story was clearly a fabri- 
cation, 

A. L. Jones, who purchased a drugstore 
here frém Holmes, is positive that Holmes 
is guilty of murdering the Williams sis- 
sters, and insists that he ended the life of 
Kate Durky, a youug woman who was for 
& time his slave. 

The girl bad her life seienrvadt Mr. Jones 
said: “Holmes was digging in that cel- 
lar day and night, and I now think he 
was burying the bodies of those he had 
slaughtered.” 

Mrs. Quinlan, wife of one of the former 
janitors of the Holmes building, yesterday 
stated that a young lady named Cigrand, 
who lived with Holmes just before the 
Williams girl, and who came to Chicago 
from Indiana, had 
peared. 

More proof was found that Julia L. Con- 
nor was made away with by H. H. Holmes, 
It was determined that she disappeared 
before June 9% 18%2—an important 
factor in the search for her. As 
late as November, 1892, Holmes, as shown 
by the letters which have been found, was 
writiug her parents as to her whereabouts, 
and stating that she had gone to St. 
Louis. Buton June 5, 1892, he wrote to 
her brother-in-law, Ira Yantis, of 820 
Wardobe avenue, Waukesha, Wis., giving 
him a fictitious address as to her where- 
abouts in St. Leuis.

Many from Quincy incy at the Camp of The Residents Want Cheaper Fares) » 


And Other Improvements. 


Ata meeting of the Houghs Neck Im- 
provement association held at Pierce’s 
dance hall on Thursday evening about 25 
members were present Mr. John Cavanagh 
in the chair, The committee on railroad 
fares were instructed to make application 
to the railroad commissioners and see if a 
general reduction of fare on the Manet 
line of the Quincy & Boston street railroad 
cannot be effected.

GIRLS PART WITH THEIR CROWN- 
ING GLORY FOR A FEW CENTS. 


Cashier Walden’s Stealings Will Amount to- 


Jewelry and Wigs Are Made of the Queer- 
est of Crops—Information, Some of It of 
an Odd Character, Who 
Makes Things of Hair. 


From a Man 


It was quite by chance that the writer 
pf this article happened on a man who 
has spent his lifetime in the manipula- 
tion of human hair, transforming it in- 
to wigs, crowns, frizettes and all the 
otter kinds of ‘‘false’’ hair and weaving 
it into watch chains, eveglass guards, 
bracelets, as well as mounting it in lock- 
ets, rings, pins, earrings and brooches 
and working it up into all kinds of 
floral designs and emblems. 
| ‘*A charming head of hair on a wom- 
an,”’ he said, ‘‘is athing of beanty and 
indeed a crowning glory, but toa hair 
pekes it is of little value. Even the 
ongest hair, before it has passed through 
the hands of the manufacturers, is well 
nigh worthless. The hair of a woman’s 
head which is 30 inches in length, for 
example, would not be worth more than 
60 cents. 

“TI remember a woman 
my shop one night and offering to sell 
hher hair. She said she was a seaman’s 
wife, and not having heard from him 
for many months was in desperate 
straitsfor money. She wanted to know 
how much I would give her for her hair, 
which was of considerable length. I re- 
fused to cut it off. I wouldn’t cut any 
woman's hair off. It is such a demoral- 
izing, degrading thing to do, and the 
fact is emphasized when dire need is the 
cause of the sale. However, I was in a 
position to obtain her assistance until 
her husband came back. 

' “We get our finest descriptions of 
hair,’’ continued the subject of this in- 
terview, ‘‘from France and Ituly, whence 
come all shades of black and brown. 
France, again, Germany and Spain sup- 
‘ply the market with brown, light flaxen 
and red hair. Gray hair, being found in 
every parcel, is described as universal. 
“On the continent there are regular 
‘hair harvests. During the summer time 
you can see at every fair peddlers sur- 
rounded by girls with their beautiful 
nair nicely combed out standing in file 
waiting their turn. The peddler has in 
his hands a pair of each girl 
bends her neck, a few snips, and the 
hair is off, tied into a whisp and thrown 
into a basket standing at the shearer’s 
side. And bow much do you think that 
the girls get for this? A few cents, a 
guady trinket or a bright silk handker- 
chief. 

‘Some peddlers travel from cottage 
to cottage plying their trade, and the 
same performance is gone through. An 
average head of hair weighs four ounces. 
When sufficient hair is accumulated, it 
is sold to the hair manufacturers, who 
submit it to a process of cleansing and 
sorting into various lengths and shades. 
It is then ready for the wigmakers, 
\who buy it as they require it, paying at 
lthe rate of 20 cents or so per ounce for 
lle angths of 10 inches to 12 inc he *s to as 
jmany shillings as there are inches for 
lengths of 86 inches and upward. The 
greatest demand is for hair from 14 to 
24 inches in length. The longest female 
hair on record is 72 inches.’’

Trees That Die When Men Live Near Thew. 

The deaths of nearly all the pine 
trees in Asbury Park give rise to an in- 
teresting question as to whether or not 
it is true that this tree is so wild by na- 
ture that it will not endure domestica- 
tion. It is the breed of pine that grows 
in the sand close to the seashére of 
which this seems to betrne. Asbury 
Park is built upon a former sea beach 
extending three miles inland tothe edge 
of the great forest that reaches from Ea- 
tontown, back of Long Branch, to Cape 
May. This forest is called ‘‘The Pines,”’ 
because of the preponderance of pine 
trees in it, the other trees that are plen- 
tiful there being mainly oaks of four 
varieties, with a few magnolias, tulips, 
sassafras and hickory trees and hollies 
and laurels. 

The pines still flourish in the woods 
behind Asbury Park, but in the towna 
large fraction of the few that remain 
are sickly and dying. Thousands have 
died and been cut down since the tree 
embowered town was built in the woods 
& quarter of a century ago. The vil- 
lagers say they die because it kills them 
to have human beings walk beside them. 
They say that even in the forest the 
pines that stand beside the footpaths are 
the first to die. Others credit their de- 
struction in the village to the shaking 
of the earth by the heavy trolley cars 
and steam railway trains, and still oth- 
ers declare that manuring, watering 
and topsoiling the sandy ground is what 
has done the damage. The truth is yet 
to be determined, but certain it is that 
they are dying fast, and that already 
Asbury Park has lost most of its noblest 
ornaments. —New York Sun.

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PREPARED 10 FIGHT. 


Settlers In Jackson’s Hole Valley Are 
Storing Up Ammunition. 


But Two Hundred Males In 
Bannock Tribe. 


Living Within Treaty Rights but Against Laws 
of Wyoming. 


PocaTELLo, Ida., July 26.—News of a 
conflict with the Bannock Indians is ex- 
pectedeyery hour. Troops cannot reach 
the besieged settlers before Monday. 

Additional evidence of the thorough 
manner in which both the settlers and In- 
dians in Jackson’s Hole valley are prepar- 
ing for battle continues to arrive every 
day. 

After careful inquiry, it is learned that 
there are 75 heads of families in Jackson's 
Hole yalley. For two weeks, they have, 
with rare foresight, been preparing for 
the condition that now exists. In or- 
der to forestall the Indians, messen- 
gers were to buy up all the am- 
munition that could be obtained 
in that section of the country, and so well 
have they succeeded in laying in a good 
stock before the passes were watched by 
the red men, that they now have on hand 
about 100 rifles, and every settler equipped 
with 1000 rounds of ammunition. 

The Tribe a Small One. 

WASHINGTON, July 26. — According to 
data relative to the Bannock Indians ob- 
tained at the Indian bureau, the tribe now 
on the warpath in Idaho is not a large one. 
In the latest report of the commissioner of 
Indian affairs it is stated that the Ban- 
nocks number 441 souls, 219 males and 222 
females, 

It seems that the Bannocks were strictly 
within their treaty rights in killing game, 
although they violated the laws of Wy- 
oming in doing so, and so gave oppor- 
tunity to the lawless among the settlers 
to cause conflict with them. 

The following clause of the treaty of 
July, 1868, whereby the Bannock Indians 
were located upon their present reserva- 
tion, shows the right of the Indians to 
hunt in Wyoming: 

The Indians herein named agree that they 
will make said reservation their per 
manent home, and they will make no perma- 
nent settlement elsewhere, but they shall 
have the right to hunt on the unoccupied 
lands of the United States so long as game 
may be found therein, and so long as peace 
subsists between the whites and Indians on 
the borders of the hunting districts. 

To avoid conflict with the whites, the 
Indian bureau has made regulations gov- 
erning the exercise of this treaty right 
which forbid the Indians hunting in dis- 
tricts frequented by the whites, and the 
policy of the Indian agents has been to 
persuade the Indians to use the privilege 
as little as possible. In the trouble be- 
tween the Indians and settlers, the gov- 
ernment, of course, under the treaty, sus- 
tains the Indians’ right to hunt game, but 
requires their 

Return to the Reservation. 

In 1866 the Bannocks broke away from 
governmental restraint and massacred 
many settlers before they were subjugated. 
In 1878 they again brought up their an- 
nual grievance of bad rations and poor 
hunting, and took the warpath. During 
the greater part of that year they robbed 
and murdered and pillaged, in spite of all 
efforts made to subdue them. It was not 
until General Miles came down from Fort 
Keogh with a large force, and killed a 
great many of them, that they were sub- 
dued. 

That war cost the government consider- 
ably over $500,000, but the result seemed 
to be a salutary lesson for the Indians, 
for since that time they have kept rather 
quiet. There were about 1500 warriors in 
the fleld in that uprising, but over half of 
them belonged to the Cheyenne and Arap- 
ahoe tribes, who secretly sympathize with 
the outbreak. 

At present it is doubtful if the entire 
tribe can muster more than 500 warriors at 
the outside. But if they have definitely 
decided to goon the warpath, it will be 
aneasy matter for them to muster re- 
cruits from the ydrious neighboring tribes. 
There is always a discontented element 
among the Crow and Sioux tribes 

Ready to Fight. 

In their last war the Bannocks used 
Stein’s mountains for a stronghold, and 
under Chief Ten Days they made a stand 
against the government. From this point 
they were ousted by General Howard. 
Then they fought their. way eastward 
along the Blue mountains, between 
Grand Ronde and Columbia valley. 
When driven from this locality, as a last 
resort they turned eastward into the 
Salmon mountains, and thence slong 
Powder River mountains, to the crossing 
of Snake river. Here they killed herders, 
isolated farmers and small parties with- 
out hindrance. 

From what can be learned, they are 
again in their old haunts and plying their 
old trade. The band probably does not 
number over 3000. Although the Sho- 
shones, as a tribe, have never made war to 
any extenton the government, there are 
& great many young bucks who will un- 
doubtedly join the Bannocks in any move- 
ment of consequence. The country is an 
exceedingly difficult one for military oper- 
ations. Itis Heavily timbered and very 
mountainous. 

In fact, a small force, if well-provisioned 
and with an unlimited supply of ammu- 
nition, could hold off the available goy- 
ernment troops for six months without 
much trouble. In past wars, the move- 
ment of the hostile Indians has always 
been toward the Canadian border. 

The present uprising will probably form 
no exception tothe rule. Failing to reach 


the border, the Bannocks will accept de- | 


feat, as they have in the past, return to 
their reservations and be good Indians for 
another year,

CHRISTIAN ENDEAVOR. 


Topic For the Week Beginning July 238. 
Corament by Kev. S. H. Doyle. 


.—Our ristian journey—helps and 
Fae Aa vii, 13, 14; John xiv, 1-6. 

This life has often been compared tc 
a pilgrimage or a journey. In answer to 
Pharaoh’s qnestion concerning his age, 
Jacob said, ‘“The days of the years of 
my pilgrimage are 130 years.’’ Christ 
also spoke of the Christian’s journey 
from earth to heaven in the same way 
where He said, ‘‘I am the way.”” The 
Christian’s life resembles a journey in 
many particulars, not least of which is 
the fact that as on an important journey 
we are likely to meet some difficulties 
and obstacles, and some things that cheer 
and encourage us, 60 also it is in the 
Christian life. These hindrances and 
helps are to occupy our attention. 

1. The Hindrances (Math. vii, 13, 14). 
These hindrances are here placed before 
us in a twofold light. The Christian 
journey is difficult to begin and to con- 
tinue in, while, on’ the other hand, the 
opposite way is easy to enter and to fol- 
low. The first great hindrance to the 
Christian life is the fact that it is so 
much easier to travel the other way. 
‘*Wide is the gate and broad is the way 
that leadeth to destruction, and many 
there be that go in thereat.’’ It is easier 
todo wrong than to doright. It is eusier 
to live a sinful life than a sinless one. 
Our natural desires, the influences of 
life about us all tend to draw us from 
God rather than to Him. Broad and 
wide and easy is the wrong way. The 
second hindrance lies in the fact that 
the Christian journey is hard to enter 
and to continue in. ‘‘Strait is the gate 
and narrow is the way which leadeth 
anto life.’ It is not always an easy 
thing to become a Christian. We must 
turn our backs upon what has been dear 
tous. The heart must'"be changed, the 
life must be transformed. It is even 
more difficult still to live the Christian 
life. The way is narrow. Only a few are 
traveling it. There are obstacles to be 
overcome; there are crosses to be borne; 
there are temptations to be resisted and 
trials and tribulations to be endured. 

2. The Helps (John xiv, 1-6). Allis 
pot hindrance. We have help and all 
helps may be summed up in Christ. He 
is the way and by Hiru at last we may 
enter in. The Lord is our helper, the 
Lord strong and mighty, who in the 
darkest hour of affliction, in the moment 
of greatest difficulty, in the time of 
strongest temptation is able to sustain 
us. Lean upon Christ. Trust Him. En- 
ter in by Him and all will be well.

PREFERRED TO TRAMP, 


Daniel Goodwin Made Very Poor Use 
of a Snug Fortune, 


Now Compelled to End His 
Days In an Asylum. 


Jails and Almshouses Were Always His Favor- 
ite Abiding Places. 


SALEM, Mass., July 27.—Daniel Good- 
win, a native of Peabody and one of the 
most noted tramps in this country, and 
who has probably been confined in more 
jails and almshouses during the past 10 
years than any other living man, was yes- 
terday sent to the Danvers insane asylum, 
having been adjudged insane. 

Goodwin is worth a fortune variously 
estimated at between $20,000 and $30,000. 
His father died about 10 years ago and 
willed him $30,000, and since the day that 
the property came into his possession he 
has not worked. He prefers, he states, to 
tramp instead of enjoying the fortune 
which has been left him. 

“Iam going to enjoy life on first princi- 
ples,” he stated, when remonstrated with 
for his actions. ‘‘When the money is all 
gone I will go to work, and not before 
then. I like to tramp, and the company 
I meet on the road and in the jails and 
alinshouses pleases me.”’ 

Goodwin has been in every state in the 
Union several times, and has visited 
nearly every place, city and town during 

His Ten Years of Tramp Life. 
His statement to this effect is borne out 
by letters and telegrams to his guardian, 
Willard Spaulding, asking for remittances 
from his fortune. 

Columns haye been written in the news- 
papers relative to the actions of Goodwin. 
Shortly after he came into the money left 
by his father he began to drink, and would 
carelessly light cigars with bills, go into 
saloons and smash glassware and mirrors. 
When remonstrated with, he would ask 
the damage, and immediately pay for it. 
At’times he carried about him $1000in 
money. 

Friends and relatives after a time asked 
that a guardian be appointed, and Levi 
Spaulding of Peabody was chosen, but at 
the decease of the latter, Willard Spauld- 
ing has been the guardian of Goodwin. 
Goodwin is now about 50 years of age, and 
5S 
. Completely Broken Down In Health. 

For a long time nothing had been heard 
from him until he made his appearance in 
Peabody about a month ago, and secured 
$100, with which he wanted to go to Phila- 
delphia and have an operation performed 
on his eyes. Whether or not he visited 
the hospital is not known, but the opera- 
tion was not performed, and on Thursday 
he again returned, only to be arrested in 
Salem and sent to the asylum. 

He is known among the tramps from 
one end of the country to the other as 
“Good.”

Not a Case of Murder. 

Boston. July 27.—The body of Alberta 
Stewart, a 14-year-old schoolgirl, who has 
been missing from her home since Tues- 
day night, was found floating in the 
Charles river yesterday. At first appear- 
ance it looked as if the child had been sub- 
jected to a criminal assault and afterward 
thrown into the water, and stories of 
murder were rife. After a searching in- 
vestigatlon, however, the police regurd it 
as a case of suicide, resulting from 
moroseness at a flogging given the girl 
by her sister, with whom she lived, for 
running away from home last Sunday. 


To Fight Tuberculosis. 

Boston, July 27.—The convention of 
representatives of various state cattle 
commissioners and boards of health ef- 
fected a permanent organization yester- 
day, to be known as the tuberculosis com- 
mission of New England. It was resolved 
that the boards of cattle commissioners of 
Maine, New Hampshire, Vermont, Massa- 
chusetts and Connecticut agree that no 
animal shall be allowed entrance into any 
of the respective states without quaran- 
tine restrictions unless a certificate has 
been furnished by the party desiring to 
ship such cattle. 


Stabbed Himself Fatally. 

MERIDEN, Conn., July 27.—Frederick 
Gauthier, aged 30, quarreled with his wife, 
and to escape her husband’s abuse the 
woman went to her mother’s house. The 
man followed and made an attempt to 
stab his wife. Mrs. Gauthier’s mother 
prevented this, and Barnaby Brunnelle 
and Gustavus Brunnelle came into the 
affray. Barnaby sustained three cuts, 
none of which will prove serious. Gusta- 
yus was also slightly cut. Gauthier then 
stabbed himself directly over the heart. 
Physicians pronounce the wound as fatal.

ALL ARE BUTCHERED 


Awful Fate of Unfortunate Whites In 
Jackson’s Hole Settlement, 


Redskins Not Yet Through 
With Their Work. 


Expected to Carry It on All Down the Teton 
River Valley. 


PocATELLO, Ida., July 27.—A courier 
who arrived at Market Lake last evening, 
reported that all the settlers in Jackson’s 
Hole had been murdered by Indians and 
all the houses burned. 

He could give no particulars of the 
massacre, but said that a companion had 
attempted to reach the scene of the 
trouble, and if he escaped the Indians he 
would undoubtedly reach Market Lake 
within 24 hours with details of the fight. 

Acourier just returned got far into 
Teton basin, which is the present point 
in danger of massacre, now that the Jack- 
son’s Hole citizens are all butchered. He 
reports that smoke of a large fire can be 
seen several miles south of Grand Teton 
in the direction of Jackson’s Hole. There 
isno doubt that the redskins have fired 
every home and cabin, and by tonight 
they will be repeating their work this side 
ofthe Teton range in Teton basin, and, 
perhaps, after that, all down the Teton 
river valley in Idaho. 

Two hundred Utes were seen to have 
gone north to join the Indians in Hoback 
basin early this week. Small parties of 
Lemhis have been slipping in daily across 
the Conant trail, something they have not 
ventured to do since the Yellowstone Na- 
tional park was enlarged in 1891. 


News Believed to Be True. 

OMAHA, July 27.—Union Pacific head- 
quarters were notified last night by the 
company’s superintendent at Pocatello, 
Ida., of the receipt of a telegram from the 
Union Pacific agent at Market Lake, to 
the effect that all Jackson’s Hole settlers 
had been murdered by the Indians, their 
stock killed, andtheir homes burned.

SHED AND QUARRY. 


Granite Business Has Developed 


South Quincey Wonderfally. 


To one who lived in Quincy years ago, 
and returns here after an absence of a few 
years, the change that has taken place at 
South Quincy must be a surprise. Many 
will remember when that section of Quincy 
was but one broad, green field and the only 
building to be seen south of Water street 
was Spear’s ice house, and here in this field 
the old active base bal! teams were wont to 
meet on Saturday afternoons and contest 
with some neighboring nine on the dia- 
mond, and every summer some traveling 
circus would pitch its tents there and 
and rake in lots of quarters. But now 
nearly all of the availabie space is occupied 
There are hundreds of pretty little homes 
of industrial workmen and dozens of stone 
sheds in which the owners of these homes 
find employment, and itcan traly be said 
that Quincy does move, 

The monumental designers of the city 
are ali busy which means that there is 
work for some one to do. 

Many of the granite firms have a num- 
ber of monuments under way which will 
be on exhibition when the western men 
are here in August. 

A few years ago the number of granite 
firms in Quincy could be counted by the 
fingers on the hands but now they number 
over one hundred. 

McDonnel! & Sons the old reliable firm is 
fairly busy. ‘Their work can be seen in 
nearly every cemetery in the country. 

A beautiful sarcophagus of Quincy 
granite has been erected in Forest Hills 
cemetery, by Mrs. Barber, over the graves 
of the late James K. Barber and his son, 
Clifton Nicholas Barber. The memorial 
is five feet six inches high, has a 4 by 6 
base, and coat of arms, appropriate in- 
scriptions and Masonic emblems,

WEEKLY TRADE REVIEW 


Shows Business In General to Be In a Fairly 
Prosperous State. 

New York, July 27.—R. G. Dun & Co.'s 
weekly review of trade says: It is not the 
season for the tide of business to rise, but 
there is perceived scarcely any shrinkage, 
except that which comes naturally with 
midsummer heat. 

The volume of new business is small, 
compared with recent months, but large 
enough to encourage more opening of 
long-closed works and more advances in 
returns to labor. Important strikes show 
that the advance is not enough for some, 
but seem not more threatening than a 
week ago. The smallshipments of gold 
count for nothing, and money markets are 
undisturbed. 

A graver cause of apprehension, if cur- 
rent reports were reliable, would be the 
injury to wheat, which has affected the 
markets more this week than at any other 
time since early in June, but, with reason 
or without, the reports are generally be- 
lieved to be exaggerated, and the dis- 
patches to Dun’s reviewer are much more 
favorable. 

Corn advanced about %{ cent, but has 
since lost all the gain. 

Cotton has remained unchanged at 7 
cents, 

The textile works have a better outlook, 
with larger demand, both for cotton and 
woolen goods, a shade advance in print 
cloths andin most bleached goods, and a 
more hopeful market for lightweight 
woolens, which, if scarcely advanced be- 
yond last year’s figures, are on the whole 
selling better. 

Enormous sales of wool — 44,778,864 
pounds in four weeks, against 29,220,750 in 
1892—far exceed actual consumption, but 
reflect that prices will not decline, and the 
few changes this week have been upward. 
Scarcity of domestic wool in western mar- 
ketsis in part due to heavy speculative 
withdrawals. 

The boot and shoe manufacture has be- 
fore it orders for some weeks’ work in 
most branches, though the new orders are 
at present very scanty. Shipments from 
the east in four weeks of July have been 
371,389 cases, against 323,158 for the same 
weeks in 92. 

Failures for the week were 202, against 
249 last year, and 27 in Canada, against 39 
last year. 

Used Bogus Drafts. 

CuHIcAGO, July 27. — Warrants 
taken out yesterday for the arrest of 
Walter T. Swain on the charge of swin- 
dling. Swain was a member of the Peary 
expedition tothe North pole. He turned 
up in Chicago about two week ago and de- 
voted himself to a series of swindles, of 
which members of the Peary expediti_n 
Were the victims. His method was to ob- 
tain small sums on bogus drafts. 


_ Murder Practically Endorsed. 

LONDON, July 27.—The correspondent of 
The Standard at Constantinople com- 
ments upon the fact that the Bulgarian 
authorities have done nothing toward the 
arrest of the suspected instigators or the 
actual murderers of Stambuloff.

Platform Upon Which Populists Will Appeal to 
the Country.

6. That we demand the prohibition of the li- 
quor trattic for beverage purposes, and govern- 
mental control of the sale for medicinal, scien- 
tific and mechanical purposes. 

7. That all money—paper, gold and silver— 
should be issued by the national government 
only, and made legal tender for all payments, 
public or private, on future contracts and in 
amounts adequate to the dema ids of business. 

8. That we demand the free and unlimited 
coinage of silver and gold at the ratio of 16 
tol.

The police have done 
everything possible to trace her where-

The work is still being conducted along 
the murder theory line, and 

It Is Thought Strange 
that none of those who frequent the 
Charlesbank saw Alberta Tuesday even- 
ing. One man was found who says he 
saw her down there several times before 
that day, and that she was always alone. 
She liked to go down there, but had no- 
body to go with her, and the same is true 
of her visits to Boston Common. 

Miss Maggie Stewart’s recent statement 
occasioned considerable talk. It varied 
somewhat from that said to have been 
made by her tothe reporters and the po- 
lice. It is admitted, however, that she has 
been laboring under great excitement 
since her little sister’s death. 

“When I interrogated Miss Stewart

THE THIRD TIME. 


The Trask House on West Street 


Now Badly Gutted. 


The alarm from Box 49 at 11.25 Sunday 
pight calied the department for the third 
time this year to a fire in the old house 
situated on West street owned by E. V.

Sunday night the fire was started in the 
centre of the building from the outside. 

When the department arrived the tire 
had made good headway and the nearest 
hydrant was at Larry place over 1500 feet 
away and water had to be forced up hill, 
which presented in a measure the depart- 
ment doing its usual good work. By the 
time the fire was extinguished the building 
was badly gutted but as the building was 
an old one the loss will not be over $500, 
which is fully covered by insurance,

STUART NOT WORRIED 


Over Governor’s Proclamation Forbidding 
Fighting In Texas. 

AUSTIN, July 29.—Governor Culberson 
has issued a proclamation prohibitory of 
the Corbett-Fitzsimmons fight. He as- 
serts that it is a flagrant defiance of law, 


and will bring disrepute upon, and foster 
& spirit of disobedience of, all law.

HEBREWS’ SUNDAY OFF. 


Big Strike Inaugurated Because of a Disagree- 
ment With Contractors. 

NEw YORE, July 29.—The Hebrew cloth- 
ing makers of this city yesterday, for the 
first time, observed the Christian Sunday. 
They were on strike. Trouble has been 
brewing between the tailors and the con- 
tractors for some time, an&# yesterday 
morning it culminated in a general strike 
of the workers. 

It is claimed by the strikers that 15,000 
workers have responded to the call of the 
United Brotherhood of Tailors, and that 
not only this city, but Brooklyn, Newark 
and Brownsville are affected. The num- 
ber out in this city is set down at 9000. 

The United Brotherhood of Tailors had 
hoped that a strike might be averted until 
September, when the agreement for the 
year between the workers and the con- 
tractors would expire and when work 
would naturally cease until a new agree- 
ment had been arrived at. The workers 
claim, however, that the contractors were 
not willing to wait, and that now when 
there is plenty of business they wished to 
force a strike. They say that the con- 
tractors broke through the agreement by 
refusing to pay their hands on the day 
specified, and that they—the better to en- 
sure the success of their scheme to force a 
strike—locked out some hundreds of their 
employes. 

The minimum wages demanded are: For 
operators, $15; basters, $13; pressers, $10; 
buslfelers, $10; trimmers, $10; twisters, $9. 
They also insist that all members of the 
brotherhood out be reinstated and that 
representatives of the brotherhood have 
access to the shops to investigate griev- 
ances, 

To Aid Insurgents. 

PHILADELPHIA, July 29.—The Press 
says: By Tuesday or Wednesday of this 
week there will be in Cuban waters the 
largest expedition from this country that 
has yet left. It will be under the com- 
mand of Colonel Enrique Collazo. Cuban 
sympathizers in this city play an im- 
portant part in the expedition, as it was 
here that all the men enlisted for it, and 
allarms and ammunition were shipped. 
The ship is fitted out as a war vessel 
and able to cope or run away from any 
Spanish war vessel now cruising in Cuban 
waters. There is said to have been loaded 
from this city 8000 remington rifles and 
50,000 pounds of ammunition, Every- 
thing was completed for sailing-on Satur- 
day night and the vessel is now believed 
to be on its way to Cuba. 


A Great Deal. 

CuicaGco, July 29.—The Carnegie wire 
nail mills at Beaver Falls, Pa., have been 
purchased by the Consolidated Steel and 
Wire company of this city. The purchase 
price is said to be in the neighborhood of 
$725,000. The present is said to be the 
first instance of the Carnegie company 
having sold.2 plant which bore its name.

INFORMATION WANTED.

Defeat For ‘“Pacificator.” 

LONDON, July '29.—The Times has a dis- 
patch from Havana which says: Accounts 
of the fight on the road between Manza- 
nillo and Bayamo (in which General San- 
tocildes was killed) which have been pub 
lished hitherto were under censorship and 
are largely imaginary.

ELK Pornt, S. D., July 29.—Elder Joshua 
V. Himes, the famous co-worker of Will- 
iam Miller, the founder of Adventism, is 
dead, at the age of 91. Mr. Himes was 
born in Rhode Island. The family were 
Episcopalians, but the boy became a mem- 
ber of the New England sect commonly 
called Christian Baptists, and for a num- 
ber of years served as agent missionary. 
In 1879, however, Himes returned to the 
church of his youth, and has since re- 
mained with it.

ON A MURDER THEORY, 


Line on Which Police Are Working on 
the Stewart Case, 


A Remarkable Absence of 
Tangible Clews. 


Inspector Surprised at Statements of Dead 
Girl’s Sister. 


Boston, July 29.—The police continued 
their search for evidence in the little Al- 
berta Stewart case all day yesterday, but 
with very little success. In fact, the case 
is becoming remarkable for its blindness 
There have been very few clews worth 
considering, and the police have had ab- 
solutely nothing to work upon. 

Nobody seems to have seen the little 
girl, with the pink and white dress, cone- 
shaped hat with large brim, and short 
hair. Although her appearance was so 
marked as to attract the attention of little 
Mary Long, nobody else seems to have no- 
ticed her after she left the corner of Grove 
and Revere streets. The police have done 
everything possible to trace her where- 
abouts from that time, 

The work is still being conducted along 
the murder theory line, and 

It Is Thought Strange 
that none of those who frequent the 
Charlesbank saw Alberta Tuesday even- 
ing. One man was found who says he 
saw her down there several times before 
that day, and that she was always alone. 
She liked to go down there, but had no- 
body to go with her, and the same is true 
of her visits to Boston Common. 

Miss Maggie Stewart's recent statement 
occasioned considerable talk. It varied 
somewhat from that said to have been 
made by her tothe reporters and the po- 
lice. It is admitted, however, that she has 
been laboring under great excitement 
since her little sister’s death. 

“When I interrogated Miss Stewart 
Tuesday afternoon,” said Inspector Dugan 
yesterday, “she seemed to be laboring 
under great excitement, and at times I 
thought she 

Was On the Verge of Collapse. 

She said nothing to me about a strap, and 
I did not ask her about one. When I 
asked her if she had chastised the child, 
she said she had atabout8 o'clock Monday 
morning. She said she had spanked her, 
and I naturally inferred that she had used 
her hand. 

“She made her statement without hesi- 
tation. Mrs. Beattie was also frank in her 
statements, telling all about the chastise- 
ment Bertie said she had received and her 
attempt at suicide wichout apparently try- 
ing to hold back anything or qualify he® 
statements on account of Miss Stewart be- 
ing present. Miss Stewart herself did not 
seem to be surprised at anything Mrs. 
Beattie said about the treatment the girl 
received, and when making her own state- 
ment would turn to Mrs. Beattie to re- 
fresh her memory. 

In view of this, it is thought strange 
that 

Miss Stewart Should Deny 
that she chastised her sister severely, or 
that she knew anything of Alberta’s at 
tempt at suicide, unless the excitement at- 
tending the death of her sister has been 
too much for her nerves. 

The police will continue to make in- 
quiries with the view of finding somebody 
who saw the girl, but up toa late hour 
last evening they had nothing definite to 
work on. 

The body will be taken to Westchester, 
N.S. The funeral took place this morn- 
ing. Robert Stewart, the youngest 
brother, has the old homstead there, and 
since the death of his father has worked 
the farm with considerable success. He is 
the only one of the family now at home. 


A Whack at Hoar. 

Boston, July 29.—In a prelude to his 
sermon last evening, Rev. James B. 
Brady, D.D., pastor of People’s Temple, 
paid his respects to Senator Hoar for the 
latter’s alleged attacks onthe A. P. A. 
Among other things, Dr. Brady said: 
“Senator Hoar said that this movement is 
not to be taken seriously, but he doesn’t 
know anything about it. Senator Hoar 
has a presidential bee buzzing in his bon- 
net. Benjamin Harrison is in favor of pa- 
triotic societies, and William McKinley is 
also in favor of patriotic societies, so Sen- 
ator Hoar thinks thatit will not do for 
three of them to bein favor of patriotic 
societies, and he throws out a bait for the 
Catholic vote. Senator Hoar has owed 
the A. P. A. a ‘whipping’ ever since last 
year for sending an A. P. A. tothe state 
convention instead of sending him.” 


Death of a Connecticut Legislator. 

WILToN, Conn., July 29.—Nathan M. 
Belden was found dead yesterday from 
apoplexy. Mr. Belden had represented 
Wilton in the state legislature for many 
years, had served as railroad commissioner 
and held several important offices in his 
town. His opinions in land values were 
particularly noted. In politics he had al- 
ways been a stanch Republican, 


Stabbed In the Neck. 

TURNER'S FALLS, Mass., July 29.—Early 
yesterday morning an altercation took 
place between David Barry and Jobn 
Sullivan, each about 30 years of age, in 
which the former received a perhaps fatal 
stab wound in the neck, alleged to have 
been inflicted with a pocketknife in the 
hands of the latter. Both men are said to 
have been drinking. 


Investigating Grade Crossing Accident. 

WILLIAMSTOWN, Mass., July 29.—The 
preliminary investigation of the Dugaway 
grade crossing accident of July 21, in 
which four men were killed, opened Sat- 
urday before the Vermont railroad com- 
missioners. The evidence appeared to 
show that the victims were careless. 


Six Knife Wounds. 


FALL River, Mass., July 29.—John 
Bice was stabbed by Jesse Pitman six 


times with a Enife during a quarrel on the 
Old Colony steamer Pilgrim yesterday, in- 
flicting serious but not necessarily fata) 
wounds. Both men are colored saloon at- 
taches on the steamer. 


Wages Voluntarily Increased. 

PROVIDENCE, July 29.—A notice of 1214 
per cent increase in wages, to take effest 
Aug. 1, has been posted at the Brayton 
foundry at River Point. The increase 
will be a restorative of a cutdown a year 
ago, and is voluntary on the part of the 
management. 

Knights May Withdraw. 

Boston, July 29.—The members of dis- 
trict assembly 80, Knights of Labor, the 
once famous banner district of the order, 
are in open revolt against the general ex- 
ecutive board. The recent suspension of 
the district by the general executive for 
reinstating Martin J. Padden, who, it is 
claimed by district assembly 30, was sus- 
pended by the latter body on account of 
preferring charges against M. J. Bishop, 
was referred to the local assemblies for 
action in the matter. At a meeting held 
yesterday, 20 out of 21 locals attached to 
the district endorsed the action of district 
assembly 30 in reinstating Padden and 
voted to stand by the reinstatement. The 
action and tone of the meeting are taken 
as evidence that the locals in this state 
will no longer recognize the general ex- 
ecutive board,

DEFENSE OF RED MEN, 


Uprising Said to be Due to Persecu- 
tion by Cattle Barons, 


More Cheerful Report From 
Disturbed District. 


Report of Massacre at Jackson’s Hole Was 
Probably Unfounded. 


KAnsAs City, July 29.—L. A. Southern Moxie’s Nerve Food, 


of Wardneck, Ida., isin the city. Speak- 
ing of the reports from Jackson’s Hole, 
he pronounced them false, and charges 
that unreliable correspondents are respon- 
sible for them. 

“The truth of the matter is, he said, 
“that cattle barons, with ranges in Wy- 
oming and Idaho, are determined to se- 
cure the Bannock reseyvation for pasturage 
for their.cattle. Witff this object in view, 
they have systematically and deliberately 
provoked the Indians for the past three 
years. 

“If they can cause an uprising, they will 
strive to secure the Indians’ removal to 
another district. Perhaps some settlers 
have been killed, but you will eventually 
learn that not one murder was done by 
the Lemhi or Bannock Indians. It is 
notorious among the people of Idaho and 
Wyoming that cattle barons in the Teton 
valley country have caused all the trouble 
in that section. 

“These robberies are not entirely con- 
fined to stealing land and cattle from 
Indians, It is invariably the case that 
when a white man settles in that country 
under the homestead law, that in a few 
months the news will be sent around that 
he is a ‘rustler’ or cattle thief. The final 
outcome will be that his neighbors, ali in 
the employ of the big cattle owners, will 
ride up and fill him full of lead. His 
claim is again opened for settlement and 
his small herd of cattle are lost in the 
countless herds of the cattle of the barons. 

“You may think this is a wild story, but 
itis the story of hundreds of murdered 
settlers. My brother, Clarence L. South- 
ern, was one of the recent victims. He 
was killed six weeks ago near Smith’s 
Fork, about 25 miles from Fort Bridges. 
Iam now on my was to Crary’s Mills, N. 
Y., to break the news to his mother.” 


MORE PEACEFUL. 


Reports From Disturbed District Are of Less 
Warlike Nature. 

WASHINGTON, July 29.—Dispatches re- 
ceived at army headquarters here yester- 
day from General Coppinger show that 
the force of cavalry ordered to Jackson's 
Hole, the scene of the Indian troubles, in 
Wyoming, is making its way there, and 
will probably reach the place bytomorrow 
night. In addition, other troops have been 
ordered to Market Lake from Fort Russell, 
soasto be in readiness for active work 
should their services be required. No 
mention is made of further trouble, and, 
| with the known peaceable attitude of the 

Indians of Washakie and Duschesne res- 
ervations, the situation is regarded as very 
much simplified. General Coppinger’s 
latest dispatch reads substantially as fol- 
lows: 

Major Chaffee’s squadron of cavalry left 
Market Lake at 5 p. m., Saturday, and will 
probably reach Marysvale (near Jackson's 
Hole) on Little Grove Tree creek on Tues- 
day night. Constant commu: 
the two points (Marysv and Market 
Lake) will be kept up by courier lines. Two 
Indians and the chiefs of the Shoshones and 
Bannocks from the Fort Hall reservation left 
Market Lake this (Saturday) morning to join 
Major Chaffee. 

Another dispatch from General Cop- 
pinger states that the road to Marysvale, 
except 10 milesthrough Teton Pass, is re- 
ported as good. Five companies of the 
Eighth Infantry left Fort Russell Satur- 
day afternoon, to be held at Market Lake 
as a reserve force. 

The commanding officers of Fort Wash- 
akie, Wy., and Fort Duschesne, U. T., re- 
port that the Indians, on their respective 
reservations, are not involved in the hos- 
tile movement. 

Agent Teter of the Fort Hall reserva- 
tion is en route, with the department 
commander, to Marysvale. The com- 
panies of the Kighth Infantry will reach 
Market Lake today. é 

The statement that the Indians of the 
Washakie and Fort Duschesne reserva- 
tions are not involved in the present move- 
mentis regarded by the officers of the 
army as very important. The Shoshones 
are under the direction of the agent of the 
former reservation, and the Utes under 
the latter, so that itis felt here that there 
will be no trouble experienced from them. 

This condition of affairs, it is believed 
here, makes the situation much easier to 
handle, for with but one tribe of Indians 
to deal with, the uprising can be much 
more easily suppressed. There are now 
four troops of cavalry on their way to 
Marysvale, and five more will be at Mar- 
ket Lake today, which makes the available 
force all that it is hoped will be necessary 
to quell the disturbance.

The year 1895 will go down as one of the 
most successful in the history of the Quin- 
cy yacht club. Their races thus far have 
all been crowned with success, their ladies’ 
day was all that could be asked and their 
open race Saturday could not have been 
more successful than it was.

STUART NOT WORRIED

AUSTIN, July 29.—Governor Culberson 
has issued a proclamation prohibitory of 
the Corbett-Fitzsimmons fight.

The attorney for the Florida Athletic club 
holds that after September, 1895, there will 
be no law on the statute books of Texas 
prohibiting glove contests.” 


HEBREWS’ SUNDAY OFF. 


Big Strike Inaugurated Because of a Disagree- 
ment With Contractors. 

NEW YORE, July 29.—The Hebrew cloth- 
ing makers of this city yesterday, for the 
first time, observed the Christian Sunday. 
They were on strike. Trouble has been 
brewing between the tailors and the con- 
tractors for some time, and yesterday 
morning it culminated in a general strike 
of the workers. 

It is claimed by the strikers that 15,000 
workers have responded to the call of the 
United Brotherhood of Tailors, and that 
not only this city, but Brooklyn, Newark 
and Brownsville are affected. The num- 
ber out in this city is set down at 9000. 

The United Brotherhood of Tailors had 
hoped that a strike might be averted until 
September, when the agreement for the 
year between the workers and the con- 
tractors would expire and when work 
would naturally cease until a new agree- 
ment had been arrived at. The workers 
claim, however, that the contractors were 
not willing to wait, and that now when 
there is plenty of business they wished to 
| force a strike. They say that the con- 
tractors broke through the agreement by 
refusing to pay their hands on the day 
specified, and that they—the better to en- 
sure the success of their scheme to force a 
strike—locked out some hundreds of their 
employes. 

The minimum wages demanded are: For 
opertors, $15; basters, $13; pressers, $10; 
busltelers, $10; trimmers, $10; twisters, $9. 
They also insist that all members of the 
brotherhood out be reinstated and that 
representatives of the brotherhood have 
access to the shops to investigate griev- 
} ances. 


To Aid Insurgents. 
PHILADELPHIA, July 29.—The Press 
says: Ky Tuesday or Wednesday of this 
| week there will be in Cuban waters the 
largest expedition from this country that 
has yet left. It will be under the com- 


mand of Colonel Enrique Collazo, Cuban 
sympathizers in this city play an im- 
portant part in the expedition, as it was 


here that all the men enlisted for it, and 
allarms and ammunition were shipped. 
The ship is fitted out as a war vessel 
and able to cope or run away from any 
Spanish war vessel now cruising in Cuban 
waters. There is said to have been loaded 
from this city 8000 remington rifles and 
50,000 pounds of ammunition. Every- 
thing was completed for sailing on Satur- 
day night and the vessel is now believed 
to be on its way to Cuba. 


A Great Deal. 
CuHIcAGo, July 29.—The Carnegie wire 
nail mills at Beaver Falls, Pa., have been 
purchased by the Consolidated Steel and 
| Wire company of this city. The purchase 
price is said to be in the neighborhood of 
$725,000. The present is said to be the 
first instance of the Carnegie company 
having sold a plant which bore its name. 


Prompted by Jealousy. 

CLEVELAND, July 29.—Emma Mitchell, 
apretty mulatto girl, aged 16, was shot 
and fatally injured yesterday by James 
Lock, who at once turned the revolver 
upon himself and sent a bullet through his 
brain. Lock had been paying attention 
to the girl for some time. Jealousy 
prompted the crime,

JAMAICA, L. L., July 29.—Colonel Alfred 
M. Wood, at one time mayor of Brooklyn 
and commander of the Fourteenth regi- 
ment when that regiment went to the 
front before the battle of Bull Run, died 
yesterday at his home in the village of

1826, 


Long Overdue. 
SAN Francisco, July 29.—The British 
bark Sokota left Liverpool for this port 
170 days ago, and nothing has been heard 
of her for weeks. She was last spoken off 
the Horn by the Drumchiff vessel, which 
arrived in London several weeks ago. 
Much anxiety is felt for her safety.

As the train was 
running along the sea wall an immense 
sea leaped ouer the wall, separating the 
train and derailing the engine and 11 cars, 
which plunged off the wall into the bay. 
Most of the men in the derailed cars were 
drowned like rats in a trap. 


Elder Himes Dead. 

ELK Point, S. D., July 29.—Elder Joshua 
V. Himes, the famous co-worker of Will- 
iam Miller, the founder of Adventism, is 
dead, at the age of 91. Mr. Himes was 
born in Rhode Island. The family were 
Episcopalians, but the boy became a mem- 
ber of the New England sect commonly 
called Christian Baptists, and for a num- 
ber of years served as agent missionary. 
In 1879, however, Himes returned to the 
church of his youth, and has since re- 
mained with it.

Lonpon, July 29.—Valkyrie III will be 
navigated by Captain Harrison of the 
Allan liner Corean, who was granted spe- 
cial leave for the purpose. Captain Cran- 
field and Captain Sycamore are both on 
board. Valkyrie II 1s provided with 
enough boats to accommodate 60 men. 
With the crew and 10 tons of stores on 
board, she did not show too much free 
board, but laid a very even keel, and 
looked every way seaworthy. It is ex- 
pected that the voyage will occupy 20 days. 


Three Lads Killed. 

WASHINGTON, July 29.—John Gardner 
made a horrible find yesterday while walk- 
ingon the tracks of the Baltimore and 
Ohio railroad near Riverdale Park. Ly- 
ingin the ditch in one heap were the 
mangled bodies of three boys, ranging in 
age from 10 to 15. They had evidently 
been run down bya train. The bodies 
were identified as those of J. W. Blundon, 
Guy Brown and Charles Lynch. The 
bodies were mangled almost beyond recog- 
nition.

According to Mr. Capps, Minnie R, Will- 
iams had a brother, named Horace <A.

The manner of his death is not known 
to the attorney, but he says he has as- 
certained that the young man was insured 
for $2500, in favor of his sister Minnie. 
This fact Mr. Capps considers to be de- 
cidedly peculiar, as, he says, that it is not 
reasonable to suppose that Horace Will- 
fams would insure his life in favor of a 
sister who was already wealthy. He said

| well try to stop a runaway locomotive 
| by pulling with your walking stick on 
the funnel as to seek to check an ele- 
phant at such a moment with the goad. 

By stroking an elephant’s lip in acer- 
tain manner you can make it pur like 
a huge grimalkin till the earth shakes 
beneath your feet. When it is afraid or 
| angry, it squeaks like an unoiled hinge. 
But when it suddenly jumps aside like 
a flea you imagine for a moment that 
ithe ultimate terrestrial cataclysm has 
gone off. 

The Malays never wholly trust their 
|elephants and were nervous at my fa- 
miliarities with mine, a sweet tempered 
old female on which I rode hundreds of 
miles. During the midday halt I used 
to call her up, and she would come and 
stand with one foot on each side of my 
‘chest as I lay on my back and fed her 
with bananas. I was never angry with 
her but once, when she tried to kill the 
cook. 

On one occasion a little elephant of 
our party, running behind its mother, 
teased her beyond endurance, and she 
| turned and gave him a shove that land- 
ed him feet uppermost at the bottom of 
| a deep brook. For two hours he scream- 
ed like a steam whistle while we were 
all engaged in getting him ont. 

Every night when we reached camp 
and the loads were taken off each driver 
would hobble his beast by tying its front 
legs together with rattan so that it could 
| only hop with both together. Then a 
| huge wooden bell was hung around its 
| neck, and it was turned loose to wander 
in the jungle. All night long the faint 
dong, dong of these bells made a mourn- 
fulnoise around thecamp. At daybreak 
each driver tracked his elephant by the 
sound, often going many miles for him.

STRIKE I$ SPREADING, 


Sixteen Mekcand ‘Gavaan Workers 
Idle In New York and Vicinity, 


Clash of Union and Non-Union 
Men In Brooklyn. 


Police Promptly Arrive and Many Rioters Are 
Now Nursing Wounds. 


New York, July 30.—The strike of the 
Brotherhood of Tailors is now in full 
swing. Over 16,000 hands are out, and in- 
clude operators, buttonhole makers, 
tailors, finishers, pressers, bushelers, 
basters, fillers and thread pullers. Of the 
total number on strike, 8000 were until 
yesterday employed in this city. The bal- 
ance were employed in Brooklyn and 
other surrounding cities. 

The strikers contend that 1000 workmen 
here were locked out by 80 contractors, 
and that the contractors failed to carry 
out an agreement entered into last fall, 
when piece work was abolished. Meyer 
Schoenfeld, the general organizer of the 
United Garment Workers, who led the 
Brotherhood of Tailors in their successful 
strike last fall, is directing the strikers’ 
movement and is sanguine of success, 

“The strike was forced upon us,” said 
Mr. Schoenfeld, “but we will win, as we 
did last year. We then agreed toa week 
of 60 hours, with a minimum scale of 
wages, ranging from $9 to $15 a week. We 
now demand a 59-hour week, as all our 
members are Hebrews, and we require an 
hour on Friday night to do necessary 
shopping to prepare for the due observ- 
ance of our Sabbath. Our men in Chicago, 
Baltimore and Boston will also strike and 
insist on the same hours as we do.” 

The strikers are most determined; the 
women, who number a third of those now 
unemployed, being as steadfast in their 
refusal to go back to task work as the 
men. 

A mass meeting of the strikers was held 
yesterday afternoon at Walhalla hall. 
The proceedings were orderly. 

Rioting, Attended With Bloodshea, 
occurred yesterday in the Hebrew colony 
on Siegel street, Brooklyn, caused by some 
of the striking tailors attempting to pre- 
vent non-union men from working. 

One hundred and seventy-three tailors 
went out yesterday morning from the two 
establishments at 52 and 54 Siegel street, 
and when a few non-union men applied 
for work they were pushed away. A large 
crowd soon assembled. Some of the non- 
union men were beaten when they insisted 
on trying to enter the shop, and as they 
ran away, one or two of them bleeding, 
an alarming report spread that mapy per- 
sons were killed. 

The police reserves of the sixth precinct 
were soon on hand, and they charged the 
crowd. Some of the strikers were hurt in 
the sharp skirmish, but were taken away 
by the retreating strikers. During the 
riot a number of shots were fired by the 
rioters, but no one was seriously hurt. 
This was about 10:45 o'clock, and the po- 
lice went back to the station house, leay- 
ing everything quiet. 

Fifteen minutes after the departure of 
the police, 30 strikers who went out yes- 
terday from the Challs at 91 
Ewen street, aided by many other strikers, 
began an attack on Challs’ shop and a 
few non-union worl They were 
wrecking the place l re- 
serves ran to the sce attered the 
crowd. 

A Mrs. Silverstein of 91 Ewen 
whose room was broken into by the 
ers, had her scalp cut open with a pitcher 
There were no other cases of serious in- 
jury.

QUINCY GRANITE 


Favored for Hancock Memorial 
But Not Selected. 


The memorial to John Hancock, the first 
Governor of Massachusetts under the Con- 
stitution, it seems is not to be erected 
without a protest against the design 
selected says the Post. 

The Legislature of ’94 passed a resolve 
appropriating $3000 for a memorial to 
mark the grave of John Hancock in the 
Granary Burial Ground. 

Representative Robert Teamoh intro- 
duced the resolve. It was passed in both 
houses and was among the first measures 
signed by Governor Greenhalge, 

The matter was next referred to a com- 
mittee of the Executive Council, and a 
committee was appointed, of which Lieu- 
tenant-Governor Wolcott was chairman. 

Designs were called for and quite a num- 
ber were selected, but to the surprise of the 
advocates of the memorial, the committee, 
instead of making a selection on its own 
account, called in Mr. Charles M. McKim 
of New York to decide which was the besi 
design. 

Mr, J. A. Schweinfurth’s design was the 
one finally selected, and now it seemsa 
protest is to made with the executive 
against its erection. 

Objection is made to the design selected 
because it resembles much the original 
Attucks monument. Another objection is 
that it lacks artistic worth, and again 
others seem to believe that it would have 
been far more appropriate if, instead of 
selecting Tennessee marble for its 
struction, Quincy granite was chosen. 

That the committee should have allowed 
Architect McKim to have made the se- 
lection is a's> a puzzler to some people, 
for that gentleman has not made himself 

at all popular hereabouts. The objection 
to the famous Public Library acrostics 
and later his management of the opening 
of that building have certainly not in- 
creased the number of Mr, McKim’s 
friends in this city, and hence the wouder 
expressed that auy committee should 
have turned over to him the work of 
selecting a design. 

It is given out that there were a number 
of more tasteful designs submitted, and 
one of them, the work of McDonnell & 
Sons of Quincy. Mr. Thomas H. McDon- 
nell, when seen by a Post reporter, declared 
that it seemed very strange to him that the 
committee could not have made a selection 
on its own account, particularly in view of 
the fact that Architect McKim had already 
been subjected by the people of Boston to 
more or less criticism. 

Mr. McDonnell also declared that to bis 
mind Quincy granite would have been 
much more preferable than Tennessee 
marble, since Hancock’s birthp!ace was in 
Quincy. 

“*T suppose,” said Mr. McDonnell, ‘‘ihat 
the Boston public had had quite enough 
of McKim, and when I submitted my de- 
sign I thought the committee would judge 
of itand uot Mr. McKim.

less than $2000, which is more than a 
third less than it will cost when completed. 

A protest will probably be entered with 
the Executive Council at its next meeting, 
whether it will avail anything or not.

The Circular Saw. 

A correspondent states that the circu- 
lar saw was first invented in America 
by a combmaker named Hartshorn, who 
used a common handsaw to saw out the 
horn between the teeth, thus forming 
one of those old fashioned horn combs. 

Finally, thinking it rather a slow 
process, he took what used to be called 
a ‘‘Bungtown copper,”’ filed it down 
thinner, drilled a hole through its cen- 
ter, then squared the hole and cut the 
teeth around its outer edge, placed it 
upon a mandrel] true and permanent, 
then put it into his lathe, and with the 
flat horn lying upon a wooden rest he 
sawed out his combs. 

From the copper he shortly cnt up 
his backsaw and converted it into cir- 
cular saws. This man, Hartshorn, lived 
and died in Mansfield, Conn. He also 
invented the screw and lip auger, also 
the bits, such as are used in the brace. 
He was asked why he did not put in his 
claim for compensation long afterward, 
when we had a patent office. 

His reply was that if he had done 
anything that was a benefit to his fel- 
low men they were welcome to it.— 
Philadelphia Record. 


All Doubt Removed. 

Any doubt that may have hitherto 
existed as to the veracity of the Biblical 
account of the passage of the Jews dry- 
shod across the Red sea have been set at 
rest by the report of Major General Tul- 
loch, published in London, describing 
an incident which took place during his 
recent survey for the British government 
of that part of Egypt through which the 
route of the exodus is said to have lain. 
It seems that on one occasion last spring 
there sprung up astorm of wind so in- 
tense in its violence as not only to stop 
all survey work along the borders of 
Lake Menzahleh, but to carry within 
the space of a few hours the entire wa- 
ters, the lake out of sight beyond the 
horizon, leaving all the sailing vessels 
resting on the sandy bed of the inland 
sea. This is manifestly what occurred in 
the days of Moses, and what has hither- 
to been in the eyes of the skeptical open 
to doubt as a miracle must henceforth 
be accepted as a definitely proved nat- 
ural fact.—New York Tribune.

SLEEP REFORM. 


The Man Who Tried It and the Way His 
Scheme Worked, 

Colonel Henry Watterson tells a story 
of an old compositor whose life had 
been given up to hard work and the fol- 
lowing of eccentric ideas, one of which 
was that the human race slept too 
much. He had several theories to ad- 
vance in support of his idea. One of 
them was to cut down the usual num- 
ber of sleeping hours by gradation and 
finally arrive at a state where, by prac- 
tice, one would be satisfied with a much 
smaller amount of sleep than one was 
getting. 

To show his confidence in his theory 
he began to practice the new idea as 
follows: He usually slept nine hours.

Heavy Rain Has Done Much Good 
Throughout New England, 


Hay Crop Is Somewhat Below 
the Average. 


Second Crop of Grass Promises to Be Un- 
usually Large. 


Boston, July 30.—The New England 
weather bureau, in co-operation with the 
board of agriculture, issues the following 
bulletin for the week ending July 29: 

Favorable weather for hay making has 
prevailed over most of New England dur- 
ing the past week, and the time has been 
well improved. A great part of the crop 
on uplands has been secured, but there yet 
remains a good many meadows to be cut. 
The quality in northern sections is very 
good, but in the south mueh has been 
damaged by rain. The quantity is re- 
ported below the average, except in some 
northern counties. Pastures are generally 
good, and there is a good prospect of a 
large second crop on grass. Late forage 
crops are being extensively sown. The 
hot, humid weather has developed the 
growth of fungi to a considerable extent. 
The rain on the 27th was heaviest over 
central New England from southwest to 
northeast, and lightest in the extreme 
northwest and southeast. Less than one- 
fourth inch came in the latter sections, 
while almost two inches fell in central 
counties. Much good has resulted, and 
nothing is seriously needing water. Most 
field and garden crops are making fine 
growth. 

Rain Changed Everything. 

It was getting very dry in Maine until 
the rain of the 27th, and in places crops 
were being affected by want of water. 
Fields and pastures were getting brown in 
Oxford county, anda shrinkage in milk 
resulted. The rain did a great deal of 
good, and changed the appearance of 
everything. Corn is very fine, except on 
some clay land. In Lincoln county early 
potatoes are reported light, and in Wash- 
ington county it is thought the early 
drought will reduce the size of potatoes 
generally. This crop appears to be doing 
very well in most places, with no reports 
of rust or blight. The apple crop is re- 
markably light in Kennebec county. 
Beans are rusting some. The week has 
been very favorable for haying, and a 
large part of the crop is secured in fine 
condition. One correspondent in Andros- 
coggin county reports one of the largest 
crops for years. In Penobscot county is is 
better than the average, but a good many 
correspondents report it considerably be- 
low the usual amount. Grain is very 
good. 

Better Hay Crop Than Expected, 

Very good hay weather has prevailed in 
New Hampshire, and it has been improved 
by all. Most upland is now cut, and turn- 
ing outa better crop than was expected;

Corn is 
heavy, but it was feared last week that the 
dry weather would cause a light crop in 
northern sections, as it was just ready to 
setand the ground was extremely dry. 
The rain of Saturday night will undoubt- 
edly prevent any damage by dry weather, 
though it may not fill up the low springs 
and streams to any extent. Potatoes show 
some rust in Addison 
tatoes are good. Haying is progressing 
fast, though there has been more cloudy 
weather than in the preyious week. 


Heavy Fungus Growth. 

The weather has been most favorable 
for the rapid growth of all crops in Massa- 
chusetts during the week, but the 
humid weather has fostered 
growths to a marked extent. Potatoes 
are rusting slightly; smut is attacking 
early sweet corn to some extent in western 
Worcester county, and grapes are rotting 
badly in Hampshire county. 
turnips and grass seed 
quickly, A great deal of plowing is 
being done for reseeding to grass; late 
forage crops are being considerably sown. 
Corn is very heavy and is earing well. 
Cranberries are set and the outlook is for 
a fair crop; many light and 
others almosta failure. Early tobacco is 
mostly topped and is looking well. Early 
apples are ripening. Pears are very good 
and yielding well.

A YOUTHFUL FIREBUG 


Confesses That He Is Responsible For Several

Atthe ageof 14 Officer 
Shannon, who arrested him yesterday, ar- 
rested him for breakingjnto the First 
Baptist church on Central avenue, Chel- 
sea, where he robbed the contribution box. 
Again he was sent to Westboro, About a 
year ago he was released. 

After the confession young Clark told 
the officers that he was only sorry for his 
parents. The testimony of young Dickson, 
who, it turns out, was with Clark when 
the Baptist church was entered, corrob- 
orates that given by the offender himself. 

Young Clark will be arraigned in the 
Chelsea municipal court to answer to the 
charge of breaking and entering. The fire 
marshal will prefer the other charges for 
setting fire to the buildings named. 

The loss occasioned by the fires to which 
the boy has confessed amounted to almost 
$50,000.

ACCOUNT BOOK FOUND. 


Entries Which May Prove of Va'ue 
In Convicting Holmes, 


Proof of Murder of the Will- 
iams Sisters 


Said to Have Been Obtained by Counsel For 
the Heirs. 


CuHIcAGo, July 81.—A private account 
book kept by Holmes has been discovered 
in a grate at the Sixty-third street house. 
The book was found with a bundle of 
letters addressed by various women to 
Holmes, which had been evidently placed 
there for burning. 

The d@@-counts, which date back to May 1, 
1885, show dealings with various people, 
and anentry regarding insurance shows 
the existence of insurance deals as early 
as 1886. A mysterious “Dora” is men- 
tioned as the recipient of numerous small 
sums which are carefully recorded, and 
the minutes of the Englewood company 
are also given, with the election of direct- 
ors and transaction of other business. 

Peter Cigrand, father of Eiline Cigrand, 
who is said to have been murdered by 
Holmes, arrived in Chicago yesterday 
with Philomena Cigrand, sister of the 
missing girl. With Dr. B. J. Cigrand, a 
relative, they went to police headquarters, 
where a secret conference was held with 
Chief Badenoch and Inspector Fitzpatrick. 

In the course of the further excavation 
in Holmes’ Sixty-third street building, the 
police unearthed parts of two thigh bones, 
a@ piece of skull and four smaller pieces of 
bone. 

Lawyer Capps’ Statement. 

Lawyer Capps, the Fort Worth (Tex.) 
attorney, who is here at the instance of the 
heirs of Minnie Williams, states that he is 
prepared to prove the murder of Minnie 
and Annie Williams.

AND STILL ANOTHER. 


Open Regatta of Monatiquot Club 
to be Sailed Saturday. 


Open races are coming in thick about 
this time, that of the Monatiquot on 
Saturday next following close upon the 
Hull and Quincy ones. 

There will be four classes, as follows ; 
the prizes being $10, $5 and $2 in each 
class : 

First class—Yachts 25 feet and less than 
29 feet sailing lengtL, crew 7 men ; no re- 
striction on sails, 

Second class—Yachts 21 and less than 
25 feet, crew 6 men; no restrictions on 
sails. 

Third class—Yachts 18 and less than 21 
feet, crew 5 men; restricted to working 
sails, 

Fourth class—Yachts 15 feet and less 
than 18 feet, crew 4 men; restricted to 
working sails. 

Yachts already entered with the Sec- 
retary of the Congress of Regatta Com- 
mittees will be considered as entered, and 
may use their congress numbers, but must 
notify the judges before 1.30 Pp. mM. of the 
day of the race of their intention to sail ip 
the race. The preparatory gun will be 
fired at 2 Pp. m., and the start will be flying, 
yachts crossing line between judges’ boat 
and Jackknife Ledge buoy. 

The first class will start at 2.10 or ten 
minutes after the signal, and the other 
classes will follow at five minute intervals. 

The course of the first and second classes 
will be: Across the line between Judges’ 
boat and Jack-knife Ledge buoy to 
Channel Rock buoy, leaving it on the star- 
board, to Pig Rocks beacon, leaving Rac- 
coon Island and Pig Rocks on port, to 
Wreck buoy, off west end of Peddock’s 
island, leaving it on starboard, thence 
leaving Prince’s Head on port, Pig Rocks, 
Sheep island and Red buoy No. 2 off Hull, 
on starboard, thence, leaving Sheep Island 
on port, to finish between judges’ boat and 
Jack-knife Ledge buoy, distance nine 
miles; time limit three hours. 

Third and fourth classes—Across the 
line between judges’ boat and Jack-knife 
Ledge buoy, to Bass Rock Buoy (red), 
leaving it on starboard, to Pig Rocks 
Beacon, leaving Raccoon island and Pig 
Rocks on port, to Wreck buoy, off west 
end of Peddock's island, leaving it on 
starboard, thence leaving Prince’s Head on 
port; Pig Rocks, Sheep island and Bump- 
kin Ledge buoy on starboard, thence leay- 
Sheep island on port, to finish between 
judges’ boat and Jack-knife Ledge Buoy, 
distance seven miles; time limit, three 
hours.

ANOTHER HITCH. 


Q. & B. Street Railway and Milton 
Selectmen at Loggerheads. 


Shall we have electric cars or shall we 
have no electric cars ? is the question that 
is disturbing the usual quietness of the 
little village of East Milton. Whether it is 
better for the town to move that 300 feet of 
fence and have electric cars, or whether it 
is better to say the street railway shall 
move that fence, which means no electric 
cars, is the question that is troubling the 
peaceful minds of the three gentlemen who 
compose the board of selectmen of Milton. 

This is the whole trouble in a nut shell 
about the opening of thisextension of the 
Quincy & Boston. There seems to be a 
misunderstanding, and pending its settle- 
ment all work at the Milton end of the 
line has been suspended. 

Whether work shal! be resumed and the 
line completed, or whether the railway 
people tear up the rails it has laid in East 
Milton, depends altogether upon what 
action the Selectmen of Milton take at its 
meeting today. 

The point at issue is this. When the 
location was granted, it was with the under- 
standing that the street railway should be 
built in a reserved space, sixteen feet from 
the westerly side of the street and that a 
curbing at least eight inches high should 
be placed on the easterly side of the said 
reserved space. 

Upon these conditions the location was 
accepted, and work commenced, and is al! 
but completed. But Mr. Whitney of the 
board now says the railroad must stand the 
expense of moving that piece of fence. The 
fence in question is a strip about 300 feet 
in length abuting on the reserved space. 

Selectman Whitney claims that it was 
part of the agreement that the railroad 
should move the fence. That railroad 
people say nay. That they are fulfilling 
their contract to a letter, and that rather 
than establish a precedent by moving that 
fence they will pull up the rails that have 
been laid and run their cars to the Milton 
line only. 

That is the way the matter stands today 
and the people of East Milton do not know 
whether they will be able to take the cars 
at Adams street or whether it will be a 
case of walk to Mechanic street. 

While the railroad people are unani- 
mous against moving that fence, the 
Selectmen of Milton are not unanimous to 
compel them to do so. 

The board is made up of Messrs. J. 
Albert Simpson, Joseph C. Whitney and 
George W. Nickerson. Tuesday morning 
it was reported that Messrs. Whitney and 
Nickerson were against the railroad and 
Mr. Simpson in favor. Mr. Nickerson is 
now said, however, to have changed his 
mind and the b#ard stands two to one for 
the railroad. 

There will probably be a special meeting 
of the board of selec:men sometime today 
when the matter will be fixed up, but how, 
is what the people of East Milton desire to 
know. 

If the railroad is permitted to go ahead 
and complete the line President Graham 
says the cars will commence making regu- 
lar trips Saturday.

'HOUGHS NECK BLUFF, 


“Manet” Replies to an Article’ 


in the Ledger. 


The LEDGER is pleased to give all sides 
of a controversy, and therefore prints the | 
following communication in full, and} 

| promises some comments tomorrow : 


To the Editors of the Daily Ledger: 

Your ‘editorial communication,” prin- 
ted in Saturday’s LEDGER has some truth 
in it, which makes it all the more to be 
regretted that there isso much of evident 
mistatement and misrepresentation of the 
facts, and as a summer resident of Houghs 
Neck and a member of the Improvement 
association I cannot allow it to pass un- 
noticed. 

Because a few decent law-abiding 
summer residents of this section have 
formed an association with the expressed 
purpose of bettering their own condition 
and that of the place they have chosen for 
a summer home, is there any good reason 
why they should be subjected to editorial 
abuse from the local press, which might 
be better employed in advancing all re- 
forms which tend to enhance the value of 
property and improve the condition of the 
peop'e ? 

Allow me to reply briefly to some of your 
questions, 

(1). Have we stopped to compute how 
many years it will take to pay for our 
water supply ? No, for we have paid for it 
several times over already in the taxes we 
have paid in excess of what we have re- 
ceived in return. Moreover, we have the 
best of authority (the word of the Water 
Commissioners) that the extension of the 
water supply will be self-supporting inside 
of a year, paying the interest on the in- 
debtedness, and something more toward 
the deficit elsewhere. 

(2). You say, “It is the old cry of 
upjost taxation,’ and what nobler cry, 
may I ask, could we raise. It is the prin- 
ciple for which our forefathers fought, 
when the citizens of Quincy were foremost 
in raising the cry, aud it is the principle 
for which every American citizen will 
always fizht so long as unjust taxation 
exists. Aud there are several hundred 
American citizeus at Houghs Neck. 

(3). ‘“*What does Houghs Neck ex- 
pect?’ Nothing but justice. We do not 
ask you to spend the whole $8000 on us. 
Give us one half or one third and we will 
allow you to use the rest where you need it 
most. Is that unreasonable ? 

(4). ‘What does the Improvement 
Society want’? The LEDGER cannot learn 
that it has petitioned the City Council for 
improvements.” Is it necessary to pe- 
tition your honorable council for a street 
safe for travel, for some protection against 
fire, or for a few street lights,—such neces- 
sities as are granted every other section of 
the city but this? We had thought not, 
aud have waited patiently, but if the Lep- 
GER will kindly wait, they will ‘‘ learn that 
the Council bas been petitioned.” 

The city government is not 
‘reduce the railroad fares.”’ 
where to go for that. 

‘* The movement to increase the voting 
strength” is neither ** against the present 
Mayer, nor a big bluff.” It is an honest 
effort to secure by the exercise of our one 
weapon, the franchise those rights which 
are denied to us without it. Further we 
have no grievance against ‘*‘the present 
Mayor,’ who has treated our representa- 
lives with uniform courtesy and considera- 
tion, and assured us of his sympathy with 
our work, regretting only his inability to 
do more for us with the appropriations at 
his command, and the same may be said of 
all the officials and heads of departments 
whom we have had occasion to interview. 

Your personal allusion to Mr. Cavanagh 
who already pays a large tax in Quincy, 
and has always been active in every public 
work, is bardly fair, and allow me to say 
decidedly bad form and uncalled for. 

Summer residents expect to ‘ rough it,’”’ 
and they certainly have to at Houghs Neck 
witb roads which are a disgrace to the city, 
not a street light on the beach and no po- 
lice officer within three miles, but you say, 
‘they desire a cheap outing, and this they 
cannot have with all the improvements, 
for improvements increase valuation and 
taxes,” Precisely. You hitit right that 
time, but the trouble is we get the ‘in- 
creased valuation and taxes’’ without the 
improvements. Four hundred and sixty 
thousand dolJars, in round numbers, was 
the assessors’ valuation of property at 
Houghs Neck last year, and four hundred 
and sixty dollars will cover ali that that 
property cost the city of Quincy, last 
year, leaving about seven thousand, five 
hundred dollars clear profit to the city. 
Verily will it pay the city of Quincy to 
kill the goose that lays this golden egg ? 
The subject is worth thinking about. 

The fling at ‘‘real estate men’’ missed 
its mark this time. The Houghs Neck 
Improvement Association is composed of 
men in all the walks of life, and they are 
working for the interests of the place, re 
gardiess of individuals. But how about 
that ‘‘ tax-payer’’ quoted so freely ? Isn’t 
the boot rather on the other leg ? 

We hope, as you say, that “* the wants of 
Houghs Neck will always receive due con- 
sideration.” That's all we ask, and we do 
not care to enter into a newspaper contro- 
versy to attain our end, but we ask fair 
play from the local press, and not abuse or 
misrepresentation ; and we mean business. 
If the LepGer still thinks this is all 
‘* bluff’? we refer it to next years’ registra- 
tion lists in Ward One. It is just barely 
possible before we get through that ‘‘ the 
tail may wag the dog.’’

Many Have Complied With the Demands of 
Strikiag Garment Workers. 


New York, July 31.—The tailors’ strike | 
is still on, although upward of 1500 em- | 
ployes have returned to work, having se- | 
cured what they asked for from the con- 
tractors. All day yesterday the settle-| 
ment committee of the brotherhood was | 
busy at their Grand-street headquarters | 
with the contractors, talking over and 
signing the new agreement, which dis- 
places the piece-work system and in its 
place creates a weekly scale of wages. 
More than 100 contractors had signed the 
new agreement up to midnight, when the 
strikers’ headquarters was closed for the | 
night. The settlement committee will} 
continue to hold sessions daily until all | 
the contractors have had ample oppor-| 
tunity to sign the new agreement. 

The striking tailors gathered ina great | 
mass meeting in Cooper Union hall last | 
night and, after listening to speeches by 
their leaders, adopted resolutions endors- 
ing the strike. 

Deluge Strikes Kansas. 

Fort Scott, Kan., July 31.—An un- 
precedented precipitation of rain in the 
southeast corner of Kansas yesterday 
again flooded the streams and wreaked 
destruction to life and property. The en- 
tire lower portion of the town is inun- 
dated. Two fatalities have so far resulted 
from the sudden rise. The Missouri Pacific 
railroad shops are surrounded, and the 
train service has been partially abandoned. 
Many families have been driven from 
their homes by the rushing river, and 
another storm is threatening. The Mar- 
mation river, Mill creek and Buck run 
have become one stream, spreading over 
sections of land which have not for years 
been submerged. The damage to prop- 
erty will be immense.

BULLETS FLEW LIVELY, 


Alabama Miners Engage In a Deadly 
Race Conflict. 


Deputy Sheriffs Shot Down 
by Negro Leader. 


Trouble Has Been Brewing Some Time and 
the End Is Not Yet. 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala., July 31.—A race 
riot occurred at Brookside yesterday, re- 
sulting inthe death of two deputy sher- 
iffs and a number of negroes. The fight 
was between a band of white miners, 
headed by Deputy Sheriffs Wood and Bax- 
ter, who were trying to arrest Jim Big- 
gers, & negro, and a crowd of the latter’s 
friends. Over 150 shots were fired. 

Mine Boss Culverhouse of the Sloss Iron 
and Steel company discharged Biggers for 
&® violation of mine rules. Biggers re- 
mained about the place, making threats. 
He refused to leave the company’s prem- 
ises and a warrant was sworn out for his 
arrest for trespassing. Deputy Sheriff 
Wood and Special Deputy Joel Baxter 
went to arrest Biggers. As they ap- 
proached, Biggers fired upon them witha 
winchester rifle. A bullet passed through 
Wood's head and another through his 
heart, killing him instantly. 

Baxter was mortally wounded, but was 
able to get back to the camp and give the 
alarm. The white miners organized and 
went to arrest Biggers. The latter, in the 
meantime, had called in a number of his 
negro friends, and when the two parties 
met, a pitched battle resulted, the negroes 
fleeing to the woods. Itis now said that 
half a dozen or more 

Were Shot Down, 
several of whom were killed outright and 
the others were badly wounded. Whether 
any of the whites were wounded or not 
cannot be learned. The names of the 
killed and wounded negroes could not be 
had. 

The town of Brookside is in a state of 
great excitement, every man in town be 
ingarmed. Shooting was kept up atin 
tervals for two hours or more. 

Word has reached here from the tele- 
graph operator at Brookside, who is locked 
in his office, that an attack by the negroes 
is feared. 

When the first news of the fight reached 
here last evening, Sheriff Morrow and 
Chief of Police McDonald summoned all 
the available officers, and a carload of 
them started for the scene of the riot. 

Deputy Wood, who was killed, was ex- 
sheriff of Talladega county. It is hoped 
that the arrival of the force of officers from 
this city will restore quiet, and that no 
further demonstration will be made by 
the negroes. 

Trouble between the white and black 
miners employed at the Sloss company’s 
mines at Brookside has been brewing for 
some time. There has always been ill 
feeling between the two races, and it 
needed but the first shot of last night's 
riot to bring on a fight. 


Up to Date. 


WELLINGTON, N. Z., July 31.—In the 
house of representatives yesterday the col-

Tempest in a Teapot.

Sheriff Naylor of Holton has not 
carried out his threat to call upon the goy- 
ernor for troops to aid him in arresting 
the accused Indians. The trouble grew 
out of a lease of certain hay land on the 
reservation to the whites.

BUFFALO, July 81.—Secret service de- 
tectives have found a satchel containing 
$28,000 worth of bogus stamps which be- 
longed to Mrs. McMillan of Hamilton, 
Ont., who is now in jail awaiting trial for 
participation in a stamp-counterfeiting 
scheme. The search for this satchel has 
taken two months. 


More Shakes. 

FLORENCE, July 81.—Slight shocks of 
earthquake occurred here yesterday which 
caused much alarm, in view of the city’s 
recent terrifying experience with earth- 


quake. No serious damage, however, was 
done. In the districts outside the city the 


shocks were more severe, and caused more 
damage. 


Alleged Child Stealers. 

Lisson, July 31.—Serious street dis- 
turbances have occurred here in conse- 
quence of rumors that priests have been 
guilty of child-stealing. In a number of 
instances priests have been attacked by 
mobs.
